The  markets  are  almost  featureless  this  week,  price-Huctua- 
tions  being  mostly  unimportant.  Quinine  is  quiet  but 
steady  ;  opium  is  very  firm  ;  French  castor  oil,  egg  albumen 
lime-juice  are  firmer;  copper  sulphate,  nitrate  of  soda,  and 
turpentine  are  lower.  Cinchona  was  also  lower  at  auction. 
The  first-hand  drug  sales  are  fully  reported  on  p.  976. 

The  Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  bociety 
delivered  an  address  on  "The  Claims  of  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists to  Public  Recognition  "  at  Leeds  and  York  this  week  a 
similar  address  being  delivered  at  Bristol  on  Ihursday  by 
the  Treasurer.  The  object  of  the  campaign  is,  inter  alia,  to 
show  the  public  that  the  allegations  of  companies  abou<i 
private  chemists  are  wrong  (p.  984).

A  Series  of  Articles  on  Stereo-chemistry. 

IN  pursuance  of  the  plan  adopted  during  the  months  of 
July,  August,  and  September  last  year,  with  regard  to 
the  Ionisation  Theory,  we  propose  to  begin  next  week  the 
publication  of  a  series  of  articles  dealing  with  another  of 
the  branches  of  chemistry  which  have  developed  with  great 
rapidity  during  recent  years.  The  series  this  year  will 
be  devoted  to  an  exposition  of  stereo-chemistry,  with  refer- 
ence, as  far  as  possible,  to  the  parts  of  the  subject  which 
are  of  the  greatest  interest  to  pharmaceutical  students. 
The  articles  will  be  written  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  M.A., 
D.Sc,  and  will  appear  weekly  until  concluded. 

Eeports. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  May  24  con- 
sisted of  equal  parts  by  weight  of  lead  nitrate,  cadmium 
bromide,  and  potassium  chloride.  The  calculated  com- 
position of  such  a  mixture  is  : —

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  a  small  quantity 
of  calcium  and  a  trace  of  iron. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  forty-five 
students,  and  nineteen  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 
The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  various  constituents 
of  the  powder  were  :  (a)  Metallic  radicals — lead,  1 ;  cad- 
mium, 8;  potassium,  3.  (b)  Acid  radicals — nitric,  2; 
bydrobromic,  2 ;  hydrochloric,  6. 

The  exercise  placed  before  our  correspondents  on  this 
occasion  was  of  a  comparatively  simple  kind ;  but  at  the 
same  time  its  analysis  demanded  care  and  judgment  with 
respect  to  several  particulars  which  junior  students  are 
sometimes  inclined  to  disregard. 

The  large  proportion  of  failures  in  the  detection  of 
cadmium  is  attributable  to  a  variety  of  causes.  A  few 
students  did  not  apply  any  test  for  this  metal,  and  appear 
to  have  overlooked  the  possibility  of  its  being  present. 
The  most  frequent  cause  of  failure  on  the  part  of  those 
who  did  test  for  it  seems  to  have  been  the  employment  of 
a  solution  which  contained  too  much  free  hydrochloric 
acid,  or  which  was  too  hot,  for  treatment  with  hydrogen 
sulphide  with  a  view  to  precipitating  the  sulphides  of  the 
copper  and  arsenium  groups.  Cadmium  sulphide  is  readily 
soluble  in  cold  concentrated  and  also  in  hot  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid,  and  complete  precipitation  of  cadmium  (as 
also  of  lead  and  bismuth)  in  acid  solution,  by  means  of 
hydrogen  sulphide,  can  only  be  attained  when  the  solution 
is  cold  and  does  not  contain  too  large  a  proportion,  of  free 
acid.  While  it  is  necessary  to  pass  hydrogen  sulphide 
through  a  hot  solution  in  order  to  effect  a  rapid  reduction 
of  arsenic  compounds,  with  precipitation  of  arsenious  sul- 
phide, it  is  further  essential  that  the  solution  should 
afterwards  be  cooled  and  diluted,  and  then  saturated  again 
with  hydrogen  sulphide  when  cold,  so  as  to  ensure  the 


complete  precipitation  of  lead,  cadmium,  and  bismuth  as 
sulphides.  Several  students  got  the  lead  and  cadmium  only 
partially  precipitated,  while  some  apparently  failed  to  get 
any  of  the  cadmium  precipitated,  by  means  of  hydrogen 
sulphide.  The  lead  and  cadmium  which  passed,  in  conse- 
quence, into  the  filtrate  gave  rise  to  difficulties  in  the 
subsequent  treatment  of  the  latter,  while  the  cadmium  was 
not  found  at  all  at  the  proper  place. 

In  the  examination  for  the  acid  radicals  it  was  necessary 
to  give  diligent  attention  to  the  application  of  special  tests 
for  the  detection  of  nitrate  and  of  chloride  respectively  in 
the  presence  of  bromide.  Preliminary  heating  of  the 
powder  with  sulphuric  acid  having  given  indications  which 
might  be  due  to  a  nitrate  or  a  bromide,  some  students  proved 
the  presence  of  one  of  these  and  then  did  not  seek  further 
to  ascertain  if  the  other  was  not  present  also.  In  other 
cases,  when  bromide  had  been  proved  present  chloride  was 
not  searched  for.  Some  students  who  did  test  specially  for 
chloride,  knowing  bromide  to  be  present,  failed  to  obtain 
any  evidence  of  its  presence ;  while  others  who  concluded 
that  chloride  was  present  arrived  at  this  conclusion  on  the 
strength  of  insufficient  evidence.  The  use  of  l-in-20  solu- 
tion of  ammonia  as  a  reagent  for  the  distinction  and  separa- 
tion of  silver  chloride  from  silver  bromide,  which  has  been 
very  frequently  referred  to  in  this  column  as  quite  un- 
reliable, is  very  commonly  the  only  test  employed,  and  its 
indications  lead  to  much  confusion  and  error. 

A  number  of  students  reported  the  presence  of  traces  of 
magnesium,  while  others  reported  this  metal  as  if  it  were 
present  in  quantity.  The  examination  of  a  considerable 
quantity  of  the  powder  failed,  in  our  hands,  to  yield  any 
distinct  indication  of  the  presence  even  of  traces  of  mag- 
nesium.

John  Eunson,  Jun.' — The  dark  red  liquid  obtained  on  dis- 
tilling the  powder  with  potassium  bichromate  and  sulphuric 
acid  contained  both  chromyl  chloride  and  bromine,  and  it  was 
only  when  the  presence  of  chromium  in  the  distillate  had  been 
ascertained  that  a  conclusion  could  be  arrived  at,  by  means  of 
this  test,  that  the  powder  contained  a  chloride. 

Radix. — The  evidence  upon  which  you  concluded  that  an 
iodide  was  present  was  very  slender  and  it  should  have  been 
supported  by  some  confirmatory  test.  You  will  observe  from 
the  composition  of  the  powder  that  it  contained  very  much 
more  than  a  trace  of  chloride.  Kindly  give  your  address  with 
anv  future  report. 

P.  E.  W. — You  do  not  appear  to  have  applied  any  test  for 
cadmium ;  and  the  test  you  employed  in  looking  for  chloride

was  not  sufficient  to  indicate,  with  certainty,  the  presence  of 
the  latter. 

Spigelia. — The  bleaching-effect  produced  upon  litmus  paper 
by  the  gases  liberated  on  heating  the  powder  with  sulphuric 
acid  was  mainly  due  to  bromine  and  not  to  chlorine.  The  test 
you  employed  in  looking  for  chloride  is  not  a  satisfactory  one. 

Victor  L.  Blat,  W.  P.  P.,  and  0.  G.,  Jtjn.— We  are  unable 
to  account  for  your  failure  to  detect  chloride  by  aid  of  the 
chromyl-chloride  test. 

Squill. — The  slight  precipitate  which  you  obtained  on 
boiling  the  nitric-acid  solution  of  the  powder  with  ammonium 
molybdate  probably  consisted  of  molybdic  anhydride  :  if  so  it 
would  be  very  pale  yellow  and  not  like  the  bright  yellow 
precipitate  formed  when  an  arsenate  is  present.  See  the 
immediately  preceding  reply. 

Embbyo.—  Although  the  formation  of  a  sublimate  when  a 
substance  is  heated  in  a  dry  tube  may  indicate  the  presence  of 
an  ammonium  salt  or  of  an  arsenium  compound,  the  non- 
formation  of  a  sublimate  is  not  a  proof  of  the  absence  of  these 
contituents.  Try,  for  example,  the  effect  of  thus  heating 
ammonium  phosphate  or  sodium  arsenate.  When  the  powder 
was  heated  with  manganese  dioxide  and  sulphuric  acid, 
chlorine  and  bromine  were  evolved  together,  and  it  was  not 
possible  to  recognise  the  former  with  certainty  by  its  odour  in 
presence  of  the  latter. 

Coweb. — You  appear  to  have  dissolved  the  sulphides  of  the 
•copper  group  in  nitric  acid  and  then  to  have  added  potassium 
iodide  to  the  undiluted  solution.  If  so,  the  brownish  ring 
which  you  obtained  and  took  for  bismuth  iodide  was  simply 
•due  to  iodine  liberated  from  the  potassium  iodide  by  the 
strongly  acid  solution.  Your  whole  treatment  of  the  copper- 
group  precipitate  was  less  systematic  than  is  desirable. 

Wild  Irishman. — Sodium  hydrogen  tartrate  is  more  suit- 
able than  tartaric  acid  as  a  test  for  potassium. 

H.  L.  P.  Sttjbbs. — Potassium  should  not  be  tested  for  in  the 
original  solution,  but  only  in  a  solution  from  which  am- 
monium salts  and  all  metallic  radicals  except  the  alkali-metals 
have  been  removed.  See  also  the  immediately  preceding 
reply. 

Maney. — A  special  test  for  chloride  should  have  been 
applied,  as  well  as  the  special  test  for  bromide.  It  is  not 
sufficient  to  evaporate  the  filtrate  from  the  barium-group  to 
dryness  prior  to  adding  ammonium  phosphate  as  a  test  for 
magnesium:  the  dry  residue  should  be  strongly  heated  so  as 
to  destroy  the  ammonium  salts  present — especially  ammonium 
oxalate.  You  write  erroneously  of  "  brown  fumes  of  nitrous 
oxide." 

Caboltjs. — See  the  general  remarks  regarding  the  precipi- 
tation of  copper-group  and  arsenium-group  sulphides  from  hot 
and  from  cold  solutions. 

Tega. — One-in-twenty  solution  of  ammonia  does  not  behave 
sufficiently  differently  with  silver  chloride  and  with  silver 
bromide  to  form  a  reagent  of  any  use  for  delicate  analytical 
purposes. 

E._  Welton. — Your  report  should  have  given  some  more 
particulars  as  to  how  you  proved  the  absence  of  metallic  radi- 
cals of  the  barium  and  magnesium  groups  and  of  phosphates. 
When  correct  results  are  attained,  there  is  the  presumption 
that  suitable  methods  have  been  applied,  but  unless  details 
are  given  there  is  no  guarantee  of  this.

Brevities. 

Our  reporter  at  Worcester  informs  us  that  it  was  4d.  (not 
8d.)  which  was  charged  for  the  2  oz.  of  dilute  mercury  oint- 
ment by  the  Boot's  shop  there  (see  C.  &  D.,  June  17,  p.  923). 

The  Greenwich  chemists,  with  one  exception  have  de- 
cided to  close  their  establishments  on  Thursday  afternoons 
between  2  p.m.  and  6  p.m.  They  closed  on  June  15  for  the 
first  time. 

The  B.P.C.  trip  to  Paris  promises  to  be  a  great  success, 
and  it  is  advisable  that  those  who  mean  to  take  it  should 
communicate  immediately  with  Mr.  W.  W.  Savage,  109  St. 
James's  Street,  Brighton. 

The  half-yearly  meeting  of  the  Drug  Club  was  held  at  the 
Cannon  Street  Hotel,  London,  on  Tuesday,  June  20,  when 
there  was  a  good  attendance  of  members.  After  luncheon 
about  two  hours  were  spent  in  discussing  business  privately. 

Last  week  a  customer  of  Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Branson, 
Ltd.,  Leeds,  found  a  case  of  mixed  waters  (ginger-ale,  soda- 
water,  etc.),  made  by  Harvey,  Reynolds  &  Co.,  in  his  cellar, 
which  had  been  lying  there  for  twenty-one  years.  When 
they  got  back  to  Briggate  it  was  found  that  the  corks  were 


in  perfectly  good  condition  and  the  waters  sparkling  and 
clear. 

At  a  district  meeting  of  chemists  and  druggists,  at  which 
were  represented  the  counties  of  Gloucester,  Wilts,  Dorset, 
Somerset,  Devon,  and  Cornwall,  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel, 
Bristol,  on  Thursday,  June  22,  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins,  J. P.,  of 
Salisbury,  delivered  an  address  on  "  Pharmacists  and  their 
Relation  to  the  Public,"  which  embodied  the  same  argu- 
ments as  Mr.  Young's  address  at  Leeds  and  York. 

In  the  Wandsworth  County  Court  on  June  19.  Mrs.  Maud 
Bolton,  of  Alton,  Hants,  sought  to  recover  51.  from  Mr. 
Edwin  Wallis,  chemist  and  dentist,  practising  at  Streatham 
as  a  veterinary  surgeon  and  canine  specialist,  the  value  of  a 
Persian  cat  entrusted  to  his  care.  Defendant  said  he  re- 
pudiated responsibility  when  he  took  the  cat  (which  es- 
caped and  could  not  be  recaptured),  and  the  Judge  awarded 
the  plaintiff  11.  and  costs. 

At  the  West  London  Police  Court  on  June  16,  a  furniture- 
remover  named  Marshall  was  bound  over  for  assaulting 
Mr.  Charles  Reece,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  61  Goode 
Street,  W.C.  Mr.  Reece  in  his  evidence  said  that  he  is 
managing  director  of  a  chemist  company,  and  one  of  the 
company's  branch  shops  is  at  176  Uxbridge  Road.  The 
manager  of  the  shop  absconded  a  few  days  before  with  some 
cash,  and  it  was  when  defendant  and  some  other  men  came 
to  remove  the  manager's  furniture  that  the  assault  com- 
plained of  took  place. 

Kven  Magistrates  Believe  in  Advertising. 
A  representative  of  the  Royal  Agricultural  Society  applied 
at  Willesden  Court  on  Monday  for  an  occasional  licence  to 
supply  the  workmen  with  refreshment  prior  to  the  show  at 
Park  Royal.  In  granting  the  licence  Alderman  Wright 
said  : 

You  are  not  going  the  right  way  to  work  to  make  it  a 
success.    You  are  not  advertising  it,  and  that  is  the  great 
thing.    Why,  the  show  will  be  over  before  anyone  knows 
anything  about  it. 
The  contributor  who  sends  us  the  foregoing  also  supplies 
the  heading,  and  says  the  Alderman's  words  should  be  taken 
to  heart  by  all  connected  with  the  drug-trade,  especially — 
may  we  add  ? — those  who  should  advertise  in  the  C .  <b  D. 

Grain  or  Chaff. 
Mr.  Andrew  Pears,  J. P.,  of  Mevagissy,  Isleworth,  was 
driving  on  the  Serpentine  Road,  Hyde  Park,  in  his  motor- 
car on  May  22,  when  a  constable  stopped  the  car  and  asked 
the  chauffeur  to  go  back  as  motor-cars  are  not  allowed  there  ; 
whereupon  Mr.  Pears  said,  "Now  we  have  got  so  far  we 
will  go  through."  The  chauffeur  asked  Mr.  Pears,  "If  I 
go  on  will  you  pay  the  costs,  sir  ?  "  and  Mr.  Pears  answered, 
"Yes,  if  it  costs  me  a  thousand  pounds,"  but  it  only  cost 
him  Zl.  4s.  ;  Mr.  Plowden  at  Marlborough  Street  Police 
Court,  on  June  15,  fining  Mr.  Pears  40s.  and  2.s.  costs  for 
aiding  and  abetting  the  clvcuffeur,  and  the  latter  was  fined 
20s.  and  2s.  costs.  Mr.  Plowden  rarely  misses  an  oppor- 
tunity for  a  joke.  On  this  occasion  he  professed  not  to  know 
who  Mr.  Pears  is,  adding,  "  He  is  apparently  a  cocksure 
person,  with  a  balance  at  his  bankers',  who  is  prepared  to 
suffer  to  the  extent  of  a  thousand  pounds,  but  that  figure 
will  not  be  reached  this  time."  Mr.  Pears  was  unable  to  be 
present  in  the  court  owing  to  a  family  bereavement. 

Contracts. 

The  St.  Faith's  (Norwich)  Board* of  Guardians  have 
accepted  the  tender  of  Mr.  J.  Cossey,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, for  the  supply  of  trusses  to  the  workhouse. 

The  Rotherham  Board  of  Guardians  at  their  meeting, 
June  19,  accepted  the  tender  of  Mr.  H.  Davey,  chemist  and 
druggist,  to  supply  drugs  for  the  ensuing  half-year. 

The  tender  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Cartwright  (of  Dean's  Drug- 
stores), Dover,  has  been  accepted  by  the  Dover  Town 
Council  for  the  supply  of  chemists'  goods  for  the  ensuing 
two  years. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Widnes  Town  Council  on  June  14, 
Councillor  Boyle,  referring  to  a  minute  that  lint  to  the 
value  of  3Z.  5s.  Zcl.  had  been  purchased  from  Messrs. 
Cuxson,  Gerrard  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Birmingham,  asked  if 
this  sum  could  not  have  been  spent  with  local  chemists. 
Councillor  Hemingway  explained  that  open  tenders  for 
lint,  etc.,  were  invited  and  that  of  Messrs.  Cuxson.  Ger- 
rard &  Co.  was  accepted,  as  the  tenders  of  all  the  Widnes 
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tradesmen  were  considerably  higher.  Councillor  Clarke  said 
that,  as  a  member  of  the  Hospitals  Sub-Committee,  he  knew 
that  the  instructions  to  the  matrons  of  the  hospitals  were  to 
obtain  what  they  required  in  Widnes  so  far  as  possible,  and 
from  Widnes  tradesmen.  Tenders  for  lint  were  obtained 
from  the  tradesmen  in  Widnes,  and  the  lowest  tender  was 
twice  as  much  as  the  one  that  had  been  accepted.  In  some 
cases  the  tenders  were  three  times  as  much.  In  this  case  a 
lesson  might  be  taught  to  local  tradesmen  not  to  charge  at 
such  a  high  rate  for  things  which  the  council  continually  re- 
quired. 

Association  of  Women  Pharmacists. 
At  a  representative  meeting  of  women  pharmacists  held 
on  June  15,  at  5  Endsleigh  Street,  W.C.,  it  was  decided  to 
form  an  association  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  co-operation 
among  qualified  women.  Mrs.  Clarke  Eees  was  elected 
President,  Miss  M.  E.  Buchanan  Vice-President,  Miss 
E.  S.  Hooper  Secretary,  Miss  G.  E.  Barltrop  Assistant 
Secretary,  and  Miss  H.  B.  Caws  Treasurer.  The  member- 
ship is  open  to  all  women  connected  with  pharmacy.  Miss 
Hooper,  Gordon  Hall,  Gordon  Square,  E.C.,  will  be  glad 
to  send  further  particulars.  A  register  of  situations  open 
and  of  those  requiring  situations  will  be  kept  by  the 
Secretary. 

The  Grocer  and  Proprietaries. 
The  annual  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Rhondda  Valley  Grocers'  Association,  one  of  the  largest 
trade  organisations  in  Wales,  has  been  issued  this  week. 
In  the  course  of  the  report  it  is  stated  that  during  the  twelve 
months  the  Sale  of  Proprietary  Articles  has  raised  points  of 
material  moment  to  the  grocery  trade.    Then  : 

The  Pharmaceutical  Organisation  is  keeping  a  sharp  look- 
out for  what  it  considers  its  rights.  We  have  no  desire  as  a 
trade  to  touch  upon  anybody's  preserves.  We  simply  deal 
with  articles  which  are  in  constant  demand  by  our 
customers,  and,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  it  is  exceedingly 
harassing  that  the  grocer  should  be  the  scapegoat  of  prose- 
cutions which  arise  from  the  hazy  state  of  the  law,  and  the 
still  hazier  interpretation  of  it  by  those  who  are  supposed 
to  carry  it  out.  The  troubles  which  we  have  experienced 
in  this  relation  are  still  within  your  knowledge  as  an  asso- 
ciation, and  in  order  to  guard  as  far  as  may  be  against  any 
further  raids  upon  us  a  Proprietary  Articles  Committee  has 
been  formed  which  we  are  sure  will  at  certain  junctures  be 
of  great  use.  It  is  neither  sensible  nor  seemly  that  the 
grocer  should  be  swept  down  in  a  kind  of  panic  by  officious 
officialism,  and  be  landed  in  all  sorts  of  costly  extravagance 
because  of  the  muddled  state  of  the  law.  The  vendors  of 
proprietary  articles  say  one  thing,  the  authorities  say 
another  thing,  so  that  the  grocer  has  been  left  to  drag  along 
a  miserable  existence  with  regard  to  these  proprietary 
medicines  between  the  one  and  the  other. 
We  have  heard  complaints  of  a  somewhat  similar  nature 
from  "pharmaceutical  organisations." 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Sir  Oliver  Lodge,  Principal  of  the  University,  will  open 
the  new  dental  hospital  on  July  6. 

Dr.  Saundby  had  some  interesting  things  to  say  about 
"  Medical  Ethics  "  at  a  lecture  at  the  University  on  June  15  ; 
but  he  is  a  modest  man,  and  neither  the  professional  nor  the 
lay  Press  was  represented  at  the  meeting. 

Mr.  J.  Radford,  Hon.  Secretary  to  the  local  Association, 
was  prevented  from  taking  part  in  the  combined  picnic 
to  Cannock  Chase  through  the  death  of  his  sister-in-law. 
Mr.  Charles  Thompson  took  over  Mr.  Radford's  duties. 

Messrs.  Liley  &  Pinfield,  of  the  Victoria  Pharmacy, 
Wordsworth  Road,  Small  Heath,  write  in  reference  to  a 
paragraph  in  this  section  last  week.  We  understand  that 
Mr.  Pinfield's  position  with  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.  was  that  of  a  departmental  manager. 

Members  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association  were 
enjoined  to  take  their  songs  and  music  with  them  to  the 
combined  excursion  to  Cannock.  This,  however,  seems  to 
have  been  a  work  of  supererogation,  because  from  the 
report  in  a  local  paper  we  learn  that  "  from  the  leafy 
cloisters  came  the  music  of  innumerable  feathered  song- 
sters, the  cuckoo  being  a  frequent,  if  brief,  soloist."  From 
the  same  source  we  gather  that  "  occasionally  the  sounds  of 
laughter  and  then  the  smell  of  burning  wood  would  be  dis- 
tinguished." 

The  "Mail"  has  been  interviewing  local  chemists  and 
medical  men  with  reference  to  the  danger,  pointed  out  by  a 


London  coroner,  of  taking  medicine  made  up  from  an  old 
prescription.  A  "  chemist  of  wide  experience  "  told  the  in- 
terviewer that  the  practice  was  not  so  common  as  it  used  to 
be.  But  in  any  case  a  chemist  used  his  own  discretion  in 
making  up  a  prescription.  If  it  were  perfectly  harmless, 
and  a  description  of  the  patient's  ailment  justified  it,  he 
would  perhaps  prepare  an  old  prescription ;  but  if  there 
were  any  poisonous  or  dangerous  drugs  in  it  he  would,  of 
course,  decline.  The  danger,  therefore,  of  any  harm  result- 
ing from  these  recipes  was  really  not  very  great. 

A  medical  man  took  a  more  serious  view.  He  urged  that 
people  could  not  be  too  strongly  cautioned  against  the  habit 
of  taking  medicines  prescribed  for  their  grandfathers,  or 
even  for  themselves,  some  years  before.  There  were  many 
people  who  imagined  that  one  mixture  would  cure  every  con- 
ceivable complaint,  and  they  imagined  that  if  they  paid  a 
doctor  for  a  prescription  once  in  their  lives  they  were 
"set  up"  for  the  rest  of  their  existence.  Chemists  for 
their  own  sakes,  as  well  as  the  patient's,  would  not  make  up 
a  dangerous  drug  in  a  prescription  which  bore  signs  of 
antiquity. 

Prom  the  Eastern  Counties. 

Cromer  chemists  have  suspended  the  weekly  early  closing 
until  the  end  of  September. 

The  King's  Lynn  pharmacies  have  lately  received  an  extra 
dose  of  spring  cleaning  in  view  of  the  Norfolk  Agricultural 
Show  being  held  there  this  week.  A  good  fillip  to  the 
veterinary  departments  is  confidently  looked  for. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Cromer  Urban  Council  Mr.  D. 
Davison,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  collector  of  old 
mortars,  though  himself  a  prominent  Churchman,  firmly 
opposed  a  recommendation  of  the  Highways  Committee  to 
grant  permission  to  the  incumbent  to  hold  services  on  the 
beach.  Mr.  Davison  asked  if  the  Salvation  Army  would  be 
given  equal  privileges,  and,  receiving  a  decided  negative, 
stated  that  the  Council  should  not  give  to  one  denomination 
what  they  were  not  prepared  to  give  to  all.  Jaded  phar- 
macists contemplating  a  restful  holiday  at  Cromer  will  be 
glad  to  know  the  committee's  recommendation  was  vetoed. 
Sheffield  Notes. 

The  question  whether  the  sale  of  tablets  is  likely  to  go 
up  or  down  in  the  future  was  curiously  illustrated  by  two 
prescriptions  which  came  into  the  hands  of  a  local  pharma- 
cist this  week.  Both  the  medical  men  concerned  were,  it 
is  interesting  to  note,  in  the  habit  of  dispensing  their  own 
medicines.    The  first  was

This  rather  points  to  a  growing  practice  of  dropping  tablets 
into  mixtures,  which  is  good  for  the  tablet  manufacturers 
at  any  rate. 

The  King  and  Queen  are  to  visit  Sheffield  to  open  the  new 
University  buildings  on  July  11,  and  the  pharmacists  whose 
premises  are  on  the  route  of  the  procession  are  taking  their 
full  share  in  the  various  schemes  of  decoration.  In  addition 
to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Fumess  as  Chairman  of  the 
Fitzwilliam  Street  Committee,  Mr.  J.  F.  Eardley  presided 
on  June  16  at  a  meeting  of  the  Decoration  Sub-Committee 
for  the  part  of  the  route  from  Regent  Street  to  Hanover 
Street,  and  Mr.  George  Squire  has  been  appointed  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Haymarket  Sub-Committee.  Mr. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  is  taking  his  share  in  the  High  Street 
scheme,  and  Mr.  H.  G.  Williams  has  been  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Selection  Sub- Committee  for  South  Street, 
Moor. 

Soap-specialists  Dine. 
The  Throne  Room  of  the  Holborn  Restaurant  was  on 
June  17  the  scene  of  the  annual  staff  dinner  of  Messrs. 
Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  soap  specialists,  Bow,  E.  Mr.  T.  E. 
Cook  presided,  and  he  was  supported  by  Mr.  Samuel  Hall, 
Mr.  S.  Godfrey  Hall,  and  Mr.  E.  Leonard  Cook.  The 
"knights  of  the  road"  present  were  Messrs.  W.  Waller, 
Hobbs,  Challen,  Manners,  Goodwin,  Warburton,  Bassett, 
Saunders,  Booth,  Hoggarth,  Shotter,  Bowerman,  Tanner, 
Butteris,  Alchin.  Cunnington,  Child,  and  Oyler.  The 
toasts  of  "The  Inside  Staff,"  "The  Outside  Staff,"  and 
"  The  Visitors  "  were  followed  by  that  of  "  The  Company," 
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to  which  the  Chairman  replied.  In  the  course  of  his  speech 
he  said  :  "  Nothing  is  impossible  to  Cook's."  A  few  months 
ago  they  were  asked  to  ship  in  nine  days  150  tons  of  a  soap 
which  they  did  not  then  stock.  It  was  a  particular  soap  for 
a  particular  market;  the  order  was  accepted  and  executed, 
and  as  the  barges  were  being  loaded  a  wire  came  to  say  : 
"  Ship  will  not  sail  for  four  days;  put  on  another  30  tons." 
The  whole  process  of  manufacture  had  to  be  gone  through 
again,  but  the  extra  30  tons  was  duly  loaded  on  the  ship  to 
time.  This  meant  night  work  and  double  pressure  on  some 
departments,  but  everything  was  done  with  the  utmost 
cheerfulness.  That  was  the  keynote  of  the  business  : 
everyone  knows  that  he  has  a  stake  in  it,  puts  his  hands 
willingly  to  the  work,  gives  of  his  best,  and  feels  he  is  only 
doing  his  duty.  During  the  evening  a  canteen  of  silver 
cutlery  was  presented  by  Mr.  Hughes,  on  behalf  of  the 
staff,  to  Mr.  S.  Godfrey  Hall,  on  the  occasion  of  his  marriage, 
and  Mr.  Hall  expressed  his  hearty  thanks.  The  rest  of  the 
evening  was  spent  in  listening  to  an  excellent  musical  pro- 
gramme. 

Cricket. 

Sheffield  Chemists'  Cricket  Club  v.  Wath  C.C.  Played 
at  Wath  on  June  15,  the  game  resulting  in  a  draw.  The 
Wath  Club  scored  178  for  5  wickets,  and  the  pharmacists 
85  for  8  wickets,  their  highest  scorers  being  Stathers  (36) 
and  Twelves  (28). 

Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Chemists'  Cricket  Club  v. 
Leicester  Doctors  C.C. — Played  at  Aylestone  on  June  8,  and 
resulted  in  an  easy  win  for  the  chemists.  The  doctors 
batted  first  and  made  80,  Dr.  Holmes  making  24  and  Dr. 
McLeod  14  not  out.  The  chemists  made  83  for  the  loss  of 
only  3  wickets — Marfitt  20  and  Martin  37  not  out. 

Leicester  Chemists'  C.C.  v.  Leicester  Co-operative  C.C. — 
Played  at  Aylestone  on  June  15.  The  chemists,  though  they 
had  a  weaker  team  than  usual,  beat  their  opponents  by  58  to 
36,  thanks  to  some  excellent  bowling  and  fielding ;  Peberdy 
obtaining  5  wickets  for  12  and  Marfitt  5  for  22.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  arrange  a  match  against  Cossington  on 
June  29.  Members  of  the  L.  and  L.  Chemists'  Association 
who  would  like  to  make  up  a  party  to  go  to  Cossington  by 
brake  or  cycle  (ladies  included)  should  communicate  with  the 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  E.  Marfitt,  Infirmary  Square, 
Leicester. 

Fire. 

On  June  15  a  fire  occurred  in  a  warehouse  at  the  establish- 
ment of  Messrs.  Jones  &  Martin,  chemists,  in  the  Market 
Place,  Loughborough.  The  outbreak  was  discovered  by  the 
shopboy,  who,  failing  to  subdue  the  flames,  ran  to  the  fire 
station.  On  their  arrival  the  firemen  found  a  cask  of  methy- 
lated spirit  alight,  and  before  the  flames  could  be  subdued 
they  had  caught  the  ceiling  above  and  set  fire  to  the  stock- 
room.   Considerable  damage  was  done. 

Sanitary  Inspectors,  Please  Note. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Walsingham  Rural  District"  Council 
on  June  14,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Coroner  for  the  Duchy 
of  Lancaster,  with  reference  to  the  death  of  a  woman  from 
poisoning  by  carbolic  acid,  given  in  mistake  by  a  nurse  for 
port-wine.  The  Coroner  said  the  jury  commented  on  the 
way  in  which  the  carbolic  acid  was  left  at  the  deceased's 
house  by  the  Council's  inspector,  in  a  bottle  similar  to  the 
one  in  which  the  patient's  port  was  kept.  The  Council  did 
not  consider  that  in  any  circumstances  a  bottle  such  as  was 
used  was  a  proper  vessel  in  which  to  deliver  carbolic  acid  or 
other  disinfectant  of  a  poisonous  kind,  and  they  instructed 
the  inspector  in  future  to  deliver  such  poisons  in  proper 
bottles,  to  be  obtained  from  a  chemist  and  labelled  in  the 
same  way  as  a  chemist  would  supply  them  to  a  private 
customer. 

Coroner  and  Cooling-powders. 
At  the  Southwark  Coroner's  Court  on  June  16,  Dr.  F.  J. 
Waldo  and  a  jury  inquired  into  the  death  of  Maud  Agnes 
Bull,  aged  thirteen  months.  Evidence  was  given  by  the 
mother  that  she  found  the  child  dead  in  bed  by  her  side. 
Since  it  had  been  two  months  old  she  had  given  it  a  Stedman's 
powder  about  once  a  fortnight,  the  last  one  being  adminis- 
tered on  the  day  before  it  died.  She  gave  them  to  the 
child  because  they  were  supposed  to  be  cooling  and  were  good 
for  the  teeth.  Dr.  J.  Mulqueen  said  death  was  due  to  suffoca- 
tion. In  reply  to  the  Coroner  he  said  he  did  not  know  the 
difference  between  Stedman's  and  Steedman's  powders,  but 


he  understood  calomel  was  largely  found  in  them.  The 
Coroner  :  They  are  not  a  good  thing  for  children  to  take  ? 
Witness  :  No.  The  Coroner  :  They  cause  a  good  deal  of 
diarrhoea  and  vomiting;  and  is  not  there  a  possibility  of  the 
subchloride  of  mercury  changing  into  perchloride  ?  Wit- 
ness :  Oh,  yes.  The  Coroner  :  I  have  seen  many  cases 
reported  in  the  papers,  and  my  own  notion  is  that  sub- 
chloride  is  very  likely  to  change  into  perchloride  of  mercury 
in  a  child's  stomach,  and  do  great  mischief.  A  verdict  of 
accidental  suffocation  was  returned. 

Chemist  or  Doctor  ? 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Seacombe  (Cheshire)  on  June  19,  on 
the  body  of  a  five-year-old  boy,  the  mother  stated  that  the 
boy  appeared  to  have  taken  a  cold,  and  she  procured  some 
medicine  from  a  chemist.  After  taking  some  of  the  mixture 
the  boy  seemed  to  improve.  The  following  evening  the 
illness  recurred,  and  medical  aid  was  summoned,  but  the 
boy  expired  before  the  arrival  of  the  doctor.  Dr.  R.  A. 
Dobson  deposed  that  when  he  arrived  at  the  house  the 
child  had  been  dead  a  couple  of  hours.  Two  other  children 
were  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  in  a  mild  form.  The 
Coroner  (Mr.  J.  C.  Bate,  West  Cheshire)  said  it  was  a 
great  pity  that  parents,  instead  of  sending  for  a  doctor  in 
such  cases,  should  prefer  to  go  to  a  chemist.  Doctors'  fees 
were  not  excessively  heavy,  and  even  if  parents  were  unable 
to  pay  them  there  were  other  means  of  obtaining  medical 
aid.  The  mother  said  she  had  used  the  chemist's  mixture  on 
previous  occasions  with  beneficial  results.  A  verdict  of 
death  from  natural  causes  was  returned. 

A  Boots'  Assistant  Examined. 

Dr.  Frederick  J.  Waldo  held  an  inquest  at  Southwark 
on  June  16  with  reference  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Henry 
Edwin  Stone  (35),  lately  practising  at  48  St.  George's 
Road,  Southwark,  who  committed  suicide  by  taking  prussic 
acid.  Dr.  John  Francis  Smythe,  of  Walworth,  deposed 
that  the  deceased  had  been  his  bosom  friend  for  the  past 
twenty  years.  He  had  known  the  deceased  to  be  a  little 
depressed,  but  knew  of  no  particular  reason  for  it  except 
that  the  practice  was  not  such  as  was  suited  to  him,  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  having  been  spent  in  the  country, 
where  he  kept  a  stud  of  horses.  The  rush  and  hurry  of  a 
practice  in  Southwark  did  not  seem  to  suit  him.  He  had 
treated  him  for  gout. — Edith  Constable,  a  domestic  servant 
in  the  employ  of  the  housekeeper  of  the  premises,  said  that 
latterly  she  had  noticed  he  was  depressed,  which  he  said 
was  due  to  the  falling  off  of  his  practice.  On  the  Tuesday 
morning  she  heard  him  groaning,  and  on  going  to  him 
found  him  stretched  across  the  bed  dead,  with  a  bottle 
which  had  contained  hydrocyanic  acid  by  his  side,  quite 
empty.  Dr.  Ryan,  from  whom  the  deceased  purchased  the 
business,  said  the  deceased  still  owed  him  150^.  which  had 
fallen  due  in  two  instalments. — The  Coroner  said  that 
among  the  papers  found  in  the  room  was  the  final  demand 
note  for  the  general  rates  and  a  writ  from  the  High  Courts 
garnishing  him  in  the  sum  of  35/.  odd. — Mr.  Hugo  Wolff, 
chemist  and  druggist,  manager  to  Boots  Cash  Chemists 
(Southern),  Ltd.,  at  57  and  58  London  Road,  S.E.,  was 
next  called  and  said  that  he  supplied  the  deceased  with  the 
prussic  acid.  In  reply  to  the  Coroner,  witness  said  there 
are  four  assistants  besides  himself  and  some  girls  at  the 
shop.  The  girls,  he  said,  work  very  well  indeed,  but  do 
not  make  up  prescriptions,  although  they  sell  poisons 
under  certain  circumstances  and  under  witness's  super- 
vision. 

The  Coroner :  And  you  think  that  is  sufficient  to  prevent 
anything  going  wrong '! 

Witness :  Nothing  has  gone  wrong  at  present. 

The  Coroner :  But  with  the  dangerous  character  of  the 
trade  that  is  carried  on  I  should  have  thought  it  was  necessary 
to  have  taken  more  precautions. 

Witness:  They  would  rot  serve  anything  without  my  sanc- 
tion. 

The  Coroner :  That  would  seem  to  suggest  if  you  want  a 
thing  done  do  it  yourself.  It  seems  hardly  reasonable  to 
expect  you  to  be  at  everyone's  elbow.  (To  the  jury)  :  I  have 
had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  sale  of  poisons  lately,  and  I 
am  trying  to  find  out  why  it  is  that  persons  can  procure  these 
poisons  so  easily.  It  seems  to  me  that  under  the  present 
system  of  trade  poisons  of  any  description  can  be  got  for  the 
asking. 

Witness  :  They  would  have  to  sign  the  poison  register. 
The  Coroner  :  And  is  that  always  strictly  enforced  ? 
Witness :  Oh  yes. 
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The  Coroner :  Are  they  all  registered  chemists  that  serve 
in  the  shop  ? 

Witness :  No,  it  is  not  considered  necessary. 

The  Coroner :  That  is  where  the  trouble  comes  in ;  nothing 
seems  to  be  thought  necessary.  Did  the  deceased  have  to 
6ign  for  this  when  he  bought  it  ? 

Witness :  No,  it  was  not  necessary. 

The  Coroner :  But  why  not  necessary  as  much  for  him  as 
for  anyone  else  ? 

Witness :  You  see,  I  knew  him  as  a  doctor  and  a  regular 
customer,  and  in  such  a  case  it  is  not  necessary. 

The  Coroner  :  But  you  label  the  bottle  "  Poison  "  ? 

Witness :  Yes,  I  did  so ;  but  there  was  really  no  necessity 
for  me  to  have  done  that. 

The  Coroner :  Then  he  could  have  been  served  with  a 
bottle  containing  prussic  acid  without  even  a  label  on  it  ? 

Witness :  You  see,  it  is  a  wholesale  order. 

The  Coroner  :  One  bottle  of  prussic  acid  a  wholesale  order  ? 

Witness  :  It  is  what  is  called  a  wholesale  order,  because,  you 
see,  the  deceased  being  a  doctor,  and  saying  he  wanted  it  for 
prescribing,  renders  it  unnecessary. 

The  Coroner :  But  the  Poisons  Act  says  distinctly  that  it 
must  be  labelled  "  Poison." 

Witness :  The  Poisons  Act  says  it  must  be  labelled  "  Poi- 
son "  if  it  is  sold  in  the  ordinary  way  of  trade,  but  not  in  the 
case  of  a  wholesale  order. 

The  Coroner :  If  you  say  so  I  must  believe  you,  because  I 
have  not  got  that  portion  of  the  Act  in  front  of  me ;  but  it 
seems  very  curious.  Did  the  deceased  appear  rational  when 
he  purchased  it  ? 

Witness :  Oh,  yes.  The  purchase  was  made  as  long  ago  as 
April  last,  so  that  he  had  had  it  by  him  for  some  time. 

The  Coroner :  I  see  the  bottle  is  marked  with  a  date  in 
March  ;  how  comes  that  about  if  it  was  sold  in  April  ? 

Witness :  When  it  is  made  up  it  is  marked  with  the  date,  so 
as  to  be  sure  that  it  is  used  up  in  rotation,  otherwise  it  is 
liable  to  lose  its  strength. 

The  Coroner :  It  seems  to  me  that  the  deeper  you  go  into 
the  matter  of  this  Poisons  Act  the  more  it  becomes  a  riddle. 

Dr.  Daunt,  of  Southwark  Park  Road,  deposed  that  death 
was  due  to  prussic-acid  poisoning,  and  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity.

Chemists'  Sports. 

The  Cycling  and  Athletic  Club  in  connection  with  Messrs. 
John  Clarke  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  Belfast,  held 
their  annual  sports  on  June  16  at  the  Ulster  cricket-grounds, 
Ballynafeigh.  Messrs.  Win.  Blair,  A.  Davidson,  W.  Bailie, 
R.  Campbell,  and  C.  Willis  had  charge  of  the  arrangements. 
Mr.  H.  Reilly  won  the  cup  presented  by  Mr.  Wm.  Clarke, 
one  of  the  directors,  for  the  ten  miles  cycling  handicap. 
Iodoform  Libel  Action. 

The  matron  of  the  Co.  Limerick  Infirmary  brought  a 
libel  action  (claiming  1,000/.  damages)  against  Mrs.  Harriet 
O'Brien,  a  governor  of  the  institution,  for  stating  that  the 
plaintiff  had  thrown  iodoform  on  her  dress.  After  a  four- 
days'  trial  the  jury  found  that  the  matron  did  not  throw  the 
iodoform  and  that  she  was  not  a  party  to  the  throwing.  The 
jury  could  not  agree  as  to  whether  the  defendant  was  guilty 
of  malice  in  publishing  the  words  complained  of. 

Ether-drinking. 

At  an  inquest  at  Tamneyrankin,  near  Garvagh.  on  June  17, 
some  remarks  as  to  the  prevalence  of  ether-drinking  were 
made.  Police-sergeant  Curran  said  that  ether  was  drunk 
in  the  district,  but  the  police  had  no  power  to  control  its 
sale,  as  only  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  can  prosecute. 
Inspector  McDonald  said  ether  can  be  sold  in  unlimited 
quantities  by  druggists.  Dr.  Alex.  Adams,  dispensary 
officer,  said  ether-drinking  is  the  greatest  curse  that  can  come 
into  any  community. 

Irish  Oatmeal. 
Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Dublin,  were  fined  5/. 
and  11.  costs  at  Swords  Petty  Sessions  on  June  17  for 
supplying  the  Richmond  Lunatic  Asylum  with  oatmeal  con- 
trary to  contract.  The  management  of  the  asylum  adver- 
tised for  "  Irish  Pinhead  Oatmeal,"  and  what  was  supplied 
was  a  mixture  of  Irish  and  American  oatmeal.  For  apply- 
ing a  false  trade  description  to  the  oatmeal  the  same  company 


was  at  the  Southern  Police  Court,  Dublin,  fined  40s.  and 
51.  costs.  The  defence  in  both  cases  was  that  the -company 
gave  over  the  fulfilling  of  the  contract  to  the  North  City- 
Milling  Company,  and  that  the  moment  it  was  discovered 
that  Irish  oatmeal  was  not  being  supplied  steps  were  taken  to 
supply  the  real  article.

THE  WEEK'S  POISONINGS. 

Fotje  of  the  ten  fatalities  from  poisoning  reported  this 
week  were  due  to  unscheduled  poisons.  There  were  two 
misadventures — a  child  being  the  victim  in  each  case.  A 
little  boy  named  Spicer,  living  at  Coventry,  found  a  basin 
containing  hydrochloric  acid,  which  was  to  have  been  used 
for  soldering  a  kettle.  The  boy  drank  from  the  basin  and 
died. — Sarah  Ann  Haswell,  aged  four,  ate  some  hemlock 
she  had  gathered  in  a  field,  and  died  in  convulsions. — The 
suicides  included  Florence  Kloth  (21),  a  shop-assistant  at 
Manor  Park,  E.,  who  drank  hydrochloric  acid  because  her 
sweetheart  was  leaving  her. — A  Leeds  woman,  Margaret 
Williams  (53),  died  after  drinking  liquid  ammonia. — Two 
London  doctors  poisoned  themselves  with  prussic  acid. 
Dr.  Walter  Twyford  (38),  who  had  not  been  in  practice 
lately,  was  found  dead  in  his  bedroom  in  Tavistock  Place, 
W.C.  He  left  letters  which  showed  that  he  contemplated 
suicide.  The  case  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Stone  is  referred  to  else- 
where.— Mrs.  Harriet  Aspinwall  (76),  of  Sheffield,  died 
from  laudanum-poisoning.  Her  daughter,  a  nurse,  was 
found  to  have  attempted  suicide  by  taking  poison  at  the  same 
time,  but  she  recovered.  At  the  inquest  on  the  mother 
evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  James  Street,  assistant  with  Boots 
Ltd.,  Glossop  Road,  Sheffield,  to  the  effect  that  he  sold  Miss 
Aspinwall  2  oz.  of  laudanum.  After  hearing  other  evidence, 
the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  the 
daughter. — Albert  Edward  Cooper  (41).  a  publican  at  Cam- 
berwell  Green,  poisoned  himself  with  oxalic  acid. — Mr.  F.  C. 
Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  Maidenhead,  gave  evidence  at 
Slough  on  June  10,  at  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  George 
Stanley  (22).  Deceased  bought  a  sixpenny  bottle  of  car- 
bolic acid  from  Mr.  Jones,  saying  that  it  was  to  be  used 
for  disinfecting-purposes.  Mr.  Jones,  before  supplying  the 
acid,  got  deceased's  signature  in  the  poisons-book. 

Jane  Burnett  (19),  of  Edinburgh,  mistaking  carbolic  acid 
for  a  neuralgia-mixture,  swallowed  some  and  died  at  the 
hospital  in  great  agony.

Old  Pharmacy-jars.— Dr.  D.  Rodolf  de  Castello  has 
presented  some  120  old  pharmacy-jars,  of  Spanish  manu- 
facture, to  the  National  Archaeological  Museum,  Madrid. 

"  Mutualist  "  Pharmacies  are  yet  novelties  in  Spain, 
but  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge  is  seen  in  the  opening  by 
La  Mutualidad  Obrera  (Workman's  Benefit  Society)  of 
their  second  pharmacy  in  the  calle  Martinez  Campos,  Paseo 
de  Obelisco,  Madrid,  on  April  19. 

The  Banner  of  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  figured  in  the 
recent  Quixotic  centenary  procession  through  the  streets  of 
Madrid.  It  was,  like  the  banners  of  the  sister  faculties, 
carried  by  a  mounted  herald  in  medieval  costume,  and 
displayed  the  serpent  and  cup,  which  are  emblematical  of 
the  profession  in  the  Peninsula. 

The  Biscay  Chemists'  Assistants' Association  ("  Prac- 
ticantes  de  Farmacia  de  Viscaya")  of  Bilbao  is  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  important  of  the  few  bodies  of  its  kind 
existing  in  Spain.  It  recently  celebrated  the  sixth  anni- 
versary of  its  foundation,  and  on  that  occasion  telegraphed 
a  "  fraternal  and  cordial  salute"  to  the  corresponding  body 
in  Paris. 

The  Salamanca  Students  of  the  Faculty  of  Science 
have  a  new  Professor  of  Organic  Chemistry,  Don  Jose 
Giral  y  Pereira,  formerly  assistant  professor  at  the  Faculty 
of  Pharmacy  of  Madrid.  But  the  historic  University  of 
the  ancient  city  where  Wellington  won  one  of  his  Penin- 
sular battles  is  now  sadly  shorn  of  its  former  importance, 
and  can  barely  muster  a  hundred  students. 

The  Spanish  Customs  Tariff  Committee  (Junta  de 
Aranceles  y  Valoraciones)  have  been  hard  at  work  revising 
duties  lately.  They  have  already  completed  their  prelimi- 
nary examination  as  regards  Class  3  (drugs  and  chemicals), 
and  they  are  sitting  twice  a  day  at  present  to  push  forward 
completion.  The  payment  of  customs  in  gold  is  proposed 
as  a  remedy  for  the  depreciation  of  Spanish  currency. 

A  Royal  Pharmacy,  lodged  in  a  wing  of  a  palace,  in- 
vaded by  injured  people  of  the  working  class,  is  perhaps  a 
novel  sight.  But  the  pharmacist  is  no  respecter  of  persons 
where  first-aid  is  concerned,  and  three  individuals  injured 
in  the  "Quixotic  Concert"  crush  in  the  Palace  Yard  of 
Madrid  were  promptly  conveyed  to  the  Real  Farmacia,  and 
carefully  attended  to  there  before  being  removed  to  the 
local  infirmary. 

Marked  Prices — that  is,  the  display  of  price-cards  on 
drugs,  medicines,  and  sundries  in  pharmacy-windows,  a 
system  prevalent  in  French  "cutting"  shops — seem  to  be 
unpopular  in  Spain.  One  may  walk  the  streets  of  many 
towns  and  look  in  vain  for  an  indication  of  this  kind.  At 
the  corner  of  the  calle  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  in  Madrid,  one  may 
see  the  displayed  price-list  of  some  eight  or  ten  articles, 
but  closer  inspection  proved  them  to  be  all  foreign  pro- 
prietaries or  mineral  waters. 

Nestle's  Spanish  Agency  has  its  headquarters  at  Jerez 
de  la  Frontera,  the  pretty  little  Andalusian  town  which  is 
hardly  recognisable  under  the  English  appellation  of  Sherry. 
Walking  down  the  main  shopping  street — a  wondrous 
narrow  thoroughfare,  like  so  many  of  its  kind  in  Southern 
Spain — I  noticed  a  small  crowd  flattening  its  noses  against 
a  plate-glass  window,  and  found  the  attraction  to  be  the 
"Nestle"  advertisement  (mother  and  baby)  of  life-size 
figures  familiar  to  visitors  at  the  1900  Paris  Exhibition. 

Foreign  Patents  figure  largely  in  such  pharmacies  in 
central  Madrid  as  boast  a  show  window.  Gayoso,  for 
instance,  in  the  calle  Arenal,  has  one  window  devoted  to 
French  proprietaries  and  another  where  Scrubb's  cloudy 
ammonia,  Bishop's  magnesia,  Eno's  fruit  salt.  Clarke's 
blood  mixture,  etc.,  figure.  At  the  Farmacia  Rodriguez 
(calle  Mayor)  Mellin's  preparations  are  well  to  the  fore, 
while  Dinneford's  magnesia,  Pond's  extract,  St.  Jacobs 
oil,  Sanitas,  Condy's  fluid,  and  other  well-known  Anglo- 
American  proprietaries  mingle  with  French  patents  and  the 
latest  extracts  from  the  laboratories  of  Poehl  and  Merck. 

The  "Military"  Pharmacy  is  the  special  bogey  of 
Spanish  pharmacists.  They  fear  these  institutions  will 
end  by  ruining  their  civilian  competitors.    Several  already 


exist  in  Madrid,  and  many  more  advertise  that  they  sell 
"at  military  tariff,"  the  Spanish  equivalent  for  "the  same 
price  as  at  the  stores."  In  the  street  leading  from  the 
Puerta  de  Sol  (centre  of  city)  to  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy 
three  out  of  four  pharmacies  announce  the  "  tarif  militar  " 
in  large  letters,  and  one  (St.  Antony's  Pharmacy,  with  a 
quaint  sign  of  the  holy  man  and  his  pig)  adds  that  "the 
service  is  performed  by  licentiates  of  the  Army  Medical 
Corps"  (sanidad  militar). 

An  Octogenarian  Pharmacist. — Don  Jose  Pedro 
Sastron,  pharmacist,  of  Vadealgorfa,  was  recently  awarded 
the  Order  of  Alfonso  XII.  for  his  remarkable  botanical 
work.  His  first  publication,  which  bore  the  title  "An 
Incomplete  Series  of  the  Plants  of  Aragon "  and  was 
edited  by  Willkomm,  the  German  botanist,  comprised 
2,640  species,  of  which  twenty-six  were  discovered  by 
Sastron  himself.  His  latest  works  treat  of  arnica,  Ara- 
gonese  tea,  and  opium.  Don  Jose  is  now  a  clean-shaven 
grizzled  veteran  of  eighty-three.  He  still  "  keeps  open 
shop,"  and  divides  his  time  between  dispensing  and 
botanising.  He  has  led  the  "  simple  life"  since  he  quitted 
Barcelona  University,  and  has  never  ridden  on  the  railway. 
A  deputation  of  pharmacists  travelled  to  his  village  and 
presented  him  with  the  jewelled  insignia  of  the  order  and 
a  piece  of  plate  (appropriately  inscribed),  in  honour  of  the 
event.

Historical. — Dr.  Henri  Granel  has  published  a  "  His- 
tory of  Pharmacy  at  Avignon  "  containing  some  interesting 
details  regarding  the  apothecaries  of  Provence  and  a 
series  of  engravings,  mostly  reproduced  from  the  Depart- 
mental Archives. 

Not  an  Error. — According  to  the  "Matin,"  it  is  now 
established  beyond  doubt  that  the  poisoning  of  the  little 
girl  Helen  Norah  Oesterreicher  (referred  to  in  the  C.  <kD., 
p.  918),  who  died  in  an  hotel  in  the  rue  de  l'Arcade, 
was  not  due  to  the  purgative  she  took.  The  remains  of 
this  were  examined,  and  they  revealed  no  trace  of  any 
poisonous  substance.  It  is,  however,  rumoured  that  the 
Investigating  Magistrate  had  received  evidence  which  goes 
to  show  that  the  little  girl's  death  was  the  result  of  a 
crime,  and  not  an  accident. 

The  Pharmacists'  Oath. — The  revival  of  the  pharma- 
cists' oath — subject  of  current  interest — induces  a  Southern 
pharmacy  journal  to  publish  an  account  of  the  ceremonies  with 
which  this  solemn  act  was  accompanied  in  the  good  old  times. 
The  procession  to  the  University  was  headed  by  a  band — 
fifes  and  hautboys,  drums  and  trumpets — the  Masters  fol- 
lowed, the  joyous  band  of  "  Escholiers  "  forming  the  rear- 
guard. The  ceremony  was  terminated  by  one  of  those  sub- 
stantial repasts  which  Rabelais — himself  a  Montpellier  stu- 
dent— has  immortalised  in  his  "  Pantagruel." 

The  Wine  Trade. — The  Technical  Committee  of  (Enology 
have  been  studying  the  question  of  the  "sale  of  chemical 
and  cenological  and  other  products  serving  to  give  to  arti- 
ficial beverages  the  appearance  of  natural  drinks.  '  While 
the  wine-growers  of  the  South  of  France  are  complaining 
of  the  slow  sale  of  their  wines  much  artificially-treated  wine 
is  being  sold.  It  is  proposed  to  take  severe  measures  to  stop 
this.  Minimum  scales  of  alcohol  are  proposed  for  red  and 
white  wines  and  a  long  series  of  regulations  to  better  assure 
the  detection  and  punishment  of  defrauders. 

The  Ancient  Pharmacies  of  the  rue  des  Lombards  are 
rapidly  disappearing,  and  it  may  be  that  men  no  longer  young 
may  live  to  see  the  total  transformation  of  this  street,  where 
almost  every  house  was  once  in  the  drug-trade.  Dubail's 
pharmacy,  founded  in  1709,  has  recently  amalgamated  with 
a  big  drug  establishment  over  the  way,  and  the  old  corner 
house  is  now  shut  up.  The  sign  of  the  "  Golden  Beard  "  is 
now  placed  on  the  same  house  as  that  of  the  "Golden 
Mortar,"  and  Pierre  Pomet's  historical  premises  are.  for  the 
first  time  for  200  years  or  more,  occupied  by  a  non-pharma- 
cist. The  neglected  look  of  several  other  establishments 
makes  one  wonder  if  further  changes  are  expected  ;  if  so,  the 
illustrated  article  on  these  pharmacies  and  their  signs, 
published  in  the  C .  dh  D.  a  few  years  ago.  will  soon  be  a 
document  interesting  chiefly  to  antiquaries.

Cape  Colony. 

Newly  Licensed. — Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  the  Colonial  Secretary  has  issued 
licences  authorising  the  following  to  practise  as  chemists  and 
druggists  in  the  Colony  :  Andrew  Biggam  Smith,  chemist 
and  druggist  (Cape  Colony,  1904)  ;  Arnold  Fitzjohn  Brown, 
chemist  and  druggist  (Great  Britain,  1904)  ;  William 
Farquhar  Milne,  chemist  and  druggist  (Great  Britain,  1900), 
formerly  of  Lonmay,  N.B.  ;  Richard  Funnell,  chemist  and 
•druggist  (Great  Britain,  1890),  late  of  Whittlesea,  Cambs.  ; 
■and  James  Coleman  Glendenning,  chemist  and  druggist 
'(Great  Britain,  1894). 

Chemists'  Hardships. — In  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Cape 
Times  "  there  appeared  a  letter  from  "  A  Country  Chemist 
alluding  to  a  circular  from  the  Treasury,  which  had  been 
posted  to  all  Civil  Commissioners.  Resident  Magistrates, 
etc.,  throughout  the  Cape  Colony  to  be  submitted  to  chemists 
and  druggists.  This  set  forth  that  in  view  of  the  recent 
decision  of  the  Eastern  Districts  Court,  in  Bex  v.  McDonald 
(see  C.  cfc  D.,  April  15,  page  572),  no  chemist  may,  in  future, 
sell  playing-cards,  tobaccos,  pipes,  or  any  other  articles  not 
ordinarily  included  in  the  business  of  an  apothecary, 
chemist,  or  druggist.  "  Chemist  "  is  satisfied  that  no  knight 
of  the  pestle  will  consider  this  curtailment  of  his  privileges 
in  regard  to  the  sale  of  the  soothing  weed  as  a  hardship ; 
but  he  considers  it  incumbent  upon  the  Treasurer  or  Colonial 
Secretary  to  state  more  definitely  what  he  intends  should  be 
understood  by  the  words  "  articles  not  ordinarily  included 
in  the  business  of  an  apothecary,  chemist,  or  druggist  "  ?  In 
his  (the  writer's)  town  doctors  dispense  their  own  medicines 
and  have  for  sale  many  articles  for  which  a  chemist's  licence 
should  be  taken  out,  and  every  storekeeper  has  always  on 
hand  a  large  supply  of  Dutch  and  patent  medicines,  many  of 
which  contain  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  Act  No.  34  of 
1891,  and  for  which  a  chemist's  licence  should  likewise  be 
taken  out.  In  such  circumstances  a  chemist,  to  compete 
with  the  storekeeper  and  the  doctor,  is  compelled  to  branch 
out  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Many  of  these  ways  could,  un- 
doubtedly, be  shown  to  be  outside  the  chemist's  province, 
but  what  is  he  to  do  when  he  finds  on  the  one  hand  the 
doctor  fulfilling  the  functions  of  a  chemist,  and  on  the  other 
the  storekeeper  selling  articles  which  the  chemist's  un- 
qualified assistant  may  not  offer  to  the  public  ? 

East  Africa. 

A  Mombasa  Contemporary,  the  "  African  Standard," 
notes  the  arrival  from  England  of  Mr.  Peacock,  dispenser. 

"  Chemists'  Charges." — Under  this  heading  the 
"Lourenco  Marques  Guardian"  has  the  following:  "A 
man  who  the  other  day  bought  a  bottle  of  a  patent  medicine 
widely  advertised  as  for  sale  anywhere  at  3s.  7>d.  per  bottle, 
six  bottles  for  17s.,  was  charged  6s.  ;  and  yet  we  are  told 
that  trade  is  bad  !  " 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Mr.  F.  Pocklington,  chemist  (C.C.),  who  has  been  for 
some  time  with  Messrs.  Carter,  Stacey  &  Co.,  of  Bloem- 
fontein,  has  acquired  a  business  of  his  own  in  Cape  Colony. 
He  takes  with  him  the  good  wishes  of  many  friends  made 
during  his  stay  in  the  O.R.C.  capital. 

Medical  Act  Cases. — At  Ladybrand  on  May  26, 
Isabella  Myles  Menmuir,  a  nurse,  was  charged  with  con- 
travening the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  by  prac- 
tising as  a  medical  practitioner,  she  not  being  registered. 
Evidence  for  the  prosecution  was  given  by  a  Basuto  and 
his  wife.  The  woman,  being  sick,  was  taken  by  her  hus- 
band to  Miss  Menmuir,  who,  they  alleged,  examined  her 
chest,  felt  her  pulse,  and  on  two  occasions  gave  them  medi- 


cine, charging  2s.  on  the  first  visit  and  5s.  6d.  on  the  second. 
The  Resident  Magistrate  considered  that  a  case  had  been 
established,  and  the  evidence  was  ordered  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  Attorney-General,  accused  being  let  out  on  100Z.  bail. 
— At  Kroonstad,  on  May  24,  a  native,  who  had  previously 
been  convicted  for  practising  as  a  doctor  without  being  re- 
gistered, was  again  brought  before  the  Assistant  Resident 
Magistrate.  The  accused  made  a  lengthy  statement,  in 
which  he  declared  that  the  head  doctor  told  him  to  dispose 
of  the  medicine.  They  were  to  have  an  equal  division  of  all 
profits.  The  head  doctor  had  attended  to  accused  and  his 
wife,  and  had  made  a  charge  of  101.,  but  accused  had  not  yet 
paid  him  in  full.  Accused  was  fined  50?.,  or  twelve  months' 
imprisonment  in  default. 

Transvaal. 

The  Board's  New  Secretary. — There  were  over  one 
hundred  applicants  for  the  appointment  of  Secretary  to  the 
Medical  Council  and  Pharmacy  Board  of  the  Transvaal, 
caused  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  E.  Gorges.  After  consider- 
able deliberation  the  Executive,  consisting  of  two  members 
of  the  Medical  Council  and  the  President  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board  (Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie),  chose  Mr.  W.  A.  J.  Cameron, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  Loewenstein,  Ltd.,  Johannesburg. 
Mr.  Cameron  holds  the  British  Minor  qualification 
(No.  14,394,  July,  1902)  and  he  is  one  of  the  best  all-round 
chemists  in  the  Transvaal.  He  has  made  himself  very 
popular  in  the  Transvaal  and  he  will  undoubtedly  justify 
his  appointment  to  the  secretaryship.  Mr.  Cameron  is  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal,  and 
his  many  friends  wish  him  every  success  in  his  new  sphere. 

A  Charge  that  Failed. — A  storekeeper  at  the  Henry 
Nourse  mine,  named  Kantor,  was  charged  before  Mr.  van 
den  Berg,  in  Johannesburg  on  May  16,  with  selling  a 
quantity  of  opium  to  a  Chinaman  for  10s.  A  Chinaman 
was  sent  by  a  detective  to  the  store  of  accused  to  buy  opium. 
Accused,  it  was  alleged,  said  he  had  no  opium  then,  but 
would  get  him  some  on  the  following  day,  and  the  China- 
man gave  him  10s.  on  the  undertaking  that  he  would  receive 
the  opium  on  the  following  day.  The  next  morning  the 
Chinaman  went  to  the  store  and  when  he  came  out  again  he 
showed  the  detectives  a  small  box  containing  opium,  which, 
he  said,  had  been  given  him  by  Kantor.  The  storekeeper 
was  arrested.  The  defence  was  an  alibi.  The  accused  and 
a  number  of  witnesses  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  on 
May  9,  the  day  on  which  he  was  alleged  to  have  received  the 
half-sovereign  from  the  Chinaman,  he  was  in  Johannesburg. 
The  prosecution  was  further  weakened  by  the  fact  that  the 
two  Chinamen  who  gave  evidence  differed  as  to  whether  the 
opium  was  delivered  by  accused  or  by  another  man.  Mr. 
van  den  Berg  said  the  evidence  for  the  prosecution  was  not 
quite  clear  on  the  point  that  accused  gave  the  opium  to  the 
Chinaman,  and  the  charge  was  dismissed. 

West  Africa. 

Mr.  Victor  Christian  White  has  opened  a  dispensary 
at  Offia  Road,  Lagos. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Oluwole  Leigh,  who  was  "established  in 
London  for  years  as  a  patent-medicine  proprietor,"  has  com- 
menced business  at  Kakawa  Street,  Lagos,  as  "  a  herbalist 
and  native-medicine  proprietor." 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
RHODESIA. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  in  Bulawayo  on  May  18, 
when  the  question  of  suggestions  for  additions  to  the  Indian 
and  Colonial  Addendum  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  was  again 
brought  under  discussion.  In  this  connection  Mr.  W.  J. 
Bickle  and  Mr.  W.  Dawn  Copley  were  appointed  a  sub- 
committee to  interview  the  local  medical  men,  and,  after 
ascertaining  their  views,  to  take  such  action  as  they  think 
proper. 

A  proposal  to  form  a  small  reference  library  in  connection 
with  the  Society  was  laid  before  the  meeting,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  asked  to  submit  a  list  of  suitable  works  at  the  next 
meeting. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  Mr.  H.  W.  Smart  (Vice- 
President),  on  behalf  of  the  Bulawayo  members,  presented 
Mr.  Burnett,  who  is  shortly  leaving  for  England,  with  a 
case  of  pipes  as  a  mark  of  their  esteem.

New  South  Wales. 

The  N.Z.  Proprietaries  Regulations. — A  meeting  of 
the  Manufacturing  Chemists'  and  Proprietors'  Association 
was  held  in  Sydney,  on  May  15,  to  protest  against  the  regu- 
lations recently  issued  by  the  New  Zealand  Government 
requiring  the  formulas  of  proprietary  medicines  to  be  lodged 
with  the  Health  Department.  Mr.  W.  E.  Woods,  who  pre- 
sided, explained  that  the  regulations  had  a  far-reaching 
effect,  as  New  Zealand  is  not  a  manufacturing  colony  and 
depends  on  the  outside  world  for  almost  everything.  If  the 
regulations  were  persisted  in,  the  effect  would  be  the  destruc- 
tion of  a  trade  which  is  much  larger  than  many  imagine,  and 
affects  a  great  number  of  people.  Mr.  Maskell,  representing 
American  and  Canadian  manufacturing  firms,  said  it  would 
be  too  risky  to  trust  formulas  with  a  Minister  or  Government 
which  might  go  out  of  office  at  any  time.  The  regulations 
originated  with  physicians,  who  represented  only  §  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  population.  Mr.  A.  E.  Lyon  said  his  firm  had 
withdrawn  all  its  advertising  from  New  Zealand ;  and  Mr. 
H.  F.  Jones,  Acting  Consul  for  the  United  States,  thought 
h  doubtful  whether  American  manufacturers  would  dis- 
close the  formulas  of  their  medicines.  Mr.  J.  S.  Larke,  the 
Canadian  Commissioner,  asked  if  the  science  of  chemistry 
is  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  enable  the  N.Z.  Government 
to  ascertain  whether  medicines  are  injurious.  Upon  the 
result  of  analyses  the  sale  of  medicines  that  were  found  in- 
jurious could  be  prohibited.  Such  a  system  would  protect 
the  people  from  injury  as  well  as  the  manufacturers.  The 
Chairman  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  J.  Firkins,  represent- 
ing Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  protesting  against  the 
regulations.  Eventually,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Birks, 
Secretary  of  the  Association,  a  resolution  of  protest  (which 
is  to  be  forwarded  to  the  New  Zealand  Government)  was 
unanimously  passed. 

New  Zealand. 

Displacing  the  Chemist. — The  Dunedin  United  Friendly 
Societies'  dispensary,  in  a  city  with  a  population  of  47,000, 
has  a  membership  of  4,273,  which  means  adult  males.  As 
the  adult  males  represent  only  one  quarter  of  the  population, 
it  follows  that  a  large  proportion  provide  for  their  medical 
wants  in  this  way,  and  greatly  limit  the  field  for  the  phar- 
macist. The  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  last  year 
was  31,590.  The  profit-and-loss  account  shows  a  balance  of 
5,666/.  ;  cash  sales  amounted  to  2,130Z.  The  annual  payment 
towards  the  dispensary  per  year  is  5s.,  and  it  has  been 
decided  to  supply  surgical  dressings,  such  as  oiled  silk, 
carbolised  wool,  etc.,  free,  as  well  as  prescriptions. 

The  Otago  Pharmaceutical  Association. — At  its  annual 
meeting  on  April  29  a  satisfactory  report  was  presented. 
During  the  year  the  Council  has  exerted  a  good  deal  of 
political  influence,  and  although  its  desires  have  not  been 
adopted,  the  prospect  of  amendment  of  the  law  during  the 
coming  year  seems  brighter.  The  Association  supported  a 
Medical  Practitioners  Act.  The  regulations  as  to  patent 
medicines  did  not  disturb  the  majority  of  the  chemists  in 
the  district,  although  most  of  them  voted  against  the  dis- 
closure of  formulas.  The  Secretary  of  the  Association  (Mr. 
Thwaite)  removed  to  Wellington  after  giving  very  capable 
and  energetic  services.  The  retiring  President  was  Mr. 
Alex.  Bagley ;  his  place  is  taken  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Woodward, 
the  new  Secretary  being  Mr.  R.  M.  McKay. 

Western  Australia. 

Early  Closing. — At  the  adjourned  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Western  Australia  a  resolution 
was  passed  unanimously  that  it  is  desirable  that  all  chemists 
should  close  on  Wednesday  afternoons  from  one  to  six  p.m. 
and  at  nine  p.m.  on  every  day  except  Saturday  or  days 
before  public  holidays.  All  members  present  formed  them- 
selves into  a  committee  to  carry  out  the  resolution.  Dur- 
ing the  year  several  prosecutions  have  taken  place  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  by  unlicensed  persons,  but  this  trouble  is 
declining.  Becently  a  firm  of  grocers  was  prosecuted  for 
selling  a  bottle  of  carbolic  acid,  and  fined  5/.  and  costs, 
the  Magistrate  intimating  that  repeated  offences  would  lead 
to  the  full  penalty  of  501. 


Canadian  Botes. 

The  cash-register  in  Burgess  &  Powell's  drug-store, 
Toronto,  was  recently  looted,  $150  being  taken  from  it  by  a 
man  who  has  since  got  a  year's  imprisonment  for  the  job. 

A  Canadian  Smokeless  Powder. — Dr.  Archibald,  ex- 
perimental chemist,  Brockville,  has  returned  from  several 
months'  absence  in  European  countries,  principally  Russia, 
where  he  has  been  negotiating  the  sale  of  his  patent  for  the 
manufacture  of  a  smokeless  powder  from  starch.  The 
process  has  been  sold  to  the  Russian  War  Department. 
The  explosive  is  said  to  be  produced  in  sheets,  like  glass ; 
it  is  elastic  and  unsusceptible  to  heat  or  cold,  and  cannot 
be  fired  by  shock. 

Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Association.  —  The  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  Quebec  on 
Tuesday,  June  13.  The  President,  Mr.  J.  E.  Tremble, 
occupied  the  chair.  The  attendance  at  this  meeting 
was  the  largest  for  some  years  past,  as  it  was  sur- 
mised that  matters  of  great  importance  would  be  brought 
up  in  connection  with  the  Council  and  the  examiners,  but 
although  there  was  considerable  discussion  on  various  sub- 
jects nothing  very  serious  was  brought  to  the  surface  except 
a  recommendation  to  the  Council  to  pass  a  by-law  debarring 
any  member  of  the  examining  board  from  being  also  a 
Councillor.  If  the  new  Council  takes  this  matter  up  it  will 
affect  the  present  status  of  same,  as  out  of  a  board  of  twelve 
five  are  also  on  the  examining  board,  which  will  necessi- 
tate these  five  gentlemen  choosing  between  the  Council 
of  the  Association  and  the  examining  board.  The  election 
of  Council  for  the  ensuing  vear  resulted  as  follows  :  J.  E. 
Tremble,  Edmond  Giroux,  W.  H.  Chapman,  R.  W.  Wil- 
liams, A.  J.  Lawrence,  and  J.  E.  Morrison,  who,  with  H.  R. 
Gray,  Alex.  B.  J.  Moore,  A.  E.  Duberger,  S.  Lachance, 
Joseph  Contaut,  and  J.  E.  Dube,  already  elected,  will  con- 
stitute the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  election  of 
officers  and  board  of  examiners  will  take  place  on  July  4. 
It  is  contemplated  making  the  preliminary  examination 
much  more  severe,  and  certainly  the  results  in  both  Major 
and  Minor  examinations  of  late  tend  to  show  that  the 
students  have  had  a  very  meagre  preliminary  education.

The  Swedish  Pharmacopoeia  will  be  published  next  year. 

Cutting  in  Italy. — The  Turin  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
corresponding  with  others  in  Italy  with  a  view  to  taking 
J  steps  to  prevent  the  sale  of  specialities  under  the  fixed  prices. 

Turkish  Customs  Duties. — "  L'Express-Finance  "  learns 
from  Constantinople  that  the  Sultan  has  promulgated  an  irade 
sanctioning  the  new  regulations  for  chemical  analyses  in  the 
Turkish  Custom-houses,  which  it  is  expected  will  satisfy  the 
long-standing  requirements  of  the  Powers  in  the  matter,  and 
prepare  them  for  a  3-per-cent.  rise  in  the  dues. 

Tripoli  Sponge-fishing  Prohibited. — A  despatch  has 
been  received  at  the  Foreign  Office  from  H.M.  Consul- 
General  at  Tripoli  (Mr.  J.  Alvarez)  notifying  the  absolute 
prohibition  by  Imperial  irade  of  the  sponge-fishery  within 
Ottoman  territorial  waters  by  anybody,  irrespective  of 
nationality. 

Alcohol  from  Sawdust. — Professor  A.  Classen,  of  Aix- 
la-Chapelle,  has  devised  an  improved  process  for  obtaining 
alcohol  from  sawdust.  The  sawdust  is  digested  with  sul- 
phurous acid  under  pressure,  and  the  sugar  produced  after 
neutralisation  with  chalk  is  fermented  and  the  alcohol 
separated  by  distillation.  The  digester  is  steam-jacketed, 
the  process  of  converting  the  sawdust  into  sugar  occupying 
three  hours,  the  pressure  rising  to  100  lbs.  or  more  the 
square  inch. 

Cinchona-plants  v.  Helopeltis  Plague. — In  the  annual 
report  of  the  Goenoeng  Tjempaka  Cultivation  Co.,  of  Java, 
it  is  stated  that  on  the  plantations  where  there  are  cinchona- 

!  plants  in  the  tea-gardens,  little  or  nothing  of  the  Helopeltis 
plague  is  to  be  seen,  and  the  coincidence  has  been  so  striking 
that  large  numbers  of  cinchona-plants  have  been  set  out  as 
an  experiment  against  the  plague.  Should  the  trial  prove 
to  be  a  success,  the  planters,  it  is  stated,  will  find  this  method 

I  cheaper  and  decidedly  more  satisfactory  than  by  rooting  out.

Revenue  Bill. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  Wednesday  intro- 
duced his  promised  Bill  "  for  amending  the  Law  relating 
to  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue,  and  for  other  purposes 
connected  with  Finance."  This,  of  course,  is  the  measure 
which  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  foreshadowed  in  his  Budget 
statement.  It  embodies,  inter  alia,  the  proposals  of  the 
Government  giving  effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  In- 
dustrial Alcohol  Committee.  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain, 
in  his  Budget  speech,  stated,  it  will  be  remembered,  that, 
on  the  consideration  which  he  had  been  able  to  give  to  the 
Report  up  to  that  time,  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  adopt  the 
whole  of  its  recommendations.  As  the  Bill  is  really  part 
and  parcel  of  the  Government's  financial  proposals  for  the 
year,  it  is  hoped  that  the  congestion  of  Parliamentary  busi- 
ness will  not  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  Bill 
passing  into  law.  Another  Government  measure  which  has 
also  been  promised — the  Bill  dealing  with  Agricultural 
Poisons — has  not  yet  been  introduced. 

Following  is  the  full  text  of  Part  1  of  the  Revenue  Bill  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  spirits  : 

1. — (1)  Where  any  spirits  are  used  by  an  authorised  methyl- 
ator  for  making  industrial  methylated  spirits,  or  are  received 
by  any  person  for  use  in  any  art  or  manufacture  under 
Section  8  of  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  the  like  allowance  shall 
be  paid  in  respect  of  those  spirits  as  is  payable  on  the  ex- 
portation of  plain  British  spirits,  and  the  Commissioners 
may  by  regulations  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  the 
payment  of  the  allowance  and  the  proof  to  be  given  that  the 
spirits  have  been  or  are  to  be  used  as  aforesaid. 

(2)  No  allowance  shall  be  payable  under  this  section  on 
methylic  alcohol,  but  foreign  methylic  alcohol  may  be  re- 
ceived and  used  under  Section  8  of  the  Finance  Act,  1902, 
without  payment  of  the  difference  of  duty  mentioned  in  that 
section. 

(3)  One-nineteenth  shall,  as  respects  methylated  spirits 
other  than  mineralised  methylated  spirits,  be  substituted  for 
one-ninth  as  the  minimum  proportion  of  the  substance  or 
combination  of  substances  to  be  mixed  with  spirits  under 
subsection  three  of  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  of 
the  Spirits  Act,  1880. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  subsection  two  of  section 
eight  of  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  an  applicant  under  that  sec- 
tion shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  expenses  incurred  in 
placing  an  officer  in  charge  of  his  premises,  except  such  ex- 
penses as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  are  incurred 
for  special  attendances  of  the  officer,  made  to  meet  the  con- 
venience of  the  applicant. 

(5)  Such  quantity  as  the  Commissioners  may  authorise  by 
regulations  in  each  case  shall  be  substituted  for  fifty  gallons 
in  paragraph  (c)  of  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of  the 
Spirits  Act,  1880.  as  the  maximum  quantity  of  methylated 
spirits  that  may  be  received  by  or  be  in  the  possession  of  a 
retailer  at  any  one  time ;  and  for  one  gallon  in  paragraphs 
(e)  and  (/)  of  that  section  as  the  maximum  quantity  of  methyl- 
ated spirit  which  a  retailer  may  receive  from  another  re- 
tailer at  a  time,  and  as  the  maximum  quantity  which  a 
retailer  may  sell  to  or  for  the  use  of  any  one  person  at  a  time 
resnectively. 

2 — (1)  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  Spirits 
Act,  1880  (which  forbids  the  supply  of  methylated  spirits 
except  to  the  persons  mentioned  in  the  section),  shall  be  con- 
strued as  if,  as  regards  the  supply  of  industrial  methylated 
spirits,  a  retailer  of  methylated  spirits  was  not  a  person  ex- 
cepted under  that  section. 

(2)  A  retailer  of  methylated  spirits  shall  not  receive  or 
have  in  his  possession  any  methylated  spirits  except  such  as 
may  be  authorised  bv  regulations,  and  if  any  such  retailer 
contravenes  this  provision,  the  spirits  in  respect  of  which  the 
offence  is  committed  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  retailer  shall, 
for  each  offence,  incur  a  fine  of  fifty  pounds. 

(3)  Every  vessel  in  which  an  authorised  methvlator  stores, 
keeps,  or  supplies  industrial  methylated  spirits,  or  mine- 
ralised methylated  spirits,  must  be  labelled  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  show  that  the  methylated  spirits  arc  industrial 
or  mineralised  as  the  case  may  be.  and  if  an  authorised 
methylator  fails  to  comply  with  this  provision,  the  spirits 
with  respect  to  which  the  offence  is  committed  shall  be  for- 
feited, and  the  methylator  shall,  for  each  offence,  incur  a  fine 
of  fifty  pounds. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  stock  account  required  to  be  kept  by 
the  proper  officer  under  subsection  one  of  section  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  an  authorised 
methylator  shall  keep  distinct  accounts  in  the  prescribed 
forms   of  any  industrial   methylated   spirits  and  of  any 


mineralised  methylated  spirits  prepared  or  received  by  him 
and  of  the  sale,  use,  and  delivery  thereof,  and  that  section 
shall  apply  with  reference  to  each  of  those  accounts  and  the 
spirits  to  which  the  account  relates  as  it  applies  with  refer- 
ence to  the  stock  account  therein  mentioned  and  to  methyl- 
ated spirits  generally. 

(5)  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880, 
shall  apply  as  if  it  were  an  offence  under  that  section  without 
the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Commissioners,  or  otherwise 
than  in  accordance  with  regulations,  to  purify  or  attempt  to 
purify  methylated  spirits  or  methylic  alcohol,  or  after 
methylated  spirits  or  methylic  alcohol  have  once  been  used, 
to  recover  or  attempt  to  recover  the  spirit  or  alcohol  by  dis- 
tillation or  condensation,  or  in  any  other  manner. 

(6)  Subsection  two  of  section  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the 
Spirits  Act,  1880,  shall  apply  as  respects  any  article  specified 
in  an  order  of  the  Commissioners  as  it  applies  with  respect  to 
sulphuric  ether  or  chloroform. 

3. — (1)  The  Commissioners  may  permit  the  exportation  on 
drawback  of  tinctures  or  of  spirits  of  wine,  subject  to  regula- 
tions, direct  from  the  premises  of  a  person  licensed  to  rectify 
or  compound  spirits,  and  the  like  drawbacks  and  allowances 
shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  tinctures  or  spirits  of  wine  so 
exported  as  would  be  payable  if  the  tinctures  or  spirits  of 
wine  were  exported  from  an  excise  or  customs  warehouse. 

(2)  In  ascertaining  the  amount  of  drawback  on  any  tinc- 
tures so  exported,  the  Commissioners  may  make  such  addi- 
tion as  they  think  just  in  respect  of  waste. 

(3)  If  any  person  acts  in  contravention  of  or  fails  to  comply 
with  any  regulation  made  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  the 
article  in  respect  of  which  the  offence  is  committed  shall  be 
forfeited,  and  the  offender  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other 
liability,  incur  in  respect  of  each  offence  a  fine  of  fifty  pounds. 

_  (4)  This  section  shall  apply  as  respects  the  shipment  of 
tinctures  as  stores  as  it  applies  with  respect  to  'he  exporta- 
tion of  tinctures. 
4—  (1)  In  this  Part  of  this  Act— 

The  expression  "  industrial  methylated  spirits  ":  means  any 
methylated  spirits  (other  than  mineralised  methylated  spirits) 
which  are  intended  for  use  in  any  art  or  manufacture  within 
the  United  Kingdom ;  and 

The  expression  "mineralised  methylated  spirits"  means 
methylated  spirits  which,  in  addition  to  being  methylated 
as  provided  by  subsection  three  of  section  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three  of  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  have  mixed  with  or 
dissolved  in  them  such  quantity  of  such  kind  of  mineral 
naphtha  as  may  for  the  time  being  be  prescribed  by  regula- 
tions of  the  Commissioners ;  and 

The  expression  "  tinctures "  includes  medicinal  spirits, 
flavouring-essences,  perfumed  spirits,  and  any  other  articles 
containing  spirits  and  specified  in  regulations  of  the  Com- 
missioners ;  and 

The  expression  "  regulations "  means  regulations  made 
under  section  one  hundred  ajid  fifty-nine  of  the  Spirits  Act, 
1880. 

(2)  This  Part  of  this  Act  shall  be  construed  with  the  Spirits 
Act,  1880. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill  occupies  the  first  place  on  the  Order 
Paper  on  Friday  amongst  the  private  members'  business. 
It  is  preceded  by  a  motion  to  send  the  Local  Authorities 
(Qualification  of  Women)  Bill  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Trade.  This  alone  would  not  have  occupied  any  very  sub- 
stantial portion  of  the  sitting.  Unfortunately  for  the  pro- 
spects of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  however,  private  members  no 
longer  have  a  lien  on  the  Friday  morning  sittings.  The 
Government,  in  accordance  with  usual  practice,  has  now 
appropriated  all  the  time  of  the  House,  and  Mr.  Balfour 
intimated  on  Tuesday  that  the  Friday  sitting  would  be  re- 
quired for  the  Consolidated  Fund  (No.  2)  Bill. 

Sale  of  Distilling  Apparatus. 

At  question  time  on  Thursday,  Mr.  MacVeagh  asked  the 
War  Secretary  if  he  could  state  under  what  circumstances 
he  had  advertised  the  sale  of  unused  lots  in  first-rate  condi- 
tion of  surplus  boilers,  distilling  apparatus,  dynamos,  and 
other  plant  at  Bermuda,  Barbadoes,  St.  Helena,  and  Wool- 
wich. 

Mr.  Arnold-Forster.  who  answered  the  question,  said  the 
sale  referred  to  by  Mr.  MacVeagh  was  advertised  because 
it  was  considered  cheaper  to  sell  the  plant  than  to  keep  it 
for  possible  contingencies.  The  War  Office  had  bought 
in  excess  of  its  requirements  because  the  number  of  Boer 
prisoners  was  a  variable  quantity  and  it  was  difficult  to  calcu- 
late exact  requirements.

"  Benson's  Facts."— Mr.  Lever,  of  Port  Sunlight,  speak- 
ing on  advertising  not  long  ago,  expressed  the  wish  that 
somebody  would  reduce  it  to  a  science.  If  by  this  he  meant 
that  the  facts  about  advertising  should  be  so  marshalled 
together  that  advertisers  would  be  able  to  produce  from 
them  a  working  hypothesis,  which  would  lead  them  in 
practice  to  more  or  less  definite  results,  we  think  he  wiu 
find  a  beginning  at  least  in  "Benson's  Facts."  This  is 
a  book  of  "Extra  Pharmacopoeia"  size  and  style  com- 
piled by  Mr.  S.  H.  Benson,  advertisers'  agent,  1  Tudor 
Street,  London,  E.C.  The  first  fact,  or  series  of  facts, 
which  Mr.  Benson  reduces  to  rimplicity,  is  the  counties! 
towns,  and  suburbs  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Here  we 
have  them  all  nicely  grouped,  with  populations,  their  in- 
dustries, and  so  on.  Then  we  get  groups  of  towns  in 
which  particular  industries  are  carried  on,  and  other 
groupings  which  enable  advertisers  to  select  the  territories 
which  they  should  or  should  not  advertise  in.  Then  we 
come  to  an  exceedingly  interesting  analysis  of  the  numbers 
of  doctors,  chemists,  grocers,  etc.,  in  the  U.K.,  and  in 
each  important  town  therein.  This  is  compiled  from 
directories  and  refers  solely  to  those  in  business.  It  states 
that  in  England  there  are  7,059  chemists,  in  Scotland  409. 
in  Ireland  1,138,  and  in  Wales  467.  These  are  approxi- 
mately correct;  there  are  more  in  Scotland,  our  sub- 
scribers there  being  more  numerous.  A  list  of  excel- 
lent maps  by  Bacon  is  the  next  feature  of  Mr.  Benson's 
book,  then  there  is  useful  legal  information,  concise,  and 
on  the  whole  accurate,  but  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts  do  not 
extend  to  Ireland,  as  Mr.  Benson  implies.  Section  III., 
which  is  a  list  of  all  the  newspapers  and  journals  in  which 
advertising  can  be  done,  forms  the  bulk  of  the  book. 
There  is  more  in  it  than  what  we  have  mentioned,  but  we 
have  said  enough  to  show  that  Mr.  Benson  has  struck  a 
line  of  effort  which  may  lead  to  a  realisation  of  Mr. 
Lever's  wish.  The  book  is  beautifully  produced,  and  is 
priced  5s.  net.

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  June  16,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  presiding. 
The  report  oi'  the  scrutineers  regarding  the  annual  election 
of  office-bearers  was  submitted  and  ordered  to  be  read  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

Scottish  Agriculturists  and  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Assistant-Secretary  stated  that  the  Committee  had 
not  taken  any  steps  in  connection  with  the  remit  anent 
communicating  with  the  Scottish  Chamber  of  Agriculture 
with  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  who 
had  sent  an  apology  for  absence,  wrote  suggesting  that  the 
time  had  come  when  something  should  be  done. 

Mr.  Storrar  said  he  thought  the  idea  of  communicating 
with  the  Chamber  of  Agriculture  was  generally  approved, 
but  they  must  understand  their  position  very  clearly.  It 
might  be  said  that  their  visit  indicated  a  readiness  to  accept 
some  compromise,  and  he  did  not  think  they  were  yet  in  a 
position  to  commit  themselves  in  any  way  in  that  direction. 
They  might  agree  to  an  interview  so  that  they  might  ex- 
change opinions  and  see  whether  any  good  purpose  could 
be  accomplished. 

Mr.  Wilson  (Haddington)  said  he  had  been  inquiring 
into  this  matter,  and  he  thought  the  Executive  and  the 
Council  should  take  it  up  seriously.  He  had  discussed  the 
question  with  Mr.  Elder,  a  prominent  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Chamber  of  Agriculture,  along  with  other  two 
prominent  agriculturists.  Mr.  Elder  strongly  expressed 
the  opinion  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  convince  the 
Chamber  or  farmers  generally  that  the  public  are  in  any  way 
safeguarded  by  limiting  the  sale  of  poisons  to  registered 
chemists  provided  the  poisons  are  served  in  sealed  packages. 
He  contended  that  liability  to  danger  does  not  rest  with  the 
seller,  but  arises  when  the  poison  is  in  possession  of  the 
purchaser.  He  admitted  that  by  statute  registered  chemists 
only  have  the  right  to  retail  poisons ;  but  he  thought  that  is 
right  only  as  regards  poisons  to  be  used  as  medicines.  The 
public  run  quite  as  much  risk  in  receiving  packages  of 
poisons  for  agricultural  or  trade  purposes  from  a  registered 
chemist  as  from  an  ironmonger  or  other  shopkeeper.  Mr. 
Elder,  however,  seemed  to  be  quite  willing  that  a  deputation 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  wait  on  the  Chamber, 
and  had  been  assured  by  Mr.  Connell,  their  Secretary,  that 
such  a  deputation  would  be  courteously  received.  He  (Mr. 
Wilson)  told  Mr.  Elder  that  the  Society  holds  a  statutory 
position  and  may  not  be  prepared  to  go  the  length  of  con- 
ferring with  the  Chamber  of  Agriculture.  Mr.  Elder  re- 
plied that  if  that  is  the  case  they  would  follow  up  the  matter 
on  their  own  lines.  Mr.  Wilson  went  on  to  say  that  Mr. 
Connell  made  statements  before  the  Departmental  Com- 
mission on  Poisons  which  ought  to  have  been  contradicted 
by  the  Council  of  the  Society  at  the  time.  That  had  not 
been  done,  ahd  Mr.  Connell  had  repeated  the  statements 
the  other  day  at  a  deputation  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  deputation  had  apparently 
been  assured  that  their  views  would  be  incorporated  in  a 
Government  Bill.  Mr.  Elder  represented  to  him  that  if 
the  Pharmacy  Bill  is  pressed  forward  in  the  House  of 
Commons  they  have  such  influence  that  they  can  secure 
three-fourths  of  the  members  to  block  it.  Although  he 
had  slated  to  Mr.  Elder  that  he  did  not  think  the  Coun- 
cil would  give  way  to  the  demands  of  the  Chamber,  he 
thought  an  interview  might  have  good  results. 

Several  members  having  spoken  in  favour  of  an  inter- 
view, it  was  agreed  that  a  deputation  should  be  appointed, 
but  further  action  was  remitted  to  the  new  Executive. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  meeting  approved  of  a  draft  statement  which  had 
been  prepared  as  to  the  financial  aspects  of  the  University 
scheme  with  regard  to  the  degree  in  pharmacy,  and  ordered 
that  it  be  forwarded  to  the  committee  of  the  Glasgow 
University  Court. 

The  Executive  agreed,  on  the  representation  of  Mr.  Boa, 
to  grant  the  use  of  a  room  in  the  Society's  house  for  the 
Fairchild  Scholarship  examination  on  July  11. 
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Mr.  J.  Anderson  Russell  raised  the  question  of  the 
recent  decisions  in  the  English  courts  in  regard  to  the  sale 
of  Easton's  syrup  and  other  such  drugs,  and  it  was  agreed 
to  consider  the  question  at  next  Executive  meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Branch 
was  afterwards  held,  Mr.  Dott  again  presiding.    There  was 
a  large  attendance. 

the  chairman's  resume. 

The  Chairman  reviewed  the  work  of  the  past  uneventful 
year.  He  touched  upon  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  opposi- 
tion to  it,  and  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  danger  that  the 
principle  of  the  education  and  training  of  the  vendor  of 
poisons  as  a  means  of  securing  the  safety  of  the  public  may 
be  abandoned.  If  the  Government  introduce  a  Bill  to  this 
effect,  it  will  be  chemists'  duty  to  point  out  the  danger  of 
such  a  course.  Reference  was  made  to  the  membership  of 
the  Branch,  which  has  fallen  slightly  since  last  year,  and 
to  the  B.Sc.  Pharm.  scheme.  Mr.  Dott  spoke  further  of  the 
proposed  change  in  the  Major  examination,  and  said  in 
respect  to  the  Minor  that  a  well-considered  scheme  for 
dividing  that  examination  is  urgently  needed — with  or 
without  a  curriculum;  indeed,  it  seemed  to  him  a  serious 
mistake  to  wait  until  a  new  Pharmacy  Act  is  obtained  before 
carrying  out  this  much-needed  improvement.  After  refer- 
ence to  the  revision  of  the  B.P.,  Mr.  Dott  concluded  by  ex- 
pressing his  thanks  to  the  Assistant-Secretary  for  his  valu- 
able and  ungrudging  assistance  during  the  year.  (Applause.)

after  much  suffering.  He  was 
born  at  Winkleigh,  Devon- 
shire, in  1851,  and  served  his 
apprenticeship  to  a  general 
printer  in  Torrington,  ulti- 
mately managing  the  business. 
In  1881  he  came  to  London, 
and  in  partnership  with  Mr. 
Richard  Jackson  took  over  the 
printing-business  of  Messrs. 
Ford,  Shapland  &  Co.,  Great 
Turnstile,  Holborn,  remaining 
a  partner  in  this  business  till 
his  death.  He  was  greatly 
respected  as  a  man  of  sterling 
integrity,  and  the  employes 
of  his  firm  showed  their  es- 
teem by  attending  the  funeral 

service  on  June  13.  Outside  his  business  he  was  a  zealous 
religious  worker  in  connection  with  the  Free  Churches,  and 
especially  the  Congregational  denomination,  his  particular 
interest  being  shown  in  P.S.A.s  and  other  meetings  for 
men.  Mr.  Heywood  leaves  a  widow  and  five  children,  two 
of  whom  are  married.  Of  his  two  sons,  the  elder  is  a 
Congregational  minister  (the  Rev.  Herbert  E.  Heywood, 
A.T.S.,  of  Claylands  Church,  Clapham  Road)  and  the 
younger,  Mr.  Horace  M.  Heywood,  is  in  the  business. 

Kiloh. — On  June  19,  in  London,  suddenly,  Mr.  Edward 
Petrie  Kiloh,  representative  for  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire 
&  Francis,  Ltd.,  in  the  West  of  England,  South  Wales, 
and  Ireland,  aged  fifty-eight.  Mr.  Kiloh  had  for  a 
considerable  time  suffered  in  health,  but  was  able  to 
be  in  town  as  recently  as  Friday  of  last  week,  when 
he  appeared  to  be  fairly  well,  but  on  Monday  he 
succumbed  to  the  insidious  disease  which  afflicted  him. 
From  his  youth  until  last  year  he  represented  Messrs. 
Barron,  Squire  &  Co.  and  Messrs.  Barron,  Harveys  & 
Co.  He  left  the  latter  at  the  beginning  of  this  year 
and  resumed  his  old  journey  for  the  Southwark  firm.  He 
was  a  familiar  figure  on  the  road.  His  commanding 
presence,  courtly  manner,  cheery  disposition,  and  pains- 
taking endeavour  always  to  understand  and  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  customers  gained  for  him  the  personal 
esteem  of  those  with  whom  he  had  business  relations,  and 
his  unexpected  decease  will  be  keenly  felt  by  his  many 
friends. 

King. — On  June  18,  after  a  short  illness,  Mr.  John 
King,  one  of  the  London  representatives  of  Messrs.  Idris 
and  Co.,  Ltd.  Mr.  King  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the 
company  for  many  years  and  was  much  respected  by  the 
directors  and  by  his  numerous  friends  in  the  London 
district. 

Seaton — At  Frogner,  The  Park,  Hull,  on  June  21,  Mrs. 
Seaton,  widow  of  the  late  Alderman  J.  L.  Seaton,  J. P.,  a 
former  Mayor  of  Hull  (1874)  and  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  aged  eighty-seven.  Before  her  marriage 
Mrs.  Seaton  was  an  active  member  of  the  Anti-Slavery 
Association  in  Bristol.  In  Hull  she  ably  assisted  her 
husband  in  his  philanthropic  efforts,  which  included  the 
founding  of  the  Homoeopathic  Dispensary,  and  she  was  a 
liberal  supporter  of  the  Children's  Hospital. 

Webb. — Mr.  Charles  Webb,  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
for  many  years  carried  on  business  at  Prittlewell,  Essex, 
died  on  June  12  from  cancer,  aged  seventy-six.  He  com- 
menced business  fifty-one  years  ago,  but  had  lived  in  re- 
tirement for  the  past  two  years.

THE  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association  is  a  strong 
organisation  with  1,800  members,  representing 
80,000,000?.  invested  capital,  which  is  estimated  to  be  four- 
fifths  of  the  total  money  sunk  in  manufacturing-industries 
in  the  Dominion.  The  Association  wields  considerable 
power,  which  is  exercised  in  conserving  the  manufacturing- 
interests  of  Canada.  A  solid  army  of  175  members,  accom- 
panied by  103  lady  friends,  landed  at  Liverpool  last  Sunday 
evening  on  an  excursion  of  some  weeks'  duration.  A  repre- 
sentative of  this  journal  met  the  party  as  they  left  the 
ship's  gangway  at  the  Liverpool  landing-stage  and  travelled 
to  London  in  the  company  of  the  Association  Secretary,  Mr. 
R.  J.  Young.  We  desired  enlightenment  regarding  the 
purpose  of  the  visit,  particularly  about  recent  developments 
in  the  Canadian  chemical  and  drug  trades.  Mr.  Young  gave 
us  some  statistics  showing  the  number  of  manufacturing  con- 
cerns in  certain  departments  of  chemical  production.  We 
reproduce  them.

The  last  few  years  have  witnessed  the  rapid  expansion  of 
these  industries  to  their  present  importance.  There  are  also 
fifteen  large  soap-making  concerns,  and  soap  valued  at 
600,000?.  was  turned  out  by  Canadian  factories  last  year. 
One  firm  in  Montreal  make  glycerin  on  an  extensive  scale. 
The  manufacture  of  certain  refined  chemicals  is  prosecuted 
in  Toronto  and  Montreal.  Carbide  of  calcium  has  been 
made  in  Canada  for  many  years,  the  source  of  the  product 
being  the  Ottawa  valley,  and  the  three  towns  of  Ottawa, 
St.  Catherine's  and  Shawinigan  Falls  are  seats  of  the 
reducing  industry.  Wood  alcohol  is  exported  in  large 
quantities  to  Europe  and  Australia,  and  the  retort  plant  of 
the  Lake  Superior  Power  Co.  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  is  said  to  be 
the  largest  in  the  world.  The  manufacture  of  acetic  acid  is 
a  flourishing  industry  in  the  Dominion,  and  there  is  a  big 
future  for  it.  Ammonia  and  anhydrous  ammonia  are  also 
produced,  and  the  swiftly-increasing  use  of  the  latter  as  a 
refrigerant  in  a  country  with  the  summer  heat  of  Canada 
leads  to  the  expectation  of  large  developments  in  the  im- 
mediate future.  Textile  dyes  are  another  product  of  chemi- 
cal manufacture,  and  claim  an  output  of  about  half  a  million 
pounds  value  per  annum.  Canadian  sulphuric  acid  is  used 
for  refining  Canadian  petroleum,  and  one  firm  in  London, 
Ontario,  manufactures  15  tons  a  day.  Phosphates  for 
land  fertilisation  are  made  by  the  same  concern  ;  the 
Dominion  Iron  and  Steel  Co.,  of  Sydney,  N.S.,  make  sul- 
phate of  ammonia,  and  tar  is  produced  in  Montreal,  Toronto, 
and  St.  John,  N.B. 

We  discussed  with  several  members  of  the  party  familiar 
with  different  trades  the  effect  of  the  British  preferential 
tariff  upon  the  Canadian  import  trade.  The  only  depart- 
ments in  which  the  generosity  of  the  rebate  seems  to  have 
had  the  desired  effect  are  certain  textiles,  such  as  woollens, 
cottons,  linens,  carpets  and  curtains,  cordage,  confec 
tionery  and  jams,  earthenware  and  glass  manufactures, 
gunpowder,  tobacco,  and  leather. 

After  the  arrival  of  the  Canadians  in  London,  their  first 
welcome  was  from  the  King.  They  were  summoned  to 
Windsor,  and  their  appreciation  of  the  Royal  courtesy  was 
most  enthusiastic.  The  next  great  function  to  which  they 
were  invited  was  the  garden-party  given  in  their  honour  by 
Mr.  S.  B.  Boulton,  D.L.,  J.P.,  of  Messrs.  Burt,  Boulton  & 


Haywood,  at  Copped  Hall,  Totteridge,  the  birthplace  of 
Cardinal  Manning,  and  one  of  the  most  interesting  houses 
in  the  North  of  London.  The  company  invited  to  meet  the 
Colonial  guests  was  numerous  and  distinguished.  In 
addition  to  the  280  Canadians,  there  were  present  over  800 
guests  whose  homes  are  in  this  country.  The  company 
included  several  prominent  figures  in  the  chemical  and 
allied  trades,  among  whom  were  Mr.  David  Howard  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Tyrer.  The  Duke  of  Argyll  addressed  the 
gathering. 

After  spending  the  week  just  closing  in  London  in  a 
round  of  entertainments,  sightseeing,  and  industrial  visits, 
the  party  will  make  a  tour  of  the  provinces  for  a  few  weeks 
— Walsall,  Dudley,  Birmingham,  Liverpool,  Leeds,  Sheffield, 
Newcastle,  and  Edinburgh  being  in  the  itinerary.  The 
chemical  and  drug  trades  of  Canada  are  not  strongly  repre- 
sented in  the  excursion  company.  We  believe  the  one  in 
the  party  having  connection  therewith  is  Mr.  Lyman,  of 
Lyman  Bros.  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists  and 
wholesale  druggists,  Montreal.  We  also  saw  Mr.  E.  B. 
Fletcher,  of  the  Fletcher  Manufacturing  Co.,  Toronto,  who 
manufacture  soda  fountains  and  paper  straws,  and  who 
believe  that  they  can  do  good  business  in  this  country.

"Shaldon" 

evidently  hit  the  funny-bone  of  pharmacy  when 
he  asked  three  weeks  ago  "  To  what  extent  do  pharmacists 
consider  it  justifiable  to  manipulate  a  prescription  in  order 
to  produce  a  good  pharmaceutical  preparation  ?  "  The  dis- 
pensing department  is  the  Benjamin  of  our  occupation, 
the  apple  of  our  business  eyes,  and  experts  are  always 
ready  for  a  symposium  on  any  question  in  connection  with 
it.  On  this  occasion  a  galaxy  of  the  dispensing  talent  of 
the  three  kingdoms  has  responded,  representatively,  autho- 
ritatively, and  reasonably,  but  certainly  not  definitely,  to 
"  Shaldon's "  specific  inquiry.  As  regards  the  particular 
instance  there  is  a  general  consensus  of  opinion  that 
mucilage  should  not  be  added  to  a  bismuth  mixture  unless 
it  is  expressly  ordered.  It  is  good  for  the  smaller  people 
to  know  that  this  is  the  modern  practice  in  the  leading 
houses.  But  there  is  an  equally  general  assertion  of  the 
necessity  of  the  exercise  of  some  discretion  on  the  part  of 
the  pharmacist,  and  "  Shaldon's"  problem  of  how  far  that 
is  to  go  is  obviously  an  impossible  one  to  answer.  If  it 
were  defined  it  would  no  longer  be  discretion.  Until 
"  Shaldon "  and  "  Scotus  "  can  show  that  all  prescribers 
everywhere  and  always  are  meticulously  exact  in  their 
orders,  the  "generally  speaking"  qualification  which  even 
John  Bell  &  Co.  find  it  necessary  to  add  to  their  profes- 
sion of  faithfulness  to  medical  instructions  will  have  to  be 
admitted.  The  carbonate  of  magnesium  in  "Shaldon's" 
particular  prescription  is,  as  Mr.  Boa  and  "  Compounder" 
aptly  show,  an  excellent  illustration.  I  suppose  not  even 
the  most  scrupulous  dispenser  would  ' '  consult  the  pre- 
scriber  "  about  whether  to  use  the  light  or  the  heavy. 
An  Interesting  Discussion 

of  a  similar  character  to  this  was 
raised  at  a  pharmaceutical  meeting  as  long  ago  as  1874. 
I  do  not  know  why  I  recollect  it.  Mr.  Murton  Holmes, 
since  then  an  examiner,  brought  before  the  meeting  a  pre- 
scription containing  iodide  of  potassium  and  iodide  of  iron 
with  some  syrup  and  water.  The  slight  alkalinity  of  the 
potassium  iodide  was  sufficient  to  decompose  the  iodide  of 
iron,  and  Mr.  Holmes  incidentally  mentioned  that  this 
could  be  prevented  by  just  neutralising  the  former  by  a 
grain  or  two  of  citric  acid.  The  discussion  turned  on 
whether  such  manipulation  was  justifiable.  Professor  Att- 
field  maintained  that  it  was,  because,  he  said,  the  prescriber 
had  in  his  mind  the  chemical  KI,  and  did  not  consider 
that  this,  absolutely  free  from  some  carbonate  of  potassium, 
was  not  to  be  obtained.  Professor  Redwood,  however, 
insisted  that  the  prescriber  must  be  supposed  to  mean  such 
iodide  of  potassium  as  was  obtainable,  and  that  he  wanted 
that,  and  wanted  the  decomposition  that  followed.  The 
battle  was  drawn. 
The  Invention  of  Gas 

is  calmly  attributed  by  the  Paris 
correspondent  of  the  C.  <fc  D.  to  Phillippe  Lebon,  to  whom, 
he  tells  us,  a  statue  is  to  be  erected  in  the  Champs  Elysees. 
On  reference  to  a  French  biographical  dictionary  I  find 
that  Lebon  is  credited  with  this  glory,  which,  however, 
with  all  respect  to  the  Entente,  must  be  gently  charac- 
terised as  an  idea  based  on  imperfect,  information.  Illu- 
minating gas  was  an  invention  which  fairly  belongs  to  this 
country,  though  Lebon,  no  doubt,  helped  to  popularise  it. 
A  few  dates  suffice  to  prove  this.  Stephen  Hales  in  1726, 
a  man  a  century  in  advance  of  his  time,  described  pre- 
cisely in  his  "  Vegetable  Staticks  "  an  experiment  of  his 
own  of  distilling  158  grains  of  Newcastle  coal  and  obtain- 


ing from  it  180  cubic  inches  of  inflammable  air.  In  the 
"  Philosophical  Transactions  "  for  1739  Dr.  Clayton  gave 
details  of  the  distillation  of  coal  in  a  retort.  He  says 
"  At  first  there  came  over  only  phlegm,  then  a  black  oil, 
and  then  likewise  a  spirit  arose  which  I  could  no  ways 
condense."  He  filled  bladders  with  this  "  spirit,"  and,  to 
divert  his  friends,  pricked  holes  in  the  bladders  and  set 
fire  to  the  gas  as  it  escaped.  It  was,  however,  a  Scotch 
engineer  named  William  Murdoch  who  first  practically 
applied  coal-gas  for  illuminating-purposes.  This  was  at 
Redruth,  where  he  was  living  in  1792.  He  erected  a  gaso- 
meter and  lighted  up  his  house  and  office  with  coal-gas. 
But  it  was  not  till  1798  that  he  got  his  invention  adopted 
on  a  large  scale.  In  that  year  he  was  employed  by 
Boulton  &  Watt,  of  Birmingham,  to  fit  up  gasworks  for 
their  factory.  In  1802,  on  the  celebration  of  the  Peace  of 
Amiens,  that  firm  so  brilliantly  illuminated  the  front  of 
their  works  that  a  report  of  it  was  published  all  over  the 
country,  and  the  new  light  soon  came  into  general  use. 
Now  to  return  to  Phillippe  Lebon.  It  was  in  1799  that  he 
read  a  paper  before  the  Paris  Institut  describing  experi- 
ments in  the  distillation  of  gas  from  wood,  which  he 
claimed  to  have  commenced  in  1785.  Truly  the  period 
between  1785  and  1799  in  France  was  not  encouraging  for 
experimental  work.  Lebon's  gas  was  impure,  malodorous, 
and  of  very  low  illuminating-power.  The  chief  use  he  put 
it  to  was  in  the  manufacture  of  certain  heating  stoves 
which  he  patented  in  1800  under  the  name  of  "  thermo- 
lampes."  A  little  later  he  established  a  pyroligneous-acid 
factory  at  Versailles. 

To  Personate  a  Voter 

at  an  election,  though  you  may  do  it 
from  the  entirely  patriotic  motive  of  putting  the  right 
party  into  power,  may  involve  you  in  two  years'  imprison- 
ment with  or  without  hard  labour  according  to  your  social 
position ;  personation  of  an  executor  or  legatee  may  result 
in  a  maximum  of  five  years'  penal  servitude ;  while  a  life 
sentence  may  be  passed  on  anyone  who  personates  the  pos- 
sessor of  Government  stock  with  the  object  of  converting  it 
or  its  dividends  to  his  own  use.  To  personate  a  qualified 
pharmacist,  however,  for  the  purpose  of  utilising  his  name 
and  references,  and  to  get  a  situation  thereby,  may  only 
cost  51.  if  the  personator  can  catch  the  sympathetic  ear  of 
the  South- Western  magistrate.  If  that  penalty  should 
become  the  settled  market  price  of  the  misdemeanour,  the 
risk  will  be  worth  taking,  for  in  three  months  the  extra 
salary  value  of  the  qualification  will  about  clear  the  ex- 
pense. 

British  Exports 

of  druggists'  goods,  as  classified  in  the  table 
printed  last  week,  go  in  the  proportion  of  21.  worth  to 
foreign  countries,  and  11.  worth  to  British  possessions. 
;  This  average  prevails  with  curious  regularity  through 
j  nearly  all  classes  of  manufactures,  and  almost  exactly 
represents  the  total.  India  with  her  300  million  inhabit- 
ants figures  for  a  third  of  the  value  of  the  goods  sent  from 
this  country  to  the  outside  empire,  or  for  12  per  cent,  of 
the  total  exports.  India  is,  in  fact,  Great  Britain's 
largest  customer.  There  are  about  ten  million  people  of 
British  race  in  the  various  British  possessions  abroad ; 
these  take  24  per  cent,  of  our  sales.  Beyond  India  and  the 
Colonies  there  are  estimated  to  exist  some  1,200  millions 
of  possible  customers ;  these  altogether  take  64  per  cent, 
of  our  surplus  productions.  The  figures  show  that  while 
every  inhabitant  of  the  earth,  including  our  Indian  fellow- 
subjects,  spends  about  3s.  a  year  with  us,  the  ten  million 
British  Colonists  buy  from  us  to  the  amount  of  between 
81.  and  91.  a  year  per  head.

EMtoriat  Comments. 

Cape  Spirit-duty. 

Although  the  Cape  Colony  Government  was  beaten  last 
year  in  its  endeavour  to  place  a  Customs  duty  of  15s.  per 
gal.  on  imported  alcoholic  medicinal  preparations  of  proof 
strength  or  under,  it  did  not  abandon  the  project.  Since 
then  money  has  been  scarcer  with  the  Government  and 
local  industries  have  been  pressing  for  protection.  As  a 
result,  the  Legislative  Council  some  time  ago  appointed  a 
Select  Committee  to  inquire  into  Colonial  industries,  and 
by  the  last  mail  we  received  a  copy  of  the  report  laid 
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before  the  Council  on  May  26.  It  deals  with  candle-manu- 
facture and  the  stearine  industry  (recommending  a  duty  of 
Id.  per  lb.  in  place  of  id.),  furniture,  confectionery  and 
jam,  biscuits,  milling-industry,  printing,  tinctures,  etc., 
leather,  and  cart  and  wagon  building.  The  following  is 
the  part  of  the  report  which  most  concerns  us  : 

Tinctures,  Dutch  Medicines,  and  Spirituous  Prepara- 
tions.— Here  your  committco  find  an  abnormal  state  of 
affairs.  All  the  above  articles  can  be  manufactured  in  this 
colony.  A  few  years  ago  a  largo  number  of  peoplo  were 
engaged  in  this  country  in  the  manufacture  of  Dutch  medi- 
cines. These  were  manufactured  from  the  Colonial  spirit, 
and  in  consequence  the  price  of  Colonial  spirit  was  kept  up. 
Colonial  manufacturers  have  sometimes  been  forced  to  pay 
as  much  as  14s.  6(7.  per  gallon  for  the  same  spirit  that  they 
are  now  buying  at  5s.  3(7.  per  gallon,  owing  to  the  small 
amount  required  and  the  consequent  decrease  in  price. 
Some  firms,  however,  in  England  and  in  Germany 
naturally  saw  an  opening  for  doing  trade  out  here,  and 
they  commenced  manufacturing  the  various  Dutch  reme- 
dies, using  the  cheap  spirit  and  cutting  the  ground  from 
under  the  feet  of  the  Cape  manufacturers.  In  so  far  as 
these  tinctures  can  come  in  at  3(7.  per  gal.  Customs  duty, 
many  thousands  of  pounds  are  annually  lost  to  the  Govern- 
ment, and  your  committee  recommend  that  all  these  im- 
ported Dutch  medicines,  tinctures,  etc.,  pay  a  duty  of  15s. 
per  gal.,  the  samo  as  on  the  ordinary  imported  spirits. 

The  Committee  consider  that  the  present  tariff  was  sprung 
upon  the  Colony  after  the  Bloemfontein  Convention,  and 
as  they  think  the  Government's  first  care  should  be  to  pro- 
tect colonial  manufactures,  they  strongly  urge  the  Govern- 
ment, before  entering  upon  another  Customs  Conference, 
to  take  the  advice  of  colonial  manufacturers  and  experts, 
so  that  the  present  tariff  may  be  revised  in  the  best 
interests  of  not  only  the  manufacturers  and  farmers,  but 
of  the  entire  Colony.  Effect  was  almost  given  to  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendation  as  to  tinctures  a  few  days  later 
■(May  29)  when  the  House  of  Assembly  went  into  Com- 
mittee of  Ways  and  Means  on  taxation  and  loan  proposals. 
The  following  motion  was  submitted  : 

That  from  and  after  the  15th  day  of  June,  1905,  there 
shall  be  payable  to  the  Colonial  revenuo  upon  every  gallon 
of  foreign  spirits  sold,  removed,  or  disposed  of  by  a  retail 
dealer,  or  sold,  removed,  or  disposed  of  by  a  whole- 
sale dealer  to  any  person  other  than  a  retail  dealer,  and  on 
every  gallon  of  foreign  spirits,  in  excess  of  five  gallons,  in 
the  custody  or  possession  of  any  person  other  than  a  whole- 
sale or  retail  dealer  on  that  date,  and  on  every  gallon  which 
may  hereafter  come  into  tho  possession  of  such  other  per- 
sons, and  in  respect  of  which  the  duty  hereby  imposed  has 
not  been  paid,  a  duty  of  Excise  at  tho  rate  of  6s.  per  gal.,  if 
the  spirits  do  not  exceed  the  strength  of  proof,  with  a  pro- 
portionate increase  in  case  the  spirits  bo  of  greater  strength. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  an  Excise  duty  was  a  year  ago 
placed  on  colonial  spirits  in  anticipation  of  a  Customs' 
duty  on  tinctures,  etc.,  being  levied,  which  was  done,  but 
had  to  be  abandoned  because  the  other  parties  to  the  Con- 
vention objected.  The  Excise  duty,  however,  remained. 
The  above  motion  for  a  countervailing  duty  was  passed, 
after  some  protests  about  it  being  a  cumbrous  way  of  col- 
lecting revenue.  With  the  existing  Customs'  duty  on  im- 
ported spirits  it  will  make  21s.  per  gal.  (proof  and  under) 
the  charge  on  such  spirits.  It  does  not  apply  to  medicinal 
tinctures,  which  are  subject  to  an  import  duty  of  10  per 
cent,  ad  vol.,  but  Mr.  Merriman  moved  that  a  similar 
Excise  duty  of  6.?.  per  gal.  should  be  imposed  on  "all 
tinctures,  perfumery,  patent  medicines,  and  other  prepara- 
tions of  a  similar  nature."  He  seems  to  have  meant  im- 
ported articles,  but  did  not  say  so,  and  Mr.  Walton  (the 
Treasurer-General)  accepted  the  proposal,  as  he  did  another 
by  Mr.  Oats,  proposing  to  include  petrol  along  with  tinc- 
tures and  perfumery.  Mr.  Walton  said  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  about  the  collection  of  the  tax,  as  chemists  would 
make  monthly  returns  and  the  Government  would  check 
them.  He  was  very  glad  the  matter  of  perfumery  was 
brought  up,  for  this  would  help  to  encourage  an  effort 


which  was  being  made  to  produce  perfumery  from  colonial 
spirits.  Mr.  Zietsman  suggested  that  the  resolution  should 
be  altered  so  as  to  make  it  read  that  the  Excise  should  be 
collected  on  perfumery  made  from  imported  spirits  and  not 
on  perfumery  made  from  colonial  spirits.  The  House  at 
this  stage  began  to  realise  that  it  was  getting  into  a 
tangle ;  the  petrol  proposal  seemed  particularly  alarming 
to  the  Premier  (Dr.  Jameson),  and  he  pointed  out  that  if 
Mr.  Merriman's  amendment  was  adopted  it  would  mean 
starting  negotiations  over  again  with  the  neighbouring 
States.  This  refers  to  the  fact  that  on  May  16  Dr.  Jameson 
announced  that  he  had  replies  from  the  Transvaal,  Orange 
River  Colony,  and  the  Southern  Rhodesia  Governments, 
agreeing  to  an  additional  tax  of  6$.  on  spirits  imported 
into  Cape  Colony,  on  the  understanding  that  they  shall 
not  be  responsible  for  the  levying  of  such  extra  duty  for 
spirits  imported  for  consumption  in  other  Colonies  of  the 
Union.  He  now  added  that  at  the  Conference  in  October 
the  Cape  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  represent  their 
views,  and  he  advised  the  House  to  be  content  with  the 
tax  on  spirits.  Mr.  Merriman,  in  reply  to  this,  said  it  was  not 
patent  medicines  qua  patent  medicines  that  he  proposed  to 
tax,  but  spirits  imported  in  the  name  of  patent  medicines, 
which,  in  his  view,  are  really  spirits  in  disguise.  Dr. 
Jameson,  however,  quickly  disposed  of  the  bogey  that  the 
Kaffir  will  get  drunk  on  such  things  as  eau  de  Cologne ;  then 
he  turned  to  petrol  and  pointed  out  how  hard  the  tax  would 
be  on  motorists,  who  would  have  to  pay  10s.  for  enough  of  it 
to  drive  a  motor  fifteen  miles.  He  made  the  interesting 
statement  incidentally  that  he  has  U3ed  Cape  brandy  for 
driving  his  motor.  Ultimately  Mr.  Merriman  withdrew 
his  motion  about  tinctures,  and  the  Bill  passed  through 
committee.  It  was  read  a  third  time  on  May  50.  This 
statement  will,  we  hope,  suffice  to  allay  the  alarmist  reports 

i  which  have  recently  filtered  north  to  ths  Metropolis.  The 
net  effect  of  the  latest  agitation  of  the   Cape  brandy 

,  party  is  that  Cape  Colonists  will  have  to  pay  at  least  a 
shilling  a  bottle  more  for  their  whisky,  and  an  additional 

:  tax  on  tinctures  has  again  been  averted.  Our  information 
compels  us  to  say,  however,  that  this  is  only  temporary ; 
and  the  time  appears  to  have  arrived  when  the  chemists' 
societies  in  all  the  Colonies  of  South  Africa  should  take 
up  the  matter,  and,  having  arrived  at  an  agreement,  put  their 
views  before  their  respective  Governments  with  a  view  to 
influencing  the  Convention  which  meets  in  October. 


Boots  Financially  Considered. 

The  finances  of  the  five  companies  over  which  Mr.  Jesse 
Boot  presides  have  for  some  time  been  the  subject  of  con- 
versation in  drug-trade  circles,  and,  as  there  is  a  general 
lack  of  exact  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  companies, 
we  gave  in  our  issue  of  June  3,  p.  851,  full  particulars  re- 
specting them,  without  comment.  We  recall  these  notes  now 
on  account  of  a  critical  article  in  the  "  Money  Market  Re- 
view," in  the  course  of  which  our  contemporary  says  : 

A  correspondent  who  has  read  an  account  of  the  meeting 
of  Boots,  Cash  Chemists  (Eastern),  Ltd.,  held  last  week, 
draws  our  attention  to  the  curious  fact  that  of  the  five 
chemist  companies  associated  with  the  euphonious  name  of 
Boot,  this  Eastern  one  alone  publishes  its  reports.  It  is,  of 
course,  open  to  any  trading  concerns  to  maintain  privacy  as 
to  their  affairs,  but  when  one  alone,  out  of  a  group  of  five, 
resorts  to  publicity,  that  one  being  prosperous,  the  fact 
naturally  excites  curiosity  as  to  the  remainder.  And  in  this 
case  there  is  a  special  reason  why  shareholders  in  at  any 
rate  three  of  those  whose  reports  are  not  published  should 
*  desire  information  as  to  the  fourth,  which  proceeds  on  the 
same  lines.  The  latter  is  tho  parent  concern,  Boots  Pure 
Drug  Co.  The  four  subsidiaries  are  each  known  as  Boots 
Cash  Chemists,  but  are  distinguished  as  ("Eastern"), 
("Lancashire"),  ("Southern")  and  ("Western").  The 
dividends  on  preference  issues  of  three  of  the  subsidiaries 
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are  guaranteed  by  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.  for  various 
periods.  The  dividend  on  the  first  preference  of  the  Lan- 
cashire Co.  is  guaranteed  until  June  30,  1909 ;  that  on  the 
first  preference  of  the  Southern  Co.  until  June  30,  190T,  and 
that  on  its  second  preference  until  June  30,  1909 ;  the  divi- 
dend on  the  first  preference  of  the  Western  Co.  is  gua- 
ranteed until  March  31,  1907.  All  these  dividends  have  so 
far  been  duly  paid ;  but  it  can  be  well  understood  that 
holders  and  probable  buyers  of  the  shares  would  be  glad  to 
be  informed  as  to  the  prospect  of  the  guarantee  still  being 
met,  and,  strange  to  say,  the  guaranteeing  company  is  one 
of  those  which  do  not  publish  their  reports.  It  may  be, 
like  the  Eastern  Co.,  a  flourishing  concern.  It  is  obvious, 
however,  as  a  "cutting"  trade  is  done,  that  the  profits, 
whatever  their  volume,  are  somewhat  narrow,  and  that 
enormous  sums  are  spent  on  advertising.  The  Lancashire 
Co.  has  been  in  existence  six,  the  Southern  four,  and  the 
Western  eight  years.  Have  they  earned  their  preference 
dividends,  or  have  the  resources  of  the  parent  company  been 
drawn  upon  to  provide  them  ?  This,  without  the  publica- 
tion of  reports,  cannot  be  easily  ascertained. 

Our  contemporary  proceeds  to  speculate  on  the  sums  required 
to  pay  the  preference  dividends,  referring  to  the  Western 
company's  prospectus,  which  is  now  out  of  date,  as  more 
recent  information  was  given  in  our  issue  of  June  3  that 
modifies  some  of  the  1897  statements  materially.  We  are 
not  apologists  for  the  Boots  companies,  but  we  suggest  that 
those  who  criticise  their  finances  should  be  careful  about  their 
facts ;  several  of  our  correspondents  have  made  slips  in  this 
respect,  and  even  the  "  Money  Market  Review"  makes  the 
palpable  blunder  of  stating  that  in  the  Western  Co.'s  pro- 
spectus no  reference  was  made  to  "the  existing  guarantee 
on  the  shares  of  the  Southern  Co."  The  latter  company  was 
not  founded  until  1901,  or  four  years  after  the  Western 
prospectus,  was  issued.  Reverting  to  the  abstracts  of  the 
official  returns  given  in  our  issue  of  June  3,  we  note  that  the 
nominal  capital  of  the  five  companies  amounts  to  1,625,000/., 
and  the  paid-up  capital  is  1,148,385/.,  of  which,  however, 
233,000/.  is  considered  as  paid,  so  that  the  public  has  sub- 
scribed 915, 385/.  to  the  companies.  No  dividend  on  the 
ordinary  shares  of  any  of  the  companies  except  the  Eastern 
are  recorded,  but  the  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.  hold  all  the 
ordinary  shares  in  the  Southern  and  Western  companies, 
and  the  preference  share  dividends  have  been  regularly  paid 
in  all  the  companies.  Subjoined  are  the  details,  the  fourth 
column  showing  the  money  required  for  the  dividends  on 
the  preference  shares  which  have  been  issued  and  paid  in 
the  four  companies  which  publish  no  reports,  but  which  are 
reported  to  pay  the  preference  dividends  regularly  :

It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  respective  companies 
have  earned  the  money  to  pay  these  dividends  ;  thus  in  1901 
the  B.P.D.  Co.'s  profits  were  stated  to  be  24,758/.  The 
Eastern  Co.'s  profits  are  at  the  rate  of  22,000/.  a  year,  and  a 
little  over  8,600/.  is  required  for  the  preference  dividends, 
while  the  ordinaries  absorb  9,600?.  at  12  per  cent.  The  con- 
dition of  the  other  companies  may  be  judged  from  the  fact 
that  none  of  them  has  incurred  any  mortgage  or  other 
charges  which  must  be  met  before  the  preference  dividends. 
The  Lancashire  Co.  have  this  year  allotted  for  cash  shares 
to  the  value  of  9,818/.,  and  the  Southern  Co.  7,760/.  These 
issues  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  opening  of  new  branches. 
The  Eastern  Co.  similarly  has  sold  6,475/.  of  5  per  cent,  pre- 
ference shares.  So  far  as  the  non-payment  of  ordinary 
dividends  is  concerned,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  founders  of 


the  B.P.D.  Co.  appear  to  hold  all  the  ordinaries  ;  the  B.P.D. 
Co.  holds  the  ordinaries  in  the  Western  Co..  and  in  the  case 
of  the  Lancashire  and  Southern  Cos.  no  ordinary  dividend 
is  to  be  paid  until  the  reserve  fund  in  each  case  is  10.0C0/. 
Has  this  been  reached  ?  There  is  nothing  at  Somerset  House 
to  tell,  but  we  note  that  the  Eastern  Co.,  founded  in  1892, 
has  a  General  Reserve  Fund  of  68,161?.,  which  represents 
5,700/.  a  year.  If  the  Lancashire  Co.  were  earning  at  the 
same  rate  as  the  Eastern  Co.,  its  reserve  should  now  be 
14,000/.  and  the  Southern  Co.'s  reserve  would  be  17,000/. 

:  It  is  unusual  to  pile  up  reserve  and  issue  fresh  shares  at  the 
same  time,  and  both  these  companies  have  this  year  been 
calling  up  fresh  capital,  while  the  Eastern  Co.  placed 
nothing  to  reserve  at  the  last  balance,  but  issued  shares  to 
the  value  of  4,557/.  during  that  period  and  1,918/.  on 
April  1.  These  figures  and  considerations  are  of  interest 
to  all  retail  chemists  in  the  country,  but  they  chiefly  interest 
the  holders  of  preference  shares  in  the  companies  who  re- 
ceive no  information  as  to  how  they  stand.  It  is  true  that 
the  market  prices'  of  the  shares  are  above  par ;  but  these  are 

I  determined  by  casual  auction  sales  in  provincial  salerooms, 
and  have  not  the  value  of  Stock  Exchange  quotations.  All 

;  things  considered,  the  future  of  the  companies  as 
"  chemists"  and  dividend-earners  is  well  worth  watching. 


The  Rage  for  Cheapness. 

In  reference  to  the  correspondence  on  adulterated  gentian 
and  liquorice  which  has  been  going  on  in  our  columns,  it  is 
curious  to  note  that  the  explanation  is  put  forward  with  all 
seriousness  that  the  sophisticated  articles  are  for  veterinary 
purposes.  This  idea  that  anything  is  good  enough  for  a 
horse  or  a  cow  is  a  relic  of  the  old  days  when  the  compound- 
ing of  simples  was  the  major  part  of  the  grinder's  art,  and 
even  firms  of  repute  in  the  wholesale  drug-trade  had  their 
books  of  recipes  for  grades  of  drugs.  We  daresay  some  are 
still  alive  whose  apprenticeship  included  instruction  in  this 
art,  but  it  is  nearly  a  century  since  such  practices  began  to 
be  discouraged,  so  that,  whereas  then  it  was  difficult  to  get 
pure  drugs  in  a  powdered  state,  now  there  is  no  difficulty.  A 
good  deal  is  said  about  the  application  of  the  microscope 
t3  the  examination  of  powders,  which  is  good  in  its  way, 
but,  really,  price  is  the  determining  factor  in  the  purchase 
of  such  things,  and  cheapness  is  frequently  synonymous 
with  sophistication.  The  oil-mills  of  Marseilles  turn  out 
weekly  tons  of  oilcake,  which  they  sell  for  an  old  song  to 
grinders  of  drugs.  The  oil-pressers  do  not  inquire  too 
closely  into  the  uses  of  the  product,  and  they  are  not  dis- 
posed to  speak  about  the  trade,  but  there  is  no  doubt  of  the 
fact  that  much  of  the  oilcake  is  dumped  into  this  country 
in  the  form  of  powdered  drugs.  The  percentage  of  adul- 
teration is  not  large,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  give  a  working 
profit  and  to  get  the  market  to  the  exclusion  of  the  seller  of 
pure  powders.  Such  drugs  are  not  good  enough  either  for 
man  or  beast,  and  it  is  highly  disconcerting  to  learn  that 
the  olive-adulterated  liquorice  has  been  found  in  compound 
liquorice-powder.  One  would  have  thought  it  not  worth 
anybody's  while  to  compound  a  domestic  medicine  of  that 
nature  with  anything  which  is  not  far  beyond  suspicion, 
but  the  rage  for  cheapness  has  strongly  affected  this  article, 
with  the  result  that  contract-prices  for  large  quantities  are 
the  rule  with  those  who  do  store-trade.  Consequently  some 
makers  seek  the  cheapest  market  for  the  individual  ingre- 
dients. This  is  a  most  lamentable  circumstance.  The 
public  are  really  not  so  eager  to  get  cheap  physic  as  some 
cutting-chemists  appear  to  imagine.  Everybody  wants  to 
buy  commodities  at  reasonable  prices,  and  there  are  few 
who  will  not  prefer  compound  liquorice-powder  made  with 
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select  ingredients  if  the  difference  is  brought  to  their  notice. 
The  really  smart  chemist  of  to-day  is  the  man  who  has  the 
pharmacist's  pride  in  his  goods,  and  is  quick  to  make  their 
superiority  known  when  the  public's  attention  is  called  to 
inferior  kinds  through  police-court  proceedings.  There  is 
nothing  which  impresses  customers  so  much  as  superiority 
in  domestic  medicines.  A  fine -flavoured,  good-coloured,  and 
active  compound  liquorice-powder  is  to  a  retailer  a  testi- 
monial whose  value  cannot  be  overrated,  and  the  cheapen- 
ing of  such  an  article  is  tantamount  to  playing  with  one's 
reputation. 


The  Revenue  Bill. 

The  Bill  introduced  on  June  21  by  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  supported  by  Mr.  Victor  Cavendish,  "  to  amend 
the  law  relating  to  customs  and  Inland  Revenue,  and  for 
other  purposes  connected  with  finance,"  is  divided  into  three 
parts,  the  first  (four  clauses)  relating  to  spirits,  the  second 
(five  clauses)  to  the  coal  duty,  chicory  duty,  manufacture 
of  British  wines,  allowance  of  spirits,  and  a  repeal  of  a 
provision  as  to  evidence  by  husband  or  wife,  and  the  third 
(one  clause)  makes  the  provision  of  the  Bill  about  the  ex- 
portation of  tinctures  to  come  into  force  on  October  1,  1905, 
and  the  rest  when  the  Bill  passes.  We  print  Part  1  in  full 
elsewhere  in  this  issue ;  but  we  here  state  quite  briefly  what 
is  provided — viz.  : 

1.  A  drawback  of  3r7.  per  proof  gal.  on  spirits  used  in 
making  industrial  methylated  spirit. 

2.  Tne  same  drawback  on  duty-free  spirits  received  for 
arts  or  manufactures  under  the  1902  Finance  Act,  Section  8. 

3.  Methylic  alcohol  may  be  imported  and  used  under  Sec- 
tion 8  without  payment  of  any  duty  whatever. 

4.  Industrial  methylated  spirit  to  be  denaturised  with  i«th 
instead  of  |th  of  the  legal  denaturant  [wood-naphtha  or  other 
substance  approved  by  I.E.  Commissioners]. 

5.  If  the  conditions  for  use  of  duty-free  spirit  in  arts  or 
manufactures  under  1902  Finance  Act,  Section  8,  Subsec- 
tion 2,  incur  placing  officer  in  charge  of  premises,  the  cost  will 
not  be  charged  to  owner. 

6.  Retailers  of  methylated  spirit  not  to  be  limited  to 
stock  of  50  gals,  as  a  maximum,  but  to  a  quantity  authorised 
by  I.R.  Commissioners. 

7.  At  present  a  retailer  may  not  sell  more  than  1  gal.  of 
methylated  spirit  at  a  time,  or  receive  more  than  that  from 
a  retailer.  "  Such  quantity  as  the  Commissioners  may 
authorise"  is  proposed  by  the  Bill. 

8.  An  authorised  methylator  must  not  supply  industrial 
methylated  spirits  to  a  retailer  of  methylated  spirits. 

9.  A  retailer  of  methylated  spirits  must  not  receive  or 
have  in  his  possession  any  methylated  spirit  except  what  is 
according  to  regulations. 

10.  Vessels  containing  industrial  methylated  spirits  or 
mineralised  methylated  spirits  in  the  methylator's  stores 
must  be  so  labelled. 

11.  Methylators  (as  well  as  I.R.  officers)  to  keep  stock 
accounts  of  both  kinds  of  methylated  spirits,  and  the  pro- 
visions as  to  1  per  cent,  excess  or  2  per  cent,  deficiency  will 
apply  to  these  accounts  also. 

12.  The  provision  [Spirit  Act,  1880,  Section  130]  prohibit- 
ing use  of  methylated  spirits  as  a  beverage  or  internal 
medicine,  or  the  sale  of  such,  is  modified  so  that  it  becomes 
an  offence  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

13.  The  Commissioners  may  extend  the  methylated  ether 
and  chloroform  privilege  by  order  to  any  article. 

14.  Tinctures  or  spirits  of  wine  may  be  exported  under 
drawback  direct  from  the  manufacturer's  premises. 

15.  The  Commissioners   may  add  to  the  drawback  an 
allowance  for  waste. 

16.  If  the  tincture-exporter  violates  the  regulations  he 
forfeits  the  article  and  be  fined  50?. 

17.  Tinctures  shipped  as  stores  will  get  the  drawback. 

18.  "  Industrial  methylated  spirits  "  is  defined  (Section  4, 
Sub-section  1).  "  Mineralised  methylated  spirits  "  also  de- 
fined in  such  a  way  that  the  one-ninth  of  wood-naphtha 
remains  unchangeable,  but  the  Commissioners  may  regulate 
the  kind  and  quantity  of  mineral  naphtha  to  be  added. 

19.  "  Tinctures "    and    "  regulations "    are   defined  (see 
p.  958). 

In  drawing  up  this  synopsis  we  have  referred  to  the 


several  Acts  in  order  to  get  at  the  facts  implied  by  the 
occasionally  obscure  phraseology  of  the  Bill.  Generally,  we 
may  say,  the  measure  gives  all  that  the  Alcohol  Committee 
recommended,  subject  to  details  being  left  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Inland  Revenue.  One  important  privilege 
is  to  be  abolished — viz.,  that  under  which  chemists  who 
retail  methylated  spirits  may  receive  non-mineralised  spirit 
for  making  such  things  as  soap-liniment.  We  suppose  this 
must  be  regarded  as  a  minnow  which  is  helping  to  catch  the 
salmon.  The  Bill  also  proposes  to  regulate  the  manufacture 
of  British  wines  or  sweets,  an  annual  licence  of  11.  being 
instituted,  and  the  Commissioners  are  to  have  power  which 
would  enable  them  to  apply  to  this  wine-making  the  same 
regulations  as  for  the  brewing  of  beer. 


Are  Companies  Liable  for  Penalties? 

Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  as  Chairman  of  the  Drug  Companies' 
Association,  has  participated  in  the  "Daily  News"  corre- 
spondence about  "Boots  and  the  Chemists."  He  again 
relies  upon  Lord  Blackburn's  remark  about  the  sale  of 
poisons  being  impossible  without  a  natural  qualified  person, 
and  concludes  by  saying  that 

Over  and  above  the  responsibility  of  employes,  com- 
panies remain  liable  for  penalties.  Companies  no  less  than 
private  chemists  have  and  will  (until  infallibility  is 
attained)  continue  to  be  fined  for  technical  mistakes,  how- 
ever trivial,  made  by  assistants  (qualified  or  not),  and  even 
when  these  employes  are  acting  directly  against  instruc- 
tion. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  Mr.  Boot  has  made  this 
statement,  and  we  have  already  pointed  out  that  he  is 
wrong  so  far  as  the  Pharmacy  Act  is  concerned.  It  is  im- 
possible to  secure  the  conviction  of  a  company  under  Sec- 
tion 15  of  the  1868  Act  for  any  omission  or  commission  by 
the  company  or  its  servants.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  tried  repeatedly  and  failed.  Offences  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act  have  been  committed  in  Boots  Co.  shops. 
Can  Mr.  Boot  tell  us  how  often  the  companies  as  such  have 
been  fined  for  technical  mistakes  or  other  offences,  and  how 
often  their  assistants  have  been  similarly  fined?  We  have 
no  objection  to  his  adding  the  same  particulars  about  other 
companies  in  the  Association  of  which  he  is  chairman. 

"Absolute  Imposture." 

The  Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  is  well  known  as  a  master  of  piquant  lan- 
guage, and  the  address  which  he  delivered  at  Leeds  and 
York  this  week  is  a  good  example  of  his  style.  We  daresay 
it  is  difficult  for  the  Vice-President  of  the  Society  to  dis- 
sociate himself  altogether  from  Mr.  Young,  and  we  do  not 
know  which  of  him  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  the 
following  statement  at  York  on  Tuesday,  when  replying  to 
the  vote  of  thanks  for  his  address  : 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  Rymer  Young)  observed  that  it  is 
one  of  the  most  amazing  things  of  modern  times  that  the 
revenue  of  the  country  should  be  added  to  in  such  gigantic 
sums  by  what  may  be  regarded  as  little  less  than  absolute 
imposture.  The  moral  is  that  large  numbers  of  people  are 
"taken  in." 

A  general  statement  of  this  character  ought  not  to  be  made 
by  the  Vice-President  of  a  statutory  administrative  body ; 
it  is  mud  which  sticks  to  the  good  as  well  as  the  evil, 
and  it  is  not  very  wise  either,  for  the  removal  of  the  duty 
from  proprietary  medicines  would  give  impetus  to  what  is 
here  dubbed  "imposture."  We  should  have  thought  that 
in  his  official  capacity  Mr.  Young  would  have  learnt  before 
now  that  the  administrative  difficulties  in  this  subject  are 
not  fiscal,  but  pharmaceutical  and  medical,  and  they  are  in- 
creased rather  than  decreased  by  remarks  of  the  above 
character  from  so  prominent  an  official. 
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A  M.P.  for  Pharmacy. 

We  reported  a  fortnight  ago  that  the  Exeter  Chemists' 
Association  had  passed  a  resolution  for  discussion  by  the 
Federation  at  Brighton  in  regard  to  the  desirability  of 
something  being  done  to  secure  the  election  of  a  pharma- 
cist to  Parliament.  We  have  since  had  a  conversation 
with  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd,  who  initiated  the  motion,  about 
the  matter.  He  frankly  confesses  that  he  is  not  prepared 
to  submit  details.  The  head  and  front  of  his  offence  is 
that  chemists  are  not  represented  as  such  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  while  doctors,  lawyers,  and  teachers  are,  the 
last-named  in  the  direct  manner  that  he  thinks  chemists 
should  be.  Mr.  Gadd  suggests  that  chemists  should  sub- 
scribe to  secure  the  return  of  a  chemist  as  a  member  (he 
is  indifferent  as  to  whether  he  is  "  Whig  "  or  "  Tory  "),  and 
if  necessary  to  pay  him  while  at  St.  Stephen's.  Such  a 
member  would,  like  Dr.  Macnamara,  Mr.  Gray,  and  Mr. 
Yoxall,  who  represent  teachers,  participate  in  the  routine 
business  of  Parliament,  but  when  matters  affecting 
chemists  came  forward  he  would  act  or  speak  as  his  ex- 
perience of  the  trade  would  dictate.  Can  it  be  done? 
That  is  the  question  Mr.  Gadd  would  like  Federation 
delegates  to  think  over  until  next  month,  so  that  a  start 
may  be  given,  if  desired,  to  the  campaign  fund. 

The  Asterisk. 

The  North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
are  not,  we  suppose,  tied  to  tradition  by  by-law  so  strongly 
as  the  parent  body.  We  therefore  suggest  that  as  an  ex- 
periment, and  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  Society,  they 
should  at  the  next  election  of  the  Executive  refrain  from 
indicating  on  the  voting-papers  who  are  the  retiring  mem- 
bers. Nine  gentlemen  who  are  not  on  the  Executive  sought 
to  get  there  this  month,  but  none  of  them  seems  to  have  had 
a  ghost  of  a  chance,  the  starred  candidates  having  had  it 
all  their  own  way.  We  do  not  presume  to  dispute  that  the 
cream  of  the  wisdom  of  Scottish  pharmacy  did  not  rise  to  the 
top  on  this  occasion,  but  a  little  change  now  and  then  would 
be  welcome,  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  the 
asterisk  has  any  influence  in  preventing  it. 

Radiobes. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Burke,  of  the  Cavendish  Laboratory,  Cam- 
bridge, has  been  working  for  the  last  ten  years  on  the  sub- 
ject of  phosphorescence.  Pfliiger's  assertion  that  the  phos- 
phorescence of  cyanogen  has  the  elements  of  life  first  led 
Mr.  Burke  on  the  train  of  his  researches.  "  If,"  he  argued, 
"cyanogen  is  a  living  thing  it  ought  to  grow  in  culture 
media."  The  experiments  in  this  direction  were,  however, 
negative.  Observing  that  radium  and  cyanogen  have  several 
properties  in  common — they  are  highly  excitable,  and  con- 
tain a  vast  store  of  energy,  different,  however,  in  magni- 
tude— experiments  were  tried  with  radium.  Sterilised  bouil- 
lon and  radium  were  placed  in  a  test  tube,  and  in  a  day  or 
two  cultures  were  obtained.  Sub-cultures  were  next  made, 
but  they  did  not  grow  as  sub-cultures  should.  The  cultures 
are,  moreover,  soluble  in  water,  while  bacteria  are  not,  and, 
as  the  cultures  sub-divide  on  reaching  a  certain  size,  they 
are  not  crystals.  "  Possibly,"  Mr.  Burke  says,  "  they  are  a 
primitive  form  of  life,"  and  tentatively  he  names  the  cul- 
tures "radiobes."  The  theory  amounts  to  a  kind  of  spon- 
taneous generation.  It  is  proposed  to  carefully  prepare  seme 
tubes  of  bouillon,  but  instead  of  using  radium,  as  in  the  ex- 
periment, to  employ  earth.  The  tubes  will  be  deposited  with 
some  public  body,  with  instructions  that  they  be  tested  at 
intervals  of  hundreds  or  thousands  of  years  to  see  if  the 
radio-activity  of  the  earth  has  given  birth  to  any  radiobes. 
It  is  as  well  to  refrain  from  criticism  until  the  whole  com- 
plete account  of  Mr.  Burke's  research  is  available ;  but  he 


claims  that  the  radiobes  exactly^  fulfil  Herbert  Spencer" ■$ 
definition  of  life  :  "  The  continuous  adjustment  of  internal 
to  external  relations  and  the  consistent  emphasis  on  the  need 
of  adapting  the  organism  to  its  environment." 

Red  Rubber  Dangers. 
Dr.  F.  A.  Pond  tells  in  the  "Lancet"  of  the  dangers 
that  lurk  in  the  red  rubber  washers  of  aerated  water  and 
beer  bottles.  The  washers  are  vulcanised  with  a  good  pro- 
portion of  sulphide  of  antimony,  and  it  is  the  ingestion  of 
antimony  from  this  source  that  leads  to — (a)  a  weakening  of 
the  muscular  coats  of  the  caecum  and  vermiform  appendix 
and  subsequently  appendicitis;  (2)  weakening  of  the  mus- 
cular coats  of  the  stomach  and  dilation  of  the  stomach  ; 
(c)  irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach  and 
intestines,  and  thereby  some  cases  of  gastric  and  intestinal 
ulcers;  and  {d)  weakening  of  the  muscular  coat  of  the  in- 
testines, and  some  cases  of  chronic  constipation.  Mr.  R.  C. 
Cowley,  of  the  Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy,  confirmed 
the  presence  of  antimony  in  the  rubber ;  and  Dr.  Pond 
found  that  patients  suffering  from  some  of  the  above- 
named  symptoms  habitually  drank  aerated  water  or  beer 
from  bottles  in  which  red  rubber  washers  are  used.  Dr. 
Pond  then  rather  ingeniously  argues  that  small  particles  of 
the  washers  taken  with  food  account  for  many  cases  of 
depression  from  slow  absorption  of  antimony.  The  theory 
is  neither  impossible  nor  improbable,  and  whilst  red 
rubber  is  under  suspicion  its  use  in  feeding-bottle  fittings 
and  aerated-water  bottles  should  be  discouraged.  Black 
rubber  is  the  least  objectionable  cf  the  various  forms  of 
this  indispensable  material. 

Marking  Graduated  Measures. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  at  present  in  contemplation  the 
issue  of  a  new  series  of  regulations  regarding  the  marking 
of  glass  measures.  It  is  understood  that  these  regulations 
seek  to  establish  the  recognition  of  only  six  denominated 
lines  in  a  measure,  ignoring  the  sub-divisions.  The  matter 
is  being  vigorously  taken  up  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Street,  Chief  In- 
spector of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the  City  of  London,  so 
a  G.  &  D.  representative  interviewed  Mr.  Street  on  the 
subject.  As  a  result  it  was  gathered  that,  although  the 
exact  intentions  of  the  Board  on  the  question  are  not  quite 
clear,  there  is  a  fear  that  an  attempt  may  be  made  to  ignore 
the  accuracy  of  the  markings  between  the  denominated 
lines.  Thus,  if  a  one-drachm  measure  is  divided  into  six 
parts,  the  first  denominated  line  would  be  "10  minims." 
The  intervening  9  minims  would  therefore  be  undenonii- 
nated,  and,  if  the  supposition  regarding  the  intention  of 
the  regulations  be  correct,  the  indications,  although  marked', 
need  not  necessarily  be  guaranteed  as  correct.  Moreover, 
if  only  the  10,  20,  30,  etc.,  minim  lines  are  compulsory  the 
5,  15,  25,  etc.,  minim  lines  need  not  even  be  marked,  or  they 
might  be  marked  on  after  the  inspector  has  certified  the  re- 
gulation lines.  This,  of  course,  would  be  a  serious  incon- 
venience to  pharmacists,  for,  as  every  dispenser  knows,  the 
5-minim  dose  is  in  frequent  use.  Considerable  trouble  and 
not  a  little  danger  might  also  be  occasioned  in  the  employ- 
ment, for  instance,  of  graduated  pipettes,  which  are  mainly 
used  for  solutions  of  powerful  substances  in  minute  dose, 
and  in  which  accuracy  of  dosage  is  a  sine  qua  non.  Mr. 
Street's  endeavour  is  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  sub- 
divisions should  be  recognised  to  be  as  important  as 
the  figured  divisions.  The  more  important  City  firms, 
such  as  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Messrs.  Allen  & 
Hanburys,  Ltd.,  Messrs.  Lynch  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall,  etc.,  agree  that  they  look  upon  the  sub- 
divisions in  a  graduate  as  being  as  important  as  the  main 
divisions,  and  Mr.  Street  is  communicating  the  gist  of  his, 
and  their,  opinions  on  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Trade.

High  Court  Cases. 

Clarke's  Ammonia. 
Lords  Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Stirling  and- 
Cozens  Hardy  on  Tuesday,  June  20,  and  Wednesday, 
June  21,  heard  the  appeal  of  the  defendant,  Daniel  Clarke, 
from  an  injunction  granted  by  Mr.  Justice  Joyce  at  the 
instance  of  the  Sunbeam  Bleach  Co.,  Ltd.,  restraining 
him  from  selling  jointly  with,  or  as  manager  or  agent  for, 
any  other  person  or  persons  or  company,  or  being  directly 
or  indirectly  engaged  or  interested  (except  as  a  share- 
holder in  Clarke's  Ammonia  Works)  in  the  manufacture- 
or  sale  of  Clarke's  Ammonia,  or  any  similar  preparation  ; 
and  from  permitting  his  name  to  be  used  in  connection  with 
such  manufacture  or  sale,  save  so  far  as  he  was  a  member 
of  the  plaintiff  company  or  interested  in  its  business. 
The  injunction  also  restrained  the  defendant  from  solicit- 
ing any  customer  of  the  business  which  defendant  hadi 
sold  to  the  plaintiff  company,  from  representing  himself 
as  carrying  on  such  business,  from  using  the  words  "  late- 
Daniel  Clarke"  or  "Clarke's  Ammonia,"  and  from  using 
or  divulging  the  secret  process  or  recipe  relating  to  the- 
manufacture  of  Clarke's  Ammonia. 

Mr.  Clarke,  who  appeared  in  person,  said  that  the  issues 
which  were  clear  at  the  trial  of  the  action  eighteen  months 
ago  had  now  been  complicated,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  had 
made  a  charge  against  him  which  they  had  failed  to  sub- 
stantiate. He  charged  plaintiffs  with  having  issued  cir- 
culars to  the  trade  which  put  him  in  a  false  position. 
Their  Lordships  had  ordered  their  withdrawal,  but  the 
plaintiffs  had  not  complied.  He  also  complained  that 
witnesses  who  could  have  established  his  innocence  were- 
not  allowed  to  appear. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  said  the  only  defence  to 
the  action  was  that  the  agreement  between  the  parties  had; 
never  been  completed,  and  the  defendant  admitted  that  if  he- 
had  made  the  agreement  he  had  broken  it. 

Mr.  Clarke  said  he  had  previously  denied  on  oath  thai) 
he  had  broken  it. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  :  The  evidence  before  Mr. 
Justice  Joyce  was  all  one  way. 

Mr.  Clarke  :  My  witnesses  were  not  allowed  in.  They 
would  have  proved  my  innocence. 

Why  did  you  not  call  them  ? — Because  Mr.  Justice 
Joyce  said  there  v.as  no  call  for  them  as  I  had  admitted, 
my  guilt. 

Lord  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  :  He  would  not  allow  youi 
to  call  witnesses  to  show  that  you  had  not  in  fact  done  that 
which  amounted  to  a  breach.  The  only  question  he  tried 
was  whether  the  agreement  had  been  completed  and  con- 
sideration received,  and  the  evidence  showed  clearly  that 
you  entered  into  it.  You  were  offered  an  opportunity  of 
going  into  the  witness-box  and  denying  it,  but  you  refused 
to  do  so. 

Mr.  Clarke  said  he  could  prove  his  position  still,  and 
asked  to  be  allowed  to  tell  his  tale  about  the  agreement. 

His  Lordship,  however,  refused,  as  the  defendant  had 
not  taken  the  opportunity  of  doing  so  in  the  Court  below, 
and  he  added  that  he  thought  he  had  been  perfectly 
right  in  not  pledging  his  oath  that  the  agreement  had  not 
been  entered  into. 

Mr.  Clarke  said  he  wished  to  clear  his  character  before 
the  Court  and  the  public,  and  attempted  to  go  into  other 
matters,  which  their  Lordships  intimated  had  no  bearing 
on  the  appeal,  which  was  ultimately  dismissed  with  costs. 


Dentists  Act. 

A  One-man  Company. 

At  Crediton  on  June  14  W.  H.  Baker,  Market  Street,  Credi- 
ton,  was  fined  5/.  and  costs,  under  Section  3  of  the  Dentists 
Act,  for  using  a  description  implying  that  he  was  registered 
under  the  Act.  Mr.  W.  H.  Tarbet,  who  prosecuted  for  the 
British  Dental  Association,  said  the  defendant  is  not  regis- 
tered, and  in  order  to  avoid  the  consequences  of  the  Act  he 
had  adopted  the  subterfuge  of  forming  a  limited  liability 
company,  which,  he  alleged,  was  a  one-man  concern.  The 
defendant  had  a  brass  plate,  on  which  appeared  the  words 
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"  W.  H.  Baker,  Surgeon  Dentists,  Ltd.,"  and  that, 
counsel  argued,  was  an  infringement  of  the  Act.  For  the 
defence  Mr.  J.  A.  Hawke  stated  that  the  defendant  had 
shown  in  many  ways  by  the  exhibition  of  his  diplomas  and 
the  circulation  of  his  professional  card,  that  he  is  an  Ameri- 
can dentist. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Lime- water. 

jVIr.  William  C.  Tucker,  chemist  and  druggist.  Obelisk 
Buildings,  Lewisham,  has  been  fined  21.  2s.,  with  12s.  6d. 
costs,  for  selling  lime-water  which  contained  only  half  the 
official  amount  of  lime. 

Oil  of  Almonds. 
At  Norton  (Yorks)  Petty  Sessions  on  June  17,  William 
Brown,  a  Staxton  grocer,  was  summoned  for  selling  oil  of 
almonds  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded, 
and  his  wife,  Harriet  Brown,  was  proceeded  against  for 
serving  the  sample.  Three  ounces  of  oil  of  almonds  was 
purchased  at  the  defendant's  shop  for  6d.,  and  the  analyst 
certified  that  the  sample  consisted  of  peach-kernel  oil  20.80 
parts,  sugar  55.40  parts,  and  water  coloured  and  flavoured 
with  violets  23.80  parts,  there  being  no  oil  of  almonds  pre- 
sent.  Each  defendant  was  fined  2*.  6d.  and  costs. 

Compound  Liquorice-powder. 
At  the  Birkenhead  (Cheshire)  Borough  Police  Court  on 
Friday,  June  16,  before  Dr.  A.  C.  E.  Harris  and  Mr. 
J.  M.  Kelly,  William  E.  Hickin,  chemist  and  druggist, 
16  Exmouth  Street,  Birkenhead,  was  summoned  under  Sec- 
tion 6  of  the  1875  Act  for  selling  compound  liquorice-powder 
which  was  certified  to  contain  ground  olive-stones.  Mr. 
Fearnley,  Deputy  Town  Clerk,  appeared  to  prosecute,  and 
Mr.  Rudd  (instructed  by  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association) 
appeared  for  the  defence.  At  the  outset  Mr.  Rudd,  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant,  admitted  the  offence. 

Mr.  Fearnley,  in  opening  the  case,  stated  that  on  May  17 
an  assistant  to  the  inspector  purchased  ^  lb.  of  the  powder  at 
defendant's  shop,  and  after  the  purchase  the  inspector  went 
into  the  shop  and  divided  the  purchase  into  three  parts  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Act.  The  borough  analyst  subsequently 
reported  that  the  powder  contained  5  per  cent,  of  olive- 
stones,  which  were  foreign  to  liquorice-powder.  There  was 
no  doubt,  said  Mr.  Fearnley,  that  these  olive-stones  did  not 
form  part  of  the  drug,  and'  although  he  could  not  produce 
any  evidence  that  they  were  injurious,  still,  through 
their  presence,  the  purchaser  did  not  get  what  he  had  paid 
for ;  he  purchased  an  article  that  was  of  absolutely  no  use 
to  him. 

Mr.  Dawson,  inspector  of  nuisances,  having  given 
evidence  as  to  the  purchase,  Dr.  R.  Sydney  Marsden, 
medical  officer  of  health  for  Birkenhead,  deposed  that  he 
received  a  sample  of  the  powder  for  analysis,  and  found  that 
it  contained  5  per  cent,  of  olive-stones.  He  added  that  com- 
pound liquorice-powder  is  a  drug  which  is  constantly  being 
prescribed,  and  if  adulterated  the  treatment  would  be 
materially  affected. 

The  Chairman  :  Have  the  olive-stones  any  action  ? 

Witness  :  I  don't  think  the  physiological  action  is  stated 
anywhere. 

Mr.  Rudd,  addressing  the  Bench  for  the  defence,  said 
that  the  defendant  had  carried  on  business  for  a  consider- 
able time,  and  this  was  the  first  suggestion  of  any  kind 
against  him  in  his  business.  The  defendant  had  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  article  he  sold  was  pure,  for  he 
paid  a  good  price  for  it  to  one  of  the  best  wholesale  houses 
in  London.  Personally  he  had  taken  every  precaution  to 
supply  the  public  with  pure  drugs.  He  would  hand  in  an 
invoice  showing  the  purchase  of  the  drug,  and  it  would  be 
seen  that  personally  defendant  had  committed  no  offence 
whatever.  It  was  quite  true  that  he  had  not  a  written  war- 
ranty from  the  manufacturing  chemists,  for  in  the  past  it  had 
not  been  the  practice  of  wholesale  houses  to  supply  these  war- 
ranties ;  but  now  that  chemists  were  fully  alive  to  the  fact 
that  they  might  be  brought  up  in  this  manner  they  would 
take  care  to  protect  themselves  fully  in  dealing  with  the 
wholesale  houses.  Defendant  felt  his  position  acutely  and 
recognised  the  importance  of  purity  in  drugs ;  but  as  far  as 
he  was  concerned  he  had  done  his  best.  The  wholesale 
firm  said  they  had  been  victimised  by  the  foreign  importer, 
who  had  ground  the  powder  improperly  and  sent  it  to 


England.  There  was  no  suggestion  that  his  client  or  the 
dealers  from  whom  he  bought  the  compound  liquorice- 
powder  were  guilty  of  such  an  offence.  Having  regard  to 
all  the  circumstances,  he  asked  the  Bench  not  to  impose  a 
penalty,  but  to  order  defendant  to  pay  the  costs. 

The  Bench,  after  a  brief  consultation,  imposed  a  fine  of 
11.,  including  costs. 

At  the  same  time  John  Arthur  Stelfox,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  367  Borough  Road.  Birkenhead,  was  summoned 
for  a  similar  offence.  Mr.  Fearnley  prosecuted  and  stated 
that  the  compound  liquorice-powder  in  this  case  was  found 
to  contain  2  per  cent,  of  olive-stones.  Mr.  Rudd,  for  the 
defence,  pleaded  guilty  to  a  technical  offence.  He  said 
defendant  had  purchased  the  liquorice-powder  from  a  local 
wholesale  firm  and  did  not  receive  a  warranty  with  it.  He 
was  quite  unaware  of  the  fact  that  the  powder  had  been 
adulterated,  and  the  remarks  he  (Mr.  Rudd)  had  made  in  the 
first  case  were  equally  applicable  to  this.  The  Bench  im- 
posed a  fine  of  1/.,  including  costs. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

At  the  Kensington  Petty  Sessions  on  Tuesday.  Edward 
Anstee  Turner,  of  1  Sussex  Place,  South  Kensington,  was 
summoned,  under  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act,  by  the  Kensing- 
ton Borough  Council  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  stated 
to  be  deficient  in  the  active  principle  to  the  extent  of  27.42 
per  cent.  Mr.  Kirby  (Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors)  de- 
fended on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

Alec.  Ek  Friend,  inspector,  said  that  he  entered  defend- 
ant's shop  on  March  23  last,  and  asked  for  3£  oz.  of  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre,  for  which  he  paid  Is.  2d.  He  did  not  re- 
member the  assistant  making  any  remarks.  If  the  assistant 
had  said  that  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  was  a  preparation  liable 
very  much  to  decomposition,  or  that  he  could  not  guarantee 
the  preparation,  as  it  easily  evaporated,  he  (the  inspector) 
would  recollect  remarks  so  vital  to  the  case.  It  was  three 
months  ago,  and  there  were,  of  course,  many  cases.  The 
defendant  had  not  been  summoned  before. 

Mr.  Kirby,  solicitor,  for  the  defence,  contended  that  the 
certificate  was  not  valid,  as  it  was  of  a  negative  nature  It 
did  not  state  the  constituent  parts  of  the  article  analysed. 

Mr.  Leete  (Town  Clerk  of  Kensington)  :  The  B. P.  sets 
forth  how  much  nitrous  ether  must  be  contained,  and  this  is 
set  down  in  the  certificate  [L27  per  cent.]. 

The  Magistrates,  wishing  to  be  informed  as  to  the  nature 
of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  called  Mr.  C.  E.  Cassal,  public 
analyst  for  Kensington. 

Mr.  Kirby,  wishing  to  prove  his  point  about  the  validity 
of  the  certificate,  strongly  protested. 

Mr  Cassal  explained  that  the  chief  constituent  of  spirit 
of  nitre  is  nitrous  ether,  and  this  was  lacking  in  the  sample. 
The  Chairman  asked  the  causes  of  the  deficiency.  Mr. 
Cassal  said  he  was  not  permitted  to  enter  his  opinion  as  to 
such  causes  on  a  certificate.  This  sample  had  been  analysed 
almost  at  once,  and  he  was  quite  sure  no  evaporation  had 
taken  place  during  his  analysis.  . 

The  Chairman  said  it  was  evident  that  an  essential  part 
was  missing,  and  that  this  was  to  the  prejudice  of  the  pur- 
chaser    That  was  the  line  he  would  follow. 

Mr.  Kirby  said  as  the  certificate  was  deficient  the  case 
must  fall  through.  ' 

Mr  Cassal  (cross-examined)  refused  to  say  what  the  con- 
stituent parts  of  spirit  of  nitre  are.  but  he  could  say  that  the 
nitrous  ether  was  deficient.  It  is  liable  to  form  nitrous  acid, 
and  liable  to  evaporation  if  not  properly  sealed  and  <-'orkecL 
He  certified  to  a  deficiency,  and  this  subtracted  from  1UU 
gives  the  constituent  parts  asked  for  by  Mr.  Kirby. 

Mr  Kirbv  said  he  would  call  a  witness  to  prove  there  had 
been  sufficient  disclosure.  It  had  been  laid  down  m  a  milk 
case  (Spiers  &  Pond  v.  Bennett)  that  a  declaration  to  the 
effect  that  the  article  is  not  guaranteed  is  sufficient  dis- 
closure. The  decision  applied  whether  the  disclosure  was 
made  verbally  or  in  writing. 

Mr  Walter  Ford,  manager  for  Mr.  Turner  at  the  branch 
shop  (Boltons)  where  the  article  was  sold,  gave  eyideme 
as  to  handing  the  bottle  to  the  inspector,  and  remarking  that 
he  could  not  guarantee  it  to  contain  the  necessary  quantity 
of  nitrous  ether.  He  also  told  the  inspector  that  the  spirit 
of  nitre,  not  being  in  a  stoppered  bottle,  was  subject  to  de- 
composition. The  article  was  stocked  in  stoppered  botles. 
\     Martin  Priest.  A.T.C..  called  as  an  expert  witness,  said 
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sweet  spirit  of  nitre  is  most  liable  to  decomposition. 
Evaporation  during  the  processes  of  dividing  and  analysing 
might  reduce  nitrous  ether  by  as  much  as  11  per  cent.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  case  he  had  bought  fourteen  samples 
from  some  of  the  best  houses  in  London.  Only  two  were 
above  the  standard,  whilst  the  average  for  the  whole  was 
3.8  volumes  of  nitrous  ether,  thus  showing  that  the  best 
houses  in  London  could  all  be  put  on  a  par  with  the  case 
now  being  tried.  The  majority  of  the  shops  found  the 
standard  an  impossible  one. 

Mr.  Leete  said  they  were  evidently  more  fortunate  in 
Kensington,  as  only  two  out  of  eight  samples  bought  cn  the 
same  day  were  found  below  standard.  One  of  the  two  was 
the  sample  now  before  the  Bench. 

Mr.  Priest  considered  that  the  reason  for  this  difference 
lay  in  the  fact  that  the  Borough  Council  bought  in  large 
quantities,  whilst  he,  buying  as  a  member  of  the  public, 
purchased  very  small  quantities.  A.  chemist  would  open  a 
new  bottle  for  a  large  purchase,  but  would  use  that  in  an 
already  opened  bottle  for  a  more  insignificant  purchase. 

William  Johnson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  the  next 
witness,  was  of  opinion  that  the  B.P.  standard  is  too  high. 
In  1900  he  made  an  experiment  in  the  interests  of  the  trade 
and  for  the  purpose  of  publication.  Out  of  seventeen 
samples,  purchased  in  the  ordinary  way,  only  seven  were 
up  to  the  B.P.  standard.  The  average  of  the  whole  samples 
was  five  volumes.  One  volume  was  lost  in  dividing  and 
analysing.  He  was  not  aware,  as  Mr.  Leete  suggested,  that 
the  B.P.  is  not  in  favour  of  reducing  the  standard.  He 
thought  that  the  matter  would  be  considered  at  the  next 
revision. 

The  Bench  considered  that  the  purchaser  did  not  get  what 
he  asked  for,  but  there  was  no  fraudulent  intent.  They  im- 
posed a  nominal  fine  of  5c\,  together  with  the  analyst's  fee  of 
10s.  bd. 


"County  Court  Case, 

An  Interpleader  Action. 

At  Paignton  County  Court  on  June  19,  before  Judge  Lush 
Wilson,  K.C.,  Alfred  Higgs,  as  execution  creditor,  sued 
J.  J.  Thomas,  chemist,  for  24Z.  and  costs  (for  advertising, 
etc.),  in  respect  of  the  Victoria  Drug  Stores.  The  claimant 
in  the  interpleader  was  Miss  Alice  Bloomer.  Mr.  H.  Square, 
for  Miss  Bloomer,  produced  a  document  purporting  to  show 
a  sale  of  debtor's  furniture  and  stock  to  Miss  Bloomer  in 
consideration  of  her  advancing  a  sum  of  money  enabling 
debtor  to  settle  with  his  creditors  in  1895.  It  was  shown, 
however,  that  the  debtor  had  never  disclosed  this,  that  he 
had  carried  on  the  business  subsequently  in  his  own  name, 
that  the  document  had  never  been  registered,  and  that 
although  he  had  between  thirty  and  forty  executions,  which 
had  been  paid  out,  this  claim  in  regard  to  Miss  Bloomer  had 
never  been  raised  before  ;  also  that  the  execution  creditor  had 
once  been  paid  out,  and  that  the  claim  was  not  raised  until 
the  second  execution  had  been  in  the  house  for  several  days. 
Debtor  admitted  that  he  had  represented  Miss  Bloomer 
as  his  sister;  and  Mr.  Higgs  stated  that  he  had  never 
heard  of  her  as  Miss  Bloomer  until  these  proceedings, 
she  having  been  introduced  to  him  and  always  passed 
as  Miss  Thomas,  debtor's  sister  and  housekeeper.  His 
Honour  held  that  the  document  came  under  the  Bills 
of  Sale  Act  and  ought  to  have  been  registered,  and 
he  gave  judgment  for  the  execution  creditor. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 


Be  W.  R.  Walket,  32a  Euston  Square,  and  lato  of  3  Maryle- 
bone  Passage,  trading  as  Waller,  Malvine  &  Co.,  Manufac- 
turing Chemist. — An  application  was  made  on  June  22  to  Mr. 
Registrar  Linklater,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  for  an 
order  of  adjudication  against  this  debtor.  It  was  statfed  that 
at  the  first  meeting  of  creditors,  held  on  June  5,  a  resolution 
was  passed  for  the  estate  to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy,  the 
ease  being  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  as  trustee. 
The  accounts  which  had  been  filed  showed  gross  liabilities 
5,087/.  lbs.  Ad.  (unsecured  4.774?.  12s.).  and  assets  372/.  19s.  3(7. 
Th^re  was  no  opposition  to  the  application,  and  his  Honour 
granted  an  order  of  adjudication  in  bankruptcy.  Mr. 
Egerton  S.  Grey  attended  as  Official  Receiver. 


Be  John  Wyatt,  1  Broadway,  Mortlake,  S.W.,  Chemist  and 
Druggist. — Debtor  appeared  for  his  public  examination  at  the 
last  sitting  of  the  Wandsworth  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  Mr. 
Registrar  Willoughby,  upon  accounts  showing  unsecured 
liabilities  445/.  17*.  8r/.,  and  assets  124/.  10s.  bd.  In  reply  to 
the  Official  Receiver  debtor  confirmed  the  statements  made  at 
his  preliminary  examination  (sec.  C.  <6ZA,  Juno  10,  p.  895)  and 
the  accounts  he  had  filed.  He  stated  that  ho  commenced 
business  at  the  end  of  1902,  and  had  carried  it  on  at  a  profit, 
but  not  such  a  profit  as  would  cover  his  living  expenses.  His 
net  profit  for  the  year  prior  to  tho  date  of  the  receiving  order 
was  150/.,  while  his  living  expenses  for  tho  same  period  had 
amounted  to  182/.  Ho  had  kept  books,  but  they  had  never 
been  balanced.  Ho  did  not  know  of  his  insolvency  until  a 
few  weeks  before  ho  filed  his  petition,  although  ho  admitted 
that  according  to  his  deficiency  account  he  had  an  excess  of 
liabilities  over  assets  twelve  months  ago  of  nearly  100/.  He 
had  no  capital  of  his  own  when  ho  started,  but  he  borrowed 
a  sum  of  150/.,  and  of  his  present  indebtedness  234/.  was  in 
respect  of  money  borrowed.  The  examination  was  formally 
adjourned  to  the  next  Court  for  closing. 

Be  William  Edward  Peacock,  Market  Place,  North 
Walsham.  Norfolk,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — From  the  Official 
Receiver  s  report  on  this  case  it  appears  that  the  receiving 
order  was  made  on  June  7;  debtor  having  been  sued  by  one 
of  his  creditors,  the  proceedings  were  instituted  on  his  own 
petition.  He  had  formerly  been  engaged  as  a  traveller  by  a 
firm  of  wholesale  chemists  at  Port  Elizabeth,  and  came  to 
England  and  took  a  situation  in  August  1903  as  manager  in 
the  shop  he  now  occupies.  In  October  1904  he  took  over  tho 
business  from  his  employers,  agreeing  to  pay  200/.  for  samo  by 
weekly  instalments  of  1Z.  He  has,  however,  paid  them  18/. 
only.  The  books  of  account  kept  consist  of  a  cash  takings 
book,  liability  ledger,  and  day  book.  The  partly  secured 
creditors  are  the  vendors  of  the  business,  who  hold  a  policy 
upon  the  debtor's  life,  which  they  redeemed  from  the  office 
at  the  time  of  the  transfer  of  the  business,  and  the  debtor's 
bankers,  who  are  creditors  for  10/.  lis.  lid.,  and  are  the 
holders  of  a  joint  and  several  promissory  notes  for  10/.  This 
latter  claim  is,  however,  not  a  secured  one  so  far  as  the  debtor 
is  concerned.  The  amounts  owing  to  unsecured  creditors 
are,  with  the  exception  of  10/.  borrowed  money,  ordinary 
trade  debts.  Debtor  ascribes  his  present  position  to  "ill- 
health  and  insufficient  business  to  cover  expenses  and  cost  of 
living."'  The  statement  of  accounts  filed  discloses  gross 
liabilities  297/.  19s.  bd..  of  which  254/.  9s.  bd.  is  expected  to 
rank.  The  assets  comprise :  Stock-in-trade,  60/. ;  trade  fix- 
tures, fittings,  utensils,  etc.,  50/. ;  growing  crops  and  tenant 
right,  21.  ;  furniture,  10/.  ;  book  debts  good,  6s.  Id.  ;  making 
122/.  6s.  Id.,  from  which  3/.  10s.  has  to  be  deducted  for  pre- 
ference claims,  leaving  net  assets  118/.  16s.  Id.

Manipulation  of  Prescriptions. 
Sir, — It  has  always  been  my  custom  during  my  dis- 
pensing experience  whenever  I  have  known  a  medical  man 
who  orders  bismuth  without  mucilage,  to  ask  him  whether 
he  prefers  it  suspended  or  otherwise.  Although  this  has 
happened  in  numbers  of  cases,  I  have  not  yet  had  a  negative 
reply.  Under  these  circumstances  I  feel  that  in  uncertain 
cases  I  should  be  more  likely  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
prescriber  by  adding  mucilage  than  not.  Only  to-day  I  had 
a  bottle  in  for  refilling  which  had  contained  a  bismuth  sine 
mucilage  mixture,  dispensed  elsewhere,  and  there  was  a 
quarter  of  an  inch  of  sediment  in  the  bottle.  Evidently 

,  the  patient  had  taken  only  half  the  dose  of  bismuth  intended. 

(  I  notice  one  of  your  correspondents  mentions  using  mag. 
carb.  levis  when  mag.  carb.  is  ordered.  Although  I  have 
seen  dispensing  in  many  parts  of  London  and  the  provinces. 
I  have  always  seen  the  pond.  used.  I  think  it  would  be 
interesting  to  have  this  point  thrashed  out  as  we  did  the 
"Aq.  menth."  question  a  few  years  ago.  I  consider  dis- 
cussions such  as  these  of  the  utmost  interest  and  importance, 
as  they  are  the  only  means  we  have  of  clearing  up  some  in- 
definite points.

Sir,- — Along  with  other  readers  of  the  C .  db  D.,  I  am  much 
interested  in  the  discussion  on  the  "  Manipulation  of  Pre- 
scriptions." Personally,  I  would  not  add  mucilage  in  the 
prescription  given,  my  experience  being  that  it  does  not 
always  produce  a  successful  result  with  bismuth  salts.  While 
talking  over  the  subject  with  a  medical  friend,  he  asked  what 
would  be  generally  given  for  "  Pil.  opii  (gr.  j.)  vj.  I  naturally 
replied  that  pulv.  opii  gr.  j.  in  each  pill  would  be  given. 
He  tells  me  that  he  once  got  pil.  saponis  co.  dispensed  and 

,  the  chemist  stoutly  declared  he  was  quite  right  in  doing  so. 
So  he  was  by  the  Old  B.P.,  but  I  question  whether  many 
dispensers  of  any  experience  would  have  so  dispensed  it.

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Sir. — In  reply  to  the  question  raised  by  "  Shaldon  "  in 
your  issue  of  June  3,  I  may  say  that  it  is  the  invariable 
practice  of  my  firm  never  to  add  anything  to  a  prescription 
if  it  can  be  dispensed  so  as  to  give  accurate  dosage  without 
such  addition.  We  should  never  add  mucilage -to  a  bismuth 
mixture.  In  your  issue  of.  June  17  "Accurate  Dose" 
queries  bismuth  salicylate.  As  in  the  great  majority  of  this 
class  of  mixture  there  is  at  least  one  ingredient  containing 
S.V.R.,  mucilage  is  no  more  needed  here  than  in  a  bismuth- 
carbonate  mixture ;  and  even  if  no  spirituous  liquid  is 
ordered  in  the  prescription,  I  venture  to  think  that  a  few 
drops  of  S.V.R.  to  moisten  the  salicylate  would  be  less  ; 
objectionable  than  several  drachms  of  mucilage.  Although 
we  dispense  prescriptions  from  all  over  the  British  Isles 
and  most  countries  abroad,  we  do  not  remember  having  yet 
received  one  on  which  any  addition  to  the  original  formula 
had  been  marked.

A  Question  of  Price. 

Sir, — Taking  into  consideration  the  dangerous  nature  of 
the  ingredients  in  the  strychnine  mixture  (C .  <t-  D.,  June  17, 
page  939)  and  the  consequent  responsibility  entailed  cn  the 
dispenser.  I  should  consider  Is.  a  fair  price  for  six  ounces, 
and  Is.  6d.  for  double  quantity.  Much  depends,  however, 
on  the  value  placed  by  the  dispenser  on  his  own  work.  An 
eminent  architect  may  charge  201.  for  designing  a  bridge  and 
another  may  charge  5?.  only.  If  the  public  choose  to  risk 
their  lives  on  the  result  of  the  51.  design  it  is  their  own 
look-out.  But  why  should  people  go  to  stores  ?  Some 
chemists  dispense  far  cheaper  medicine  than  stores.  Here 
are  two  recent  examples  :

Powdered  Liquorice  and  Gentian. 

Sib, — The  letter  of  "Lanes,"'  in  your  issue  of  June  10, 
about  adulterated  liquorice  and  gentian  is  of  great  interest 
to  pharmacists,  and  especially  those  who  are  engaged  in 
provincial  towns  where  an  agricultural  trade  occupies  a 
prominent  part.    For  thirty  years  I  have  been  off  and  on 
engaged  in  making  experiments  both  with  gentian-root 
powder  and  liquorice-root  powder,   and   have  had  fre- 
quently to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  they  did  not  con- 
form to  the  recognised  tests  for  these  things.    The  per- 
centage of  aqueous  extract,  for  example,  was  often  very 
much   below   what    Squire's    "Companion"    and  other 
authorities  state  should  be  the  yield,  and  on  several  occa- 
sions, in  an  attempt  to  probe  the  matter  a  little  more 
deeply,  the  retailer  said  :  "  What  you  have  been  supplied 
with  was  what  we  use  for  horse  powders  at  x  per  lb.  and 
not  B.P.    It  is  what  we  use  when  not  specially  ordered  as 
in  prescriptions."    Reference  to  the  wholesaler  revealed 
the  difference  of  price  and  presumably  of  quality.  The 
grinder  very  kindly  took  me  into  his  confidence  and 
actually  invited  me  to  inspect  a  5-ton  batch,  and,  oh! 
what  a  revelation.    I  must  not  tell  it  all,  but  to  this  day 
one  of  the  specimens  of  roots  found  in  this,  which  hap- 
pened to  be  gentian,  has  not  yet  been  identified  with  cer- 
tainty, but  a  first-class  pharmacognosist  of  London  said 
it  was  scammony  root.    I  estimated  that  it  was  present 
to  the  extent  of  at  least  5  to  10  per  cent.    The  question 
applies  equally  to  liquorice,  and  when  one  considers  the 
price  at  which  compound  liquorice  powder  is  sold  by  some, 
it  almost  makes  one  shudder  to  think  what  the  rubbish  is 
made  of.    I  imagine  that  the  special  adulterants  referred 
to  by  your  correspondent  would  only  be  sought  for  by 
those  who  are  in  the  know,  and  one  can  only  hope  that 
such  do  not  find  their  way  into  legitimate  or,  shall  I  say, 
human  pharmacy  ?  Yours  faithfully,

Proscribed  Prescribing. 

Sir, — I  am  much  interested,  as  probably  others  are,  to 
learn  of  the  movement  in  America  for  the  purpose  of  abating 
the  prescription  of  secret  remedies  referred  to  under  the 
above  heading  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  of  June  17.  Medical  pro- 
prietaries have  increased  so  enormously  as  almost  to  threaten 
the  extinction  of  old-fashioned  pharmacy,  and  were  a  similar 
movement  set  on  foot  in  this  country  there  is  no  doubt  that 
it  would  be  received  with  every  encouragement  by  pharma- 
cists as  well  as  medical  men.  Whether  it  would  succeed  in 
its  professed  aim  is  another  matter,  for  until  medical  men 
are  more  permeated  with  the  conviction  that  it  constitutes 
a  degradation  of  their  profession  to  prescribe  a  secret 
remedy  it  is  probable  that  such  prescriptions  will  continue 
to  be  written.  The  proposal  to  publish  a  book  of  "  Xew  and 
X  on-official  Remedies,"  a  sort  of  Index  expurt/atoriug,  is  all 
right  in  its  way,  but  who  is  to  be  interested  in  pushing  the 
sale  and  use  of  such  a  book?  Still,  the  experiment  is  not 
without  interest,  and  its  success  will  be  hoped  for  by  many 
sympathetic  onlookers  outside  of  America.  If  the  men  who 
started  the  B.P.C.  Formulary  had  taken  a  bolder  course, 
and  not  confined  themselves  largely  to  making  imitations  of 
popular  proprietaries,  and  in  this  way  encouraged  substitu- 
tion by  the  pharmacist,  their  little  venture  might  still  have 
been  going  strong,  but  they  grew  weary  in  even  that  weak 
attempt  at  well-doing.  At  present  the  best  effort  in  this 
direction  of  assisting  physicians  is  that  which  was  recently 
made  by  the  Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
whose  "  formulary"  of  remedies  seems  to  be  the  result  of 
the  members  of  the  Association  co-operating  together  in 
producing  good  preparations  which  are  in  local  request. 
This  strikes  the  keynote,  but  of  course  what  suits  Bourne- 
mouth will  not  do  for  Bristol,  but  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
Bristol  and  other  local  centres  doing  what  Bournemouth  has 
done.

Sir. — Your  correspondent  "Inquirer"  touches  the  spot 
when  he  asks  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  to  give  an  analysis  of  the 
financial  position  of  all  the  companies  he  controls.  Xo 
microscope  is  necessary  to  see  what  a  simple  matter  it  is 
to  open  shops  and  sell  drugs  cheap  when  the  public  find 
him  the  capital  and  run  all  the  risk.  The  following  are 
some  of  the  inducements  and  conditions  offered  when  the 
public  were  asked  to  subscribe  the  capital  for  Boots  Cash 
Chemists  (Western),  Ltd.,  in  1897  : 

l!  The  U.  preference  shares  at  a  premium  21s..  and  6  per  cent, 
guaranteed  for  ten  vears  by  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co. 

2.  Boots  P.  D.  Co.  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  redemp- 

tion of  these  shares  at  25s.  after  1902. 

3.  Preference  shareholders  will  only  be  entitled  to  attend  and 

vote  at  meetings  in  case  their  dividends  have  not  been 

4.  For  reasons  connected  with  the  trade  Boots  P.  D.  Co.  do 

not  consider  it  desirable  to  allow  any  detailed  particulars 
of  the  profits  of  the  vendor  company  to  be  published,  etc. 
Xote  that  the  ordinary  shares,  which  give  entire  control, 
are  held  by  Boots  P.  D.  Co.  Xo  one  knows  but  Boots 
whether  the  Western  Company  earns  dividends  or  not. 
Xo  balance  sheets  are  presented  to  the  preference  share- 
holders so  long  as  they  receive  their  interest.  What  right 
have  they  to  bother  about  their  capital?    The  dividends 
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are  not  likely  to  get  into  arrear  during  the  guaranteed 
period,  but  what  then  ?  The  prospectus  says  it  is  an  oppor- 
tunity of  obtaining  a  non-speculative  investment  with  a 
high  rate  of  interest  and  undoubted  security.  As  no  real 
property  is  revealed,  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  how 
the  preference  share  capital  can  be  realised.  Boots  do  not  j 
say  they  will  purchase  the  shares  at  a  premium,  but  they  j 
reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  purchasing  them  at  25s., 
if  it  suits  their  own  purpose;  in  other  words,  if  the 
business  proves  very  successful  it  belongs  to  Boots  P.  D. 
Co.,  if  it  fails,  the  preference  shareholders  can  scramble 
for  the  pieces.  Mention  was  made  in  the  prospectus  of 
the  several  changes  from  Boots,  Ltd.,  to  Boots  Pure  Drug 
Co.  and  so  on  to  Eastern  and  Western,  but  is  it  not 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  at  least  the  majority  of  the 
preference  shareholders  think  they  are  interested  in  one 
big  company  known  as  Boots,  the  biggest  in  the  world  ?  j 
As  you  showed  in  the  0.  <£■  D.  of  June  3,  there  are  five  i 
distinct  companies  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  over 
1,400,000/.,  but  only  one  of  the  five— Boots  Eastern  Co., 
with  300,000/. — publishes  a  balance-sheet  showing  divi- 
dends on  the  ordinary  shares.  Why  is  the  report  of 
this  particular  company  only  advertised  in  the  financial 
papers  ?  Possibly  it  pays  the  best,  but  as  one  particular 
branch  of  the  art  of  selling  goods  is  window-dressing  and 
as  the  same  term  is  often  used  in  financial  matters,  it  is 
only  fair  the  shares  as  well  as  the  drugs  and  gifts  should 
get  a  window  show  now  and  then.

— One  who  attended  the  meeting  of 
women-pharmacists  in  London  last  week  (250/57)  writes:  It 
was  a  representative  gathering,  and  the  union  will  meet  a 
long-felt  want,  and  afford  many  opportunities  for  mutual 
assistance*  besides  promoting  a  more  sociable  spirit  than  at 
present  exists  among  those  members  of  the  fair  sex  who  have 
chosen  for  their  vocation  the  fascinating,  but  arduous,  calling 
of  pharmacy.  The  committee  is  a  most  representative  one, 
"corresponding  members,"  representing  various  parts  of  the 
country,  being  nominated,  so  that,  through  them,  the  Asso- 
ciation may,  from  time  to  time,  get  accounts  of  anything 
relating  to  women's  work  in  pharmacy  in  any  part  of  these 
islands.  An  animated  discussion  took  place  regarding  the 
various  difficulties  which  beset  the  path  of  the  woman-phar- 
macist, and  much  interest  was  shown  in  the  various  experi- 
ences related.  It  is  hoped  that  all  qualified  lady  chemists 
will  join  the  Association  now  formed,  which,  on  the  principle 
that  "  union  is  strength,"  cannot  fail  to  emphasise  and  bring 
to  the  front  the  latent  power  of  woman's  work  in  pharmacy. 
The  Association  has  the  enthusiastic  support  of,  and,  indeed, 
owes  its  origin  to,  leading  women-pharmacists,  and  already 
over  sixty  of  their  fellow-workers  have  decided  to  become 
members.  An  important  feature  will  be  the  keeping  of  a  list 
of  the  names  of  those  members  who  are  desirous  of  employ- 
ment, either  as  locums  or  permanently.  The  help  thus 
afforded  from  headquarters,  Gordon  Hall,  Gordon  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  cannot  fail  to  be  appreciated.

In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate,  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


Pomade  (247/58).— Until  the  appeal  is  decided  by  the  High 
Court  it  is  quite  right  to  sell  nursery-pomade  containing  a 
poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid  as  a  Part  2  poison.  Prepara- 
tions containing  any  scheduled  poison  when  prepared  and 
sold  for  the  destruction  of  vermin  were  put  in  Part  2  in  1869, 
and  the  principal  question  at  issue  now  is  whether  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  and  the  Privy  Council  acted  ultra  vires 
in  so  doing.  It  is  the  name  of  the  article  ("Nursery  Pom- 
ade ")  that  the  law  requires  on  the  label,  not  the  name  of  the 
poison  contained  therein,  unless  when  that  happens  also  to  be 
the  name  of  the  article. 

?'.  C.  H.  (249/17).— It  is  legal  to  open  a  stamped  bottle  of 
antikamnia  tablets  and  to  retail  or  dispense  them  in  smaller 
number.    If  handed  to  the  customer  unpacked  or  in  a  paper 


twist  (such  as  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  permit  for 
lozenges  and  pills,  see  O.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  282),  no  stamp  is 
required.  If,  however,  one  or  more  of  the  tablets  are  sold  in 
a  box  or  other  enclosure,  they  become  dutiable  according  to 
the  price  charged.  It  is  illegal  to  retail  any  dutiable  medi- 
cine supplied  in  unstamped  packages  for  dispensing  pur- 
poses only,  and  the  condition  on  which  such  medicines  may 
be  dispensed  unstamped  is  when  they  are  mixed  with  some- 
thing else. 

J.  H.  _  W.  (248/58).—"  Tic,  Headache,  and  Nerve 
Powders." — The  traveller  who  informed  you  that  an  entire 
drug  sold  under  this  name  is  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty 
was  wrong.  You,  as  a  chemist,  may  sell  such  powders  free  of 
duty,  and  so  may  any  person  who  is  not  a  chemist  but  who 
holds  a  patent-medicine  licence.

— Beta-Eucaine  is  only  manufactured  in 
the  forms  of  the  hydrochloride  and  the  lactate.  The  free  base 
decomposes  so  rapidly  that  it  is  not,  and  never  has  been, 
marketed  by  Scherings.  The  lactate  is  soluble  in  water  to  the 
extent  of  1  in  4  and  the  hydrochloride  1  in  40  (sec  Squire  and 
Caines  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  May  20,  p.  783). 

C.  L.  H.  (248/39).— We  do  not  undertake  the  analysis  of 
samples  with  a  view  to  determining  their  purity  or  otherwise. 
This  sort  of  work  we  expect  that  our  readers  will  do  for  them- 
selves, or  get  done  for  them  by  professional  analysts. 

Alpha  (224/61). — Dental  Obtunders. — All  that  we  can  ascer- 
tain about  the  preparation  which  you  mention  is  that  the 
active  principle  is  a  derivative  of  cocaine,  such  as  tropaco- 
caine.  You  will  find  formulas  for  several  preparations  of 
this  nature  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  (2)  In  the  pre- 
sent state  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  heroine  and  similar  deri- 
vatives of  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  are  technically  out- 
side it.  and  the  proposed  additions 'will  not  alter  thvs  position.

Crude  Camphor. 

The  Japanese  Consul-General  at  New  York  has  issued  the 
following  interesting  statement  concerning  the  causes  which 
have  led  to  the  decline  in  the  shipments  of  crude  camphor : 

"  Various  rumours  have  been  circulated  in  the  camphor 
market  regarding  the  decrease  of  the  export  of  the  Japanese 
product  during  last  year.  These  reports  have  been  attributed 
by  some  to  the  effect  of  the  war  in  the  East,  and  by  others  to 
the  impression  that  the  Japanese  Government  placed  an 
embargo  on  the  shipment  of  the  crude,  with  a  view  to  con- 
trolling the  refined  product  throughout  the  world's  markets. 

"  I  am,  however,  now  authorised  by  my  Government  to 
state  that  these  rumours  are  entirely  without  foundation,  and 
also  to  set  forth  clearly  the  real  state  of  the  camphor  industry 
in  Japan.  The  scarcity  of  camphor  in  the  mainland  of  Japan 
and  Formosa  during  last  year  is  the  only  cause  of  the  sudden 
fall  in  its  export.  In  Formosa  there  was  an  inundation  in 
the  districts  where  camphor-trees  grow ;  and  also  there  arose 
a  serious  trouble  with  the  savage  native  tribes,  which  caused 
no  small  hindrance  to  this  industry.  In  the  mainland  of 
Japan  the  chief  reason  lies,  of  course,  in  the  scarcity  of  tho 
raw  material.  Another  explanation  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
shortly  after  the  enactment  of  the  monopoly  law  in  Japan,  the 
compensation  paid  by  the  Government  being  lower  than  the 
former  market  price,  the  manufacturers  in  Kobe  produced 
much  less  for  some  time. 

"Ever  since  the  monopoly  law  was  brought  to  effect  the 
Japanese  Government  has  been  making  an  effort  to  increase 
the  production  and  to  cheapen  the  price,  in  order  to  satisfy 
the  demands  of  the  foreign  market,  and  for  this  purpose  they 
are  now  planning  the  planting  of  more  camphor-trees." 

Meanwhile,  it  may  be  said  the  decreased  supplies  of  crude 
camphor  have  enabled  Japanese  refiners  actively  to  compete 
with  the  British  and  American  refiners  in  the  principal 
markets  of  the  world.  The  Japanese  Government  appears  to 
have  circulated  similar  information  to  the  various  consulates.

THE  beauties  of  the  early  spring-flowering  trees  and 
shrubs,  as  well  as  the  luxuriant  growth  of  foliage  and 
flowers  in  the  hedgerows,  are  now  brilliant  and  very  general, 
not  being  confined  to  any  particular  districts  or  counties. 
Notwithstanding  this  free  growth,  it  is  comparatively  easy 
in  the  spring  and  early  summer  months  to  note  the  appear- 
ance of  individual  plants,  which  becomes  difficult  as  the 
summer  advances,  one  plant  crowding  upon  the  other  in 
such  rapid  succession.  There  are  some,  however,  that 
always  assert  their  presence  over  others,  and  though  they 
may  have  little  or  no  claim  to  consideration  as  medicinal,  or 
even  useful,  plants,  they  may  have,  on  the  other  hand, 
points  of  difference  from  their  congeners,  either  in  habit  or 
structure,  to  make  them  interesting  to  the  pharmaceutical 
student. 

From  early  June  the  plant  that  has  made  its  presence 
known  most  strongly  in  the  tall  hedges  which  are  so  charac- 
teristic of  this  part  of  Devon  has  been  the  Cleaver  or  Goose- 
grass  (Galium  Afarine).  Up  to  a  height  of  4  or  5  feet  it 
clambers,  covering  the  hedge,  often  for  yards,  with  a  sheet 
of  its  white  flowers.  Though  the  stem  is  so  weak  in  itself 
that  it  is  readily  broken,  it  is  so  densely  covered  with  its 
well-known  bristles  as  to  be  quite  able  to  support  itself  by 
a  system  of  mere  scrambling,  without  any  form  of  twisting 
or  by  tendrils,  as  is  the  case  with  so  many  climbing  plants. 
The  bristles,  with  which  it  is  so  plentifully  endowed,  and 
from  which  the  plant  obtains  its  specific  name  of  Afarine, 
are  sufficiently  recurved  to  enable  it  to  lay  hold  of  any 
surrounding  plants.  Even  the  fruits  are  clothed  with  these 
hooked  bristles,  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  their  own 
weight  and  assisting  in  their  own  protection.  The  Cleaver 
is  a  member  of  a  well-known  medicinal  family — namely,  the 
Eubiacem — to  which  we  owe  the  genus  Cinchona,  as  well  as 
the  coffee  and  other  important  economic  plants.  Besides 
its  abundance  in  this  country  it  is  found  in  other  parts  of 
Europe,  Northern  Africa,  Northern  and  Western  Asia, 
India,  and  North  and  South  America.  Goose-grass  at  one 
time  had  a  reputation  among  the  peasantry  for  the  cure  of

scorbutic  complaints,  particularly  as  a  spring  medicine.  It 
was  also  strongly  recommended  for  outward  application  in 
the  form  of  a  cataplasm  for  the  cure  of  cancer,  as  well  as  in 
all  forms  of  ulcerous  and  scrofulous  affections,  which  was 
said  to  be  much  assisted  by  the  internal  use  .either  of  a 
decoction  or  of  the  juice  itself.  Many  writers  have  extolled 
its  virtues  as  an  aperient  and  diuretic,  and  as  a  valuable 
medicine  in  diarrhoea  and  dropsy.  The  roasted  seeds  have 
been  used  as  a  substitute  for  coffee,  to  which  it  is  said  they 
have  a  strong  resemblance  in  flavour.  The  plant  itself 
forms  an  excellent  strainer  for  milk,  the  fine  bristles  pre- 
venting the  passage  of  anything  but  the  fluid.  The  popular 
name  of  "Goose-grass"  is  obtained  from  the  fact  that 
geese  are  said  to  be  very  fond  of  the  plant. 

From  the  plant  just  referred  to  to  the  Milkwort  (Poly gala 
vulgaris)  is  a  far  cry,  with  regard  to  their  botanical  affinities, 


the  localities  in  which  they  grow,  and  their  general  habits. 
The  Milkwort  is  a  small  perennial  with  a  creeping  fibrous 
root  and  slender  stems  from  3  to  8  inches  high.  The 
flowers  are  borne  in  a  terminal  raceme  and  vary  in  colour 
from  white  to  pink,  blue,  or  purple.  The  fruit  is  a  com- 
pressed cordate,  drooping  capsule,  two-valved,  and  en- 
veloped in  the  persistent  calyx-wings,  which  are  larger  than 
the  others  and  petaloid ;  the  petals  are  united,  and  the 
stamens  subdiadelphous,  the  anthers  opening  by  transverse 
pores.  The  structure  of  the  plant  will  be  better  under- 
stood by  reference  to  the  figure.    Beyond  its  English  habitat

the  plant  is  found  in  Arctic  Europe,  North  Africa,  Siberia, 
and  Western  Asia.  The  name  "Milkwort"  is  in  allusion 
to  the  property  it  is  said  te  possess  of  increasing  the  milk  of 
animals  that  feed  upon  it.  Referring  to  other  names  by 
which  the  plant  is  known,  Gerard  says  : 

It  doth  especially  floure  in  the  Cross  or  Gang  weeke, 
or  Rogation  weeke ;  of  which  floures  the  maidens  which  use 
in  the  countries  to  walke  the  procession  do  make  them- 
selves garlands  and  nosegaies;  in  English  wee  may  call  it 
Crosse-floure  or  Procession-floure,  Gang-floure,  Rogation- 
floure,  and  Milkwort. 
The  plant  has  a  persistent  bitter  taste,  accompanied  by  a 
slightly  acrid  and  aromatic  flavour,  which  aremost  developed 
in  the  bark  of  the  root.    In  medicine  it  has  been  used  as  an 
expectorant,  tonic,  and  purgative.    Sir  J.  E.  Smith  says  of 
it  : 

An  infusion  of  the  herb,  taken  in  the  morning  fasting, 
promotes  expectoration,  and  is  good  for  a  catarrhous  cough. 
I  tried  it  at  Montpellier.  by  the  advice  of  Professor  Gouan, 
with  success,  and  have  since  known  it  useful. 
An  infusion  of  the  dried  plant  taken  in  the  form  of  tea  is 
said  to  be  both  pleasant  and  wholesome.    It  may  be  noted 
that  of  the  genus  Polygala  several  species  are  known  for  then- 
medicinal  properties,  the  most  important  of  which,  how- 
ever, is  probably  P.  Senega,  which  yields  the  North  Ameri- 
can snake-root. 

A  plant  which  is  very  common  in  pastures  and  waste 
places— often,  indeed,  too  common  in  the  former— is  the 
Greater  Plantain  (Plantago  major).  It  has  a  long  period  ol 
flowering  during  tUe  summer,  extending  from  May  to  Sep- 
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tember.  The  large  radical,  broadly  ovate  leaves  often 
occupy  a  considerable  space  over  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
and  from  their  bases  throw  up  numerous  slender,  cylindrical

flower-spikes.  All  these  points  are  well  known,  and  so  is 
the  fact  that  the  seeds  are  often  used  for  feeding  cage-birds  ; 
but  it  may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  plant  has  had 
many  medicinal  virtues  attributed  to  it,  and  that  it  is  one

upon  which  fasciations  in  flower-spikes  not  infrequently 
occur;  it  is  not  often,  however,  that  such  an  extensive 
system  of  fasciation  is  found  even  in  the  plantain  as  that 


shown  in  the  drawing,  which  has  been  made  from  a  plant 
growing  in  this  neighbourhood.  Two  normal  spikes  are 
shown  by  its  side.  In  the  fasciated  spike  three  stems  seem 
to  have  united,  the  main  one  again  branching  into  three 
towards  the  apex ;  all  the  stems  to  the  very  tips  being 
thickly  clothed  with  flowers,  fruits,  and  small  leaves.  With 
regard  to  the  medicinal  properties  of  the  plant,  which  is 
bitterish  and  slightly  acrid,  Dioscorides  considered  it  most 
useful  for  outward  application  in  inflammations,  tumours, 
ulcers,  and  ophthalmia,  and  internally  for  htemorrhage, 
dysentery,  asthma,  and  in  intermittent  fevers.  Among  the 
peasantry  the  leaves  were  formerly  considered  very  effica- 
cious as  an  application  to  recent  wounds  and  sores  and  in 
the  form  of  a  poultice  to  cleanse  and  heal  foul  ulcers. 

Turning  now  to  the  large  natural  order  Vmbcllijcrw,  and 
from  inland  plants  to  a  native  of  sandy  sea-shores,  we  have 
in  the  so-called  Sea  Holly  {Eryngium  maritimum)  a  plant 
that  might,  from  its  globular  flower-heads  and  its  thistle- 
like appearance,  be  taken  for  a  composite  rather  than  an 
umbellifer.  A  closer  examination  of  the  flowers,  however, 
will  sufficiently  prove  its  proper  affinities.  Formerly  the 
roots  of  this  striking  plant,  which  at  present  is  in  full 
flower,  were  candied  and  used  as  a  sweetmeat,  and  in  this 
form  were  considered  to  have  valuable  medicinal  properties 
in  chest-affections.  Dioscorides  considered  the  roots  useful 
in  liver-disorders,  and  Boerhaave  recommended  them  as  a 
most  useful  diuretic  and  antiscorbutic  medicine.  The 
eryngium  at  the  present  time  has  no  use  except  as  an 
ornamental  plant.

Tout  cela  est  change.  Whatever  may  be  the  extent 
of  feeling  we  cherish  as  we  look  back  to  the  past,  and 
whatever  may  be  the  regret  in  witnessing  the  spirit  of 
unhealthy  competition  that  has  invaded  our  ranks,  yet 
we  cannot  but  recognise  in  the  changes  of  the  past 
quarter  of  a  century  the  attainment  of  a  large  amount  of 
substantial  good,  and  the  promise  of  better  things  to 
come. 

80  said  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins  when  he  spoke  on  pharmaceutical 
ethics  at  Brighton  on  August  13,  1872,  when  the  ninth 
annual  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
was  held  there  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Brady, 
F.L.S.,  F.C.S.  The  whole  of  the  Tuesday  was  given  up  to 
pharmaceutical  education.  The  President's  address  re- 
flected that  subject  so  far  as  the  examination  side  of  it  is 
concerned,  and  on  it  he  spoke  with  the  intimacy  of  great 
experience,  for  although  Mr.  Brady  was  known  to  many  as 
a  "terror,"  those  who  were  examined  by  him  and  knew 
botany  can  recall  the  pleasure  which  he  conveyed  to  them  as 
he  elucidated  their  knowledge.  After  the  President's  ad- 
dress, Professor  Attfield  opened  the  discussion  with  the  first 
part  of  a  paper  embodying  ideas  which  dominated  thought  on 
this  subject  for  the  next  twenty  years.  Then  there  was  a 
note  by  Mr.  Julius  Schweitzer,  one  from  Mr.  Barnard  S. 
Proctor,  and  Mr.  Atkins  gave  his  ethical  thoughts.  In  the 
afternoon  letters  on  the  subject  were  read  from  Mr.  Edward 
Smith,  of  Torquay ;  Mr.  John  Mackay  and  Mr.  William 
Gilmour,  of  Edinburgh;  Mr.  David  Kemp,  of  Portobello ; 
and  Mr.  P.  Squire,  Mr.  G.  W.  Sandford,  and  Mr.  Eobert 
Hampson.  of  London.  The  speakers  who  followed  were 
Mr.  G.  F.  Schacht,  Mr.  W.  W.  Stoddart,  Professor 
George  F.  H.  Markoe,  (of  Boston,  U.S.A.),  Mr.  A.  F. 
Haselden  (President  P.S.G.B.),  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe, 
Professor  Michael  Foster,  Mr.  R.  W.  Giles,  Mr.  Richard 
Reynolds,  and  Dr.  John  Baker  Edwards  (of  Montreal). 
The  names  give  some  idea  of  the  comparatively  young  men 
who  at  that  tune  were  taking  an  active  interest  in  the 
B.P.C.  Wednesday's  business  affords  a  further  glimpse  of 
what  the  young  body  was  doing  for  pharmaceutical  research, 
for  fourteen  papers  were  submitted  on  that  day  as  follows  :

There  are  others  in  the  group  which  might  be  named,  but 
the  means  of  identification  are  not  clear.  ,  Mr.  Atkins,  some- 
how or  other,  escaped  being  taken,  but  one  of  his  successors 
in  the  presidential  chair  was  there  as  the  delegate  of  the 
Northampton  Chemists'  Association,  but  we  cannot  "  spot  " 
him.  The  Aberdeen,  Bristol,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  Norwich,  and  Nottingham  Associations  also 
sent  delegates,  and  Dr.  Stevenson  Macadam  represented  the 
North  British  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr. 
A.  E.  Tanner  was  one  of  the  Liverpool  delegates,  and  sits  to 
the  left  of  Mr.  Reynolds.  Of  the  Brighton  pharmacists  who 
were  in  it,  there  are  still  to  the  fore  Mr.  H.  Barton,  now 
retired  from  retail  trade ;  Mr.  T.  Billing,  who  in  1872  took 
Mr.  J.  Schweitzer's  business  for  Messrs.  Savory  &  Moore, 
and  is  now  retired  ;  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  who  in  1872  left  Mr. 
Schweitzer  and  opened  for  himself  at  122  King's  Road  (he 
is  the  Chairman  of  the  1905  Local  Committee)  ;  Mr.  E. 
Histed,  now  retired  from  the  retail  and  practising  as  a 
dentist ;  Mr.  J.  Padwick,  still  in  business  as  then  ;  Mr.  E.  F. 
Salmon,  the  good  little  boy  in  the  front  row  of  the  picture, 
sitting  down  before  his  father,  Mr.  F.  W.  Salmon  (Mr.  E.  F. 
Salmon  is  in  business  where  his  father  was  before  him. 
"  Salmon  &  Son,"  30  Western  Road,  Hove) ;  Mr.  Else,  of 
Messrs.  Foster  &  Else,  now  living  retired  at  Tunbridge 
Wells.  How  far  Mr.  Atkins's  optimism  is  justifiable  as 
regards  the  thirty-three  years  which  have  since  elapsed,  it  is 
scarcely  necessary  to  say,  but  here  is  a  bit  of  actuality  which 
occurred  in  a  Brighton  pharmacy  on  Saturdav.  June  17. 
1905,  at  11.10  p.m.  : 

Enter  Great  Swell :  "  I  want  some  tubes  of  artist's  colours." 

Pharmacist :  "  This  is  a  chemist's  shop  ;  there  is  an  artist's 
colourman  a  few  dcors  along  the  road,  but,  at  this  time  of 
night,  I  expect  you  will  find  the  place  closed." 

Great  Swell :  "  I  know  that — that's  why  I  came  here.  I 
generally  get  everything  I  want  at  's." 

Pharmacist :  "  Yes  ?  " 

Great  Swell:  "  Oh  !  Chemists  sell  everything.  You've  got 
cameras  in  your  window — they  are  not  physic." 

Pharmacist:  "Certainly;  I  am  a  photographic  chemist  as 
well  as  a  legally  qualified  chemist  by  examination." 

Great  Swell :"  "  Well,  what  of  that  ?   are  chemists  just 

the  same:  they  say  so  themselves." 

Pharmacist:  "I  beg  your  pardon,  they  are  not.  If  you 
were  to  look  through  the  chemists'  register  I  don't  think  you 
would  find  their  name  mentioned.  They  are  general  dealers, 
and  have  usurped,  so  as  to  mislead,  a  title  which  they  have  no 
moral  right  to  use." 

Great  Swell:   "Why  don't  the  authorities  prevent  them 
calling  themselves  such,  if  they  are  not?  " 
Pharmacist :  "  That  is  the  rub  ;  but  a  new  Bill  is  now  before

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The  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Public. 

THE  first  of  a  series  of  "conferences"  promoted  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held  at  the 
Great  Central  Hotel,  Leeds,  on  Monday,  June  19,  when 
the  members  of  the  Society  in  the  West  Riding  district  of 
Yorkshire  met  to  hear  an  address  delivered  publicly  by  Mr. 
J.  Rymer  Young,  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  and  there- 
after a  private  meeting  was  held.  Mr.  Young  was  accom- 
panied by  the  Secretary  and  his  fellow  Councillor  Mr. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme.  Mr.  Thomas  Fairley,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.,  public  analyst  for  the  city,  and  Mr.  J.  C. 
Malcolm,  the  Coroner,  attended  by  invitation.  Others 
present  were  Messrs.  J.  H.  Beacock,  F.  W.  Branson, 

E.  0.  Brown,  J.  Campbell,  W.  T.  Castelow,  F.  Fearnley, 

F.  W.  Hollingworth,  H.  C.  Ivinson,  G.  Jackson,  W. 
Johnson,  F.  C.  Long,  A.  S.  Rollin,  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant, 
C.  F.  Thackray,  J.  T.  Williamson,  A.  Winterbottom,  G.  W. 
Worfolk  (President,  Leeds  Chemists'  Association),  A. 
Wrigley,  and  E.  Yewdall,  of  Leeds;  Smith  Ward,  Batley 
Carr  ;  A.  Hanson,  H.  K.  Jackson,  and  W.  A.  Wood,  of  Brad- 
ford ;  J.  Day,  Dewsbury;  W.  E.  Smithies,  Elland ;  J.  S. 
Archer,  Guisley;  J.  B.  Broadbent,  Hanley ;  J.  B.  Pater, 
R.  C.  Walshaw  (President,  Huddersfield  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation), and  J.  B.  Wood,  Huddersfield;  F.  Gill,  Keigh- 
ley;  W.  T.  Senior,  Ripon;  J.  W.  Shepherd,  Settle;  H.  Ant- 
cliffe,  A.  R.  Fox,  and  G.  Squire,  of  Sheffield;  Alderman  H. 
Dunn,  Shipley ;  and  W.  Calvert,  Slaithwaite.  Mr.  Young 
presided.    His  address  was  on 

The  Claims  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  to 
Public  Recognition. 
It  was  admittedly  addressed  to  the  greater  public  beyond  the 
walls  of  the  hotel,  its  purpose  being  to  educate  the  ordinary 
man  in  the  street.  Nevertheless  we  may  quote  the  more 
salient  points.  Having  referred  to  the  common  view  that  a 
chemist  is  a  man  who  sells  chemicals,  drugs,  and  allied 
articles,  which  Mr.  Young  said  is  not  a  right  definition,  he 
spoke  of  the  1852  and  1868  Pharmacy  Acts.  By  the  former, 
he  said,  the  term  "pharmaceutical  chemist"  was  elevated 
to  the  rank  of  a  legal  professional  title  to  be  obtainable  only 
after  examination  and  registration;  and  in  the  latter  it  is 
considered  expedient  for  "the  safety  of  the  public  that, 
persons  keeping  open  shop  for  the  retailing,  dispensing,  or 
compounding  of  poisons,  and  persons  known  as  chemists 
and  druggists,  should  possess  a  competent  practical  know- 
ledge of  their  business."  A  "chemist,"  then,  is  a  person 
who  has  satisfied  the  authorities  that  he  possesses  this  com- 
petent knowledge  by  passing  the  examination  prescribed  by 
law,  and  has  been  registered  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
by  virtue  of  the  statute.  The  ordinary  citizen  who  is  enter- 
tained and  amazed  now  and  again  by  huge  advertisements 
illustrating  the  rapacity  of  the  "private  chemist"  may  not 
realise  what  the  prescribed  examinations  mean ;  so  Mr. 
Young  gave  an  outline  of  them,  showing  that  the  title 
"  chemist"  represents  an  expenditure  of  from  150?.  to  200/. 
in  money,  some  four  years  of  training,  and  an  amount  of 
mental  energy  that  in  other  walks  of  life  would  secure 
ample  recognition  and  reward.  And  there  are,  said  Mr. 
Young,  between  fifteen  and  sixteen  thousand  of  such 
chemists  in  Great  Britain,  many  of  them  struggling  through 
life  under  conditions  of  hours  of  labour  and  remuneration 
that  an  unskilled  labourer  would  refuse  to  accept.  Then  he 
proceeded  to  speak  of 

MEDICAL  AND  PHARMACEUTICAL  RELATIONS 

in  the  following  strain,  his  remarks  being  occasionally 
applauded  : 

Lashed  as  a  "  monopolist "  by  the  impersonal  monopolists 
who  under  the  aegis  of  the  Companies  Acts  exploit  his  title, 
stigmatised  as  a  profit-grabber  by  the  thousand-and-one  un- 
qualified competitors  who  have  no  legal  public  obligations, 
and  who  ignore  all  moral  ones,  and  harassed  by  Acts  of 
Parliament  from  the  operation  of  which  most  of  the  trading 
community  is  free,  the  lot  of  the  averagn  pharmacist,  liV 
that  of  other  servants  of  the  State,  is  not  a  happy  one.  He 
is  a  victum  of  specious  reasoning  and  fallacious  conelusions, 
and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  he  has  himself  to  thank  to  a 
great  extent  in  the  fact  that  he  has  hitherto  stood  too  much 
on  his  dignity  and  exhibited  marked  disinclination  to  raise 


his  voice  and  let  the  people  know  what  he  is,  what  he  does, 
where  he  is,  and  what  he  suffers,  or,  in  short,  to  reveal  the 
necessity  for  his  statutory  existence  and  his  claims  to  special 
consideration.  In  singular  contrast  to  the  blatant  cheap- 
jack  methods  adopted  by  some  of  the  elusive  and  intangible 
companies,  the  legitimate  qualified  chemist  has  been  too  apt — 
relying  on  the  justice  of  his  position — to  hide  his  light  under  a 
bushel  and  avoid  being  seen  and  heard  of  men.  But  the  time 
has  come  when  the  interests  of  the  nation,  as  well  as  of  that 
particular  portion  of  it  charged  with  the  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines and  the  sale  of  toxic  substances,  demand  the  statement 
in  the  clearest  and  plainest  manner  possible  of  the  relation- 
ship which  it  was  intended  by  Parliament  should  subsist 
between  those  who  prescribe  medicines,  those  who  compound 
them,  and  those  who  take  them.  That  relationship  is  un- 
mistakably conveyed  in  the  principle  of  the  education  and 
registration  of  the  vendor  laid  down  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts, 
and  it  indicated  a  deliberate  intention  to  place  between  the 
physician  and  the  patient  a  responsible  individual  whose  skill 
and  knowledge  should  aid  the  one  and  safeguard  the  other. 
It  was  realised,  what  is  nowadays  apt  to  be  forgotten,  that 
the  medical. man  is  dependent  upon  the  accuracy  and  in- 
tegrity of  the  dispenser,  and  that  in  the  event  of  any  inadver- 
tent error  in  a  prescription  the  inability  to  detect  it  through 
the  incompetence  of  tne  chemist  might  lead  to  the  gravest 
consequences  to  the  sick. 

I  have  no  hesitation  is  saying,  without  any  undue  demon- 
stration of  that  "solicitude  for  the  commonweal"  which  in 
the  eyes  of  limited  companies  has  the  appearance  of  nothing 
less  than  crime,  that  the  thirty-seven  years  of  operation  of  the 
principle  in  question  has  saved  many  a  medical  man  from 
error  and  consequent  disaster,  and  many  a  human  being  from 
injury  or  even  death.  There  is  not  one  of  you  here  who  has  not 
frequently  been  obliged  to  refuse  to  sell  potent  articles  to 
persons  of  whom  you  have  suspicion,  or  about  whom  you  are 
not  perfectly  satisfied,  and  in  carrying  out  that  obligation  to 
the  State  you  have  been  doing  what  no  other  keeper  of  an 
open  shop  is  expected  to  do  or  ever  does  do — act  against  your 
own  private  interests.  This  is  one  of  the  many  very  import- 
ant services  that  can  be  rendered.  Yet  what  do  tne  public 
know  of  it  ?  About  as  little  as  they  know  of  the  detection  of 
excessive  doses  in  prescriptions,  or  the  discovery  of  prescribed 
incompatibles — things  we  are  daily  engaged  in  correcting, 
with  the  disheartening  consciousness  that  this  application  of 
technical  skill  usually  passes  by  unnoticed  and  unrewarded. 
I  could  tell  of  a  number  of  instances  in  which,  after  having 
saved  a  patient  from  a  badlv  proportioned  prescription,  I 
have  received  the  due  reward  of  professional  care  by  being 
told  that  the  price  was  Id.  or  lj<7.  more  than  it  ought  to  be  ! 
Every  pharmacist  in  the  country  can  furnish  similar  cases  of 
public  ingratitude  or  indifference. 

THE  PERSONAL  AND  IMPERSONAL  "  CHEMIST." 

Mr.  Young  said  further  that  it  is  not  because  the  public 
do  not  want  protection  in  matters  relating  to  their  health 
and  well-being,  or  that  they  prefer  the  incompetent  to  the 
registered,  and  publicity  is  needed,  but  it  is  because  they 
have  in  recent  years  been  deprived  of  the  means  of  dis- 
tinguishing between  the  one  and  the  other.  This  was  by  the 
decision  of  the  House  of  Lords  that  a  company  is  not  hit  at 
by  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  1868  Act.  Mr.  Young  detailed 
the  effects  of  this,  referring  to  advertisements  in  the 
"  Times,"  "theft"  of  titles  by  companies,  and  the  delusion 
of  the  public  "into  the  feeling  that  the  only  difference 
between  a  public  or  store  chemist  with  400  branches  and  no 
responsibility  and  the  '  private  '  or  statutory  chemist  tied  up 
with  legal  responsibilities  is  simply  a  matter  of  price."  This 
delusion,  he  said,  can  only  be  removed  by  the  means  pro- 
posed in  the  Pharmacy  Bill — namely,  by  placing  companies 
on  the  same  footing  in  regard  to  the  handling  of  poisons  or 
the  dispensing  of  medicines  as  natural  individuals. 

AN  APPEAL  TO  THE  STATE 

followed  this,  Mr.  Young  arguing  that  the  public  should 
demand  for  those  who  have  conformed  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  protection  "  so  far  as  professional  services 
go,"  educing  the  following  reasons  : 

Without  the  reasonable  protection  of  the  pharmacist  in  the 
exercise  of  that  portion  of  his  work  which  is  most  onerous  and 
least  remunerative  there  cannot  possibly  be  any  real  protect- 
tion  of  the  public.  Parliament  is  a  bundle  of  strange  and 
varied  opinions,  but  I  shall  indeed  be  surprised  if  it  ever 
reaches  the  quixotic  determination  of  leaving  the  health  of 
the  nation  to  the  unrestrained  dangers  of  diagnosis  by  news- 
paper, dispensing  by  the  irresponsible  merchant,  and  admini- 
stration by  the  ignorant  buyer  in  the  cheapest  market.  If 
such  a  determination  were  arrived  at  we  should  be  free  to  do 
what  the  unqualified  now  do.  but  which  our  sense  of  responsi- 
bility restrains  us  from  doing,  and  no  doubt  our  training 
would  bring  us  to  the  front  and  enable  us  to  secure  a  better

financial  recompense  as  untrammelled  and  unsophisticated 
traders  than  we  now  enjoy ;  but  while  and  so  long  as  we  are 
statutory  guardians  of  the  poison-bottle,  and  have  special 
obligations  towards  the  public,  we  cannot  act  as  ordinary 
shopkeepers,  and  we  are  consequently  justified  in  reminding 
Parliament  and  the  community  it  represents  that  there  is 
such  a  thing  to  be  maintained  and  observed  as  reciprocal 
relationship  between  the  servant  and  the  served.  We  as 
chemists  have  kept  our  side  of  the  contract,  and  may  reason- 
ably look  to  the  representatives  of  the  people  to  do  their  part 
now. 

Therefore,  if  the  public  desire  to  secure  protection  for 
themselves,  let  them  give  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  support 
in  its  efforts  to  amend  and  strengthen  the  law,  so  that  every 
shop — whether  a  single  business  or  the  four-hundredth  part 
of  a  company — shall  be  under  the  same  effective  control. 
Meanwhile,  until  this  amendment  is  obtained  there  is  only 
one  method  of  safe  conduct  for  each  party.  For  the  statutory 
individual  there  must  be  no  deviation,  whatever  the  tempta- 
tion (which  is  often  great),  from  the  strict  fulfilment  of  the 
conditions  imposed  upon  him  by  law  or  from  the  additional 
precautions  prescribed  by  trained  discretion.  He  may  feel 
inclined  to  resent  being  punished  for  his  individuality — surely 
we  all  feel  this  at  times — but  as  occupying  a  definite  position 
in  the  national  organisation  it  is  his  duty  to  cultivate  the 
sublimity  of  suffering,  yet  remaining  strong. 

For  the  public  interim  safety  can  only  be  attained  by 
accepting  solely  the  guarantee  of  individual  qualification. 
They  must  make  sure  that  the  shop  whence  medicines  are 
procured  is  under  the  personal  care  of  a  qualified  proprietor. 
They  must  not  be  led  away  by  the  consideration  that  Some- 
body's Cash  Stores  sell  cheap  drugs,  for  cheapness  in  medi- 
cines is  usually  obtained  at  the  expense  of  the  patient  (any- 
thing less  than  perfection  is  poor  policy  in  dispensing),  and 
they  must  look  with  incredulity  and  askance  at  general  state- 
ments about  annually  distributed  "millions"  or  "every 
shop  is  under  qualified  management." 

A  Discussion 

was  initiated  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Branson,  who  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  public  are  prepared  to  recognise  the  neces- 
sity of  having  a  technically  and  scientifically  trained  and 
legalised  body  of  men  for  the  distribution  of  poisonous 
drugs  and  the  compounding  of  medicines.  He  mentioned 
illustrative  cases.  He  had  had  a  request  for  a  preparation 
of  ergot,  a  bogus  prescription  by  an  unqualified  person  being 
produced.  In  Leeds  cases  had  been  investigated  by  the 
civic  authorities  in  which  this  had  been  used  for  illicit  pur- 
poses. He  had  in  his  pocket  a  letter  from  a  Leeds  medical 
man  stating  that  in  the  possession  of  a  patient  he  had  found 
no  less  than  four  ounces  of  cocaine  hydrochloride.  It  was 
evident  from  that  that  even  the  present  restrictions  are  not 
a  complete  safeguard  to  the  public,  and  if  the  restrictions 
were  relaxed,  as  some  people  claimed  that  they  should  be, 
the  consequences  might  be  most  serious.  He  instanced  a 
third  case,  in  which  a  total  stranger  bought  a  quarter  of  a 
pound  of  white  arsenic  in  a  paper,  with  nothing  written  on 
the  wrapper,  no  poison  label,  and  no  name  and  address  of 
the  seller.  It  had  been  found  among  the  effects  of  a  de- 
ceased person.  What  chemists  now  want,  he  concluded,  is 
to  reach  the  public  in  order  that  members  of  Parliament  may 
see  that  the  public  are  concerned  in  maintaining  the  principle 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  T.  Fairley  remarked  that,  as  a  result  of  many  years' 
experience  of  chemists,  he  felt  a  great  respect  and  esteem 
for  them.  There  is  no  doubt  that  pharmacists  have  the 
issues  of  life  and  death  in  their  hands.  So  many  and  such 
serious  responsibilities  are  put  upon  them  by  Parliament 
that,  speaking  as  an  outsider,  he  felt  they  should  be  given  a 
degree  of  security  proportionate  to  those  responsibilities. 
It  is,  therefore,  most  unjust  that  any  others,  whether 
limited  liability  companies  or  persons,  should  be  able  to  take 
these  responsibilities,  and  enter  into  competition  with  the 
registered  chemists  by  a  side-door,  without  having  the  legal 
qualification.  All  that  chemists  want  is  that  all  persons 
who  carry  on  the  same  business  should  be  subjected  to  the 
same  tests  and  restrictions,  and  this  appeared  to  him  as  an 
outsider  to  be  a  very  reasonable  request,  and  one  which 
should  entitle  them  to  the  sympathy  of  all  persons  who  are 
patriots  and  are  anxious  for  the  furtherance  of  all  measures 
which  tend  to  the  advance  of  the  public  health,  which  ad- 
vance is  the  object  of  the  chemist's  profession  as  it  is  the 
object  also  of  the  medical  profession. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Worfolk  commended  the  Society  for  calling 
those  meetings. 
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Alderman  Dunn  (Shipley)  said  the  declaration  that  the 
companies  are  outside  the  law  in  relation  to  the  Pharmacy 
Act  appears  to  be  as  singular  a  statement  as  it  would  be 
to  say  that  a  company  formed  to  commit  burglaries  or  to 
commit  murder  would  be  outside  of  the  law.  He  thought 
it  one  of  the  most  absurd  interpretations  of  English  law. 
In  regard  to  personal  experiences,  he  remembered  that  some 
time  ago  a  prescription  was  brought  to  him  for  a  mixture 
which  included  two  ounces  of  perchloride  of  mercury.  If 
the  people  had  gone  to  some  drug-stores  where  the  assistant 
was  not  a  properly  trained  man,  that  prescription  with  the 
error  in  it  might  have  been  dispensed,  and  there  might  have 
been  some  work  for  the  Coroner.  He  thought  that  there 
were  various  elements  in  the  training  of  the  chemist  which 
were  of  public  utility.  He  knew  nothing  which  so  much 
developed  the  power  of  observation  and  habits  of  precision 
and  exactitude. 

Mr.  Newsholme  referred  to  some  proofs  of  the  urgent 
need  for  the  position  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
takes  up ;  and,  referring  to  Mr.  Boot's  sneering  remark 
about  the  pharmacist  spending  the  morning  looking  through 
a  microscope,  spoke  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  State  by 
men  who  did  research-work,  and  held  that  it  would  be  a 
great  loss  if  circumstances  made  it  impossible  for  chemists 
to  do  such  work  in  the  future.  He  was  delighted  that  their 
organisation  is  bringing  the  matter  before  the  public.  They 
had  far  too  long  discussed  such  questions  among  themselves 
merely. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Rymer  Young  and 
Mr.  Bremridge,  and  the  meeting  afterwards  continued  in 
private  session. 

Meeting  at  York. 

Mr.  Young  repeated  his  address  at  a  meeting  of  the 
chemists  of  the  North  and  East  Ridings  of  Yorkshire, 
which  was  held  in  the  Royal  Station  Hotel,  York,  on  Tues- 
day afternoon,  June  20.  There  was  only  a  poor  attendance, 
the  hour  of  meeting  not  being  convenient  to  the  majority  of 
York  chemists. 

There  were  present  Messrs.  C.  B.  Bell  (Hull),  Holt,  Whit- 
field, sen.,  and  Whitfield,  jun.  (Scarborough),  G.  Weston, 
L.  Handford,  and  H.  G.  Mitchell  (Harrogate),  Brackenshaw 
(Middlesborough),  J.  H.  Hull  (Boston  Spa),  A.  C.  Boyden 
and  T.  B.  Cundall  (Pocklington),  A.  Appleton  (Selby), 
M.  F.  Burgin,  Lupton,  T.  C.  Atkinson,  W.  Dewhurst,  F.  A. 
Newey,  Steedman,  G.  E.  Woodhouse,  E.  J.  Wood,  and  T. 
Parker  (York).  Mr.  Bremridge  introduced  Mr.  Young, 
and  after  his  address  Messrs.  Burgin.  Brackenshaw,  Whit- 
field, sen.,  and  Handford  spoke.  Mr.  Bell  proposed  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Young,  which  Mr.  Holt  seconded. 
After  Mr.  Young  had  acknowledged  the  vote  the  meeting 
terminated.
